Note 


This folder contains the final comprehensive ancestry 
charts made by DEW, which were completed on September 
10, 2001 — the day before 9/11. The folder begins with an 
explanation of the genealogical numbering system for 
individuals and families (in DEW’s handwriting) and two 
different relationship charts. 


Then the ancestry charts are presented in two sections: 


The first set of 27 pages traces the ancestry of David 
Edward Witheridge and Elizabeth Helen Kendall Plumb 
Witheridge, as far back as the Rev. and Mrs. Witheridge were 
able to go with confidence. 


The second set of 18 pages traces the Selleck ancestors of 
their granddaughter, Rebecca Elizabeth Witheridge, back to 
Cerdic, King of West Saxons (519-534), and his son, Cynric, 
King of West Saxons (d. 560), who went to England with five 
ships in 495. All records beyond Sarah Bulkley (1580-1611) 
are from Ancestral Roots of Sixty Colonists, by Frederick Lewis 
Weis, 5th Edition, with Additions and Corrections by Walter 
Lee Sheppard, Jr., 1982. (It was first published in 1951; a 1976 
edition is available through the Internet Archive Open Library.)

Until I can find a baptism 
for her I am stuck.

Hy parents, William Allen ond Christiana Allcu,were born In Cerrarali,y 
England, and later meved te Sowkh Neales where ZI wae born, the last of 
thirteen children, ome of whom was e half brother bern to my mother 
by a Somer wierprlage. Ny mother?ts maiden mame was Richards, Ser 
first husband?s nome was Uance, He wes a see captain and was loat at 
Bohs One Ch dfs John Nance, ves born of thia union. Edo not 
know whethe?/n@“Mavents lived in any other place before thay come to 
dveranan, Glancrpanshire, where I was born. i heve very little know~ 
jadge of my grand parents on either aide, though my elder brothers and 
sisters camenber them quite well. 


My fethor was killed by an evcident ab Browns pit, Gymaman, where he 
Wah working 28 a welshnaster. My reremtranes of ory father is 
Silght, as be died when Iwas about 0 years eld, Hy parents were 
Epiatepaliens. My father was a well imown and praminent sitigen in 
the town of Aborarun, For some years he wae a contractor, and later 
manager of some Blast furnaces owned by Hon, Crawahea Batley. Some 
years before wy father's death he Lost lis property ao that my mothe 
Woe left in etraightened clrouastences, Some time after Yathorta 
Genth mother moved to Jirwain, « fow miles distant, where mg two of 
my beothera had previously settled, Here, aftor a few years of 
gthool Life, I began to vork firat as a seadenger boy in the office 
at a Goal commany, later going to work in the wines with my brother 
TECH RO » ; 


Loter wo moved te a place called Perth, in the Rhondda Valley, where 

Io waa converted In a Baptiss etre ducing « revival held by a eeloved 
men, a freed slave from the United States, Tis nome wes "County", as 
I remember it, Ives baptized into the fellowship of the Forth 
Baptist thuvsh during the pastorate of a Rev, Me. Thomas, who vas 
killed shortly afterwards im a rpellread ae¢ident, I was then about 

16 yoars of axe. 


About this time I met a beautiful girl, Esther Vincent, whem [ later 
marveled. Shs was 6 Wenber of the frimitive Sethodist denomination 
and I went with her te hor shorch, and I was liesmsed to preath as 

a "Local Preacher” aa toey called then, £ was about L7 years old at 
the tine. iL was placed on "The Plan" as they called the schedule of 
appoinbments foe the Lecal preagehers in the several churches of "Chapals” 
on the elrouih, covering many miles of territery in the Rhondda, Pern~ 
dole end Ommiore Valleys. Local preachers received no remuneration 
for their services, but they ware allowed car-fara om the ralleroad 
if there was any ralleogd running trains into the seetion where tha 
appointment happened te be, or if the traina pan at « somyontent hours 
Hany times I bad an appointment for both services on Sunday and had 
te walk heme after the evening seryice, a distance of 4 or 10 miles. 
But the exuberance of youth and tho joy of preaching the gospel made 
the tagk seam light and the distunce shonmt. i sball never forret 
the finest appointment I hed te peeash in a tewn nased Tstrad in the 
Rhendda Valley. Up to this time neerly ail the clothes { had worn 
had been made by var mother, who was a good tatloress, but Tor this 
ecéasion I borrowgd one ef ay brother's coat. i had prepared 8 sor 
mom om the text, “What Oeout Thou Here, Elijah?” After f gob in the 
puipit J thougnt, what if I breals down teying te proach, my own hone 
veing "“Slijah”, So F changsd the text toe "Aa the Lord Cod of feraci 
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livath, before whom I stand, there shall be no dew nor vain three years 
wut aecerding to my word', And as these were the words of God to 
Elijah at the beginning of the famine period, and t»s others wore God's 
words to Elijah im the aave at Horeb after the famine was broken, 1 ve- 
lated the historieal neriod from beginning to end, and ne one knew the 
change of texts and I got away with it. I was highly complimented on 
wy sermon and was ac greatly encouraged that I have kent on preaching in 
sout fashion ever einte. 


On Dec. 31, 1801 I was married to Ssther Vincent , and after three chiid- 
rey were born to us I felt that smerieca cffered ereater oprortunities to 
an ambitious young men, Aesordingly I 2st sail fer the land of promise 
about the widdle of Nevertber 1985 on the "S. 3S. Leosd Gilve* of the xed 
Star Iine, and landed in Philadelphia on Deceuber Ist, going straight to 
Jemeyn, Pomnaylvania, where I settled, sending for my wife and family 
about aix monthe eter, Lwnilted with the Baptist Shurch at Jormyn, 
and identified myself with ite activities, Rev. ‘iilliam B, Grow being 
the pastor at that tims. I was elected Superintendent of the Sunday 
Sehool, and a few mombhs Laker when the pastor went evay on a trip to 
Galiformia, i was isvited te supply the pulpit as acting pastor, cm 
the pastorta yvoburn 1+ was thought that I ought te ge inte the gespel 
mnintstyy, So a council for my ordination wag called on Harch 20, 1059. 
fhe Council voted unanimously fer ordination, and « Tew weeks later Tf 
Wat talled to the pastorate of the Aldenvills and Clinten churches in 
the Wayno Association. Ak that time we had six children. je moved 
into the parsonage ab Aldenville, Fa., and I stavted my llfe as a eountry 
pastor by buying & cow and a horse, going into debt fot the same, With. 
a salary of (500. and a Uenation. Tt ie needless to say that I 
never could have made a auceess of my vork and Lived on such a meagre 
Salavy 1f 1t had net been for the tremendous sacrifice and devotion of 
my beloved wife, whe bore the heaviest pert of our burdens touring those 
arly years, af Well as the later years of cur ministry. of our 6x~ 
periences during those years I sould write a narrative that would equal 
the sacrifices and suffering of many a hewe and forsign missionary, 15 
seams to me ew, ag I leck back over those early years, that if thagie 
Wat a church anywhere thet no one else would acespt, 1% would Lali to 
wy lot tn take it. God blessed that first pastorate so that there 
were 23 baptisms at Clinten and &. at Aldenville, 


After serving tue years at Aldenville and Clinton, I was invited hy the 
Missionary Committee of the Wyoming Association te take up the work at 
Mehoovany, in connection with Russel Hill and Forksten churches as oub 
stations. Avrengemente were made by the Mehoopamy church to ront os 
house for we, bub on ny arrival with wy household goode I foung that a 
sortoin maiden lady, a member ef the ehureh, had rented the house just 
to ees 16 omoty during my pastorate, besause she did not want a win 
ister with a large family living next door to her. T was compelled to 
live in an abandoned fama house oubside of the village until I suceseded 
in rateing mency te buy a parsonage. After reucdeling the house to 
mike it fit te live in, doing much of the work with my aw bands, we 
moved im only te find that the church decided I should pay rent for the 
house « I declined to de so, and accepted a eall to the Sast Saith- 
field shureh im the Bradford Assouiation. This church held only @ 
Sunday morning service, so I teck om the Bently Crack or Fermyyille 
éhurch ag an outstation fom Sunday afternoons, sstoxr a tine f aconptad 
& all to the Yelleburg, How York ehucch, continuing Bently Cresk as an 
afternoon cutsintion fer several years, During the Welisburg pastorate 
i raised money enough to pay of f a ieng standing mortgage, then under- 
took to venoyate the chaceh bullding which was sadly in need of it. Tria 
worl Was successfully semplsted ani all the morey raised by wysel? to 
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pay for ths work. Heré again I donned everalis and worked with the 
worluen until the work was Jong,

Brom Susquehanne I moved to Bast Worcester, HW, ¥., with Yestford as an 
outstation. At Yestford the chaeh bulliding was thoroughly renovated 
and the church strengthencd and encouraged so that they were able to 
sail a pastor for Pull time service, On account of internal diffi~ 
eulties existing before I assumed the pastorate, I was not able, so far 
ai uly record ahows, to add any members by baptism at Harcester, 


My next pastorate waa with the Walten, N. Y+ Baptist ehurch in the Prank 
lin AsSociation. Here I found consideratile internal friction and much 
disteurapenent on account of a heavy dabt. After much hard labor and 
prayer and considerable diplomacy, the dissention was partly healed and 
tha church wade free from debt. Yorbog the offort to raise the debt

Tu connection with my work at Walton, I also preached at Boeorston every 
other Sunday afternoon; and tho alternate Sunday afternoons at Loomia ? 
7 or 8 miles distant, er at a school house at Oxbough, a fow miles up 
the Delaware viver, where several of the Walton chusch mewbers lived, 
This work was carries on for 5 years, after which I was called to the 
pastergts of Hope Chureh, Albany, Wy ¥. 


th Albany I found a very peculiar and diffisult situation which tools 2

Several tines during my Albany pastorate the Spruce Street Church or 
Philadelphia, Yo,, asked me to tomo te them. I finally went, with the 
underatanding that I was to open up a new church in west Philadelphia, 

to whieh plase they had devided to.move from dewne tow PRiladelgbia, 

The new losation did net prove te be the best, and after tuo yeers 1 ton- 
ciuded there was ne prospect of lerge grewth, so I secepted a cell freon 
tas Hest Beptist Chere ef Easton, Pa., beginning ny werk there llov, Ist 
1910, This, on the whole, was my most suecessful pastorate, Ib lasted 
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Ssven years, during whieh time the membership of the chywreh was doubled, 
and the shureh tiilding entirely renovated and enlarged, making 1t an 
adequate and modern church plant, § Phe entire cost was paid and no 
debt was left, with a surplus in the treasury at the close of my pastorate, 
Here again I was suecessful im leading the church in several vavival 
periods, Indeed, it might be said that one continual revival was in 
progress a1] the tine, as very few Sundays passed without decisions for 
Christ, the South Side Chureh, which hed long before gone out from 
the First church, merged again with the wother chureh, thereby adding 
considerable strength, finaneially and otherwise, to Pirst church. 
During this pastorate the church assumed a place in the religious life 
or the city that had not previously obtained and which has continuted to 
the ‘present time, | One hundred and fourty four bapiiams was the number 
revordsd for this pastorate, . ' 


On Ootober 1, 1917, I accepted the sali of the Pirst Ghech of Saginaw, 
Michigan. It was umdersteod that I was to lead them in the building of 
8 new church on a site near the old one, but complications arose that 
prevented the carrying out of that plan, Failure to sell the old 
chureh building at an advantage, and some differenes of opinion regarding 
the change of site caused the plan to fall through, and now, at this 
writing, after 12 years they are still worshipping in the old building, 
though a mew lot bas been secured and no doybt a new-ehurch will soon be 
started, During the three years of my pestorate in Saginaw the church 
Was greatly harmonized and revived and given an impetus that has cavried 
it on in splendid shape until the present time, Thirty four baptisms 
is tho record of this pastorate, mostly the result of personal evangelism 
on the part of the pastor. No revival. meetings. were held during the 
entire pastorate, and enly one person came forward as the result of pub~ 
lie invitations, though they were almost always given at the clese of the 
evening services, This was a new experience’ to me, but the pastorate 
was not devoid of additions, as the record will show, After 3 years 
in Saginaw, Iwas eppeinted by the Michigan Baptist State Convention as 
Convention Faster for tha Upper Peninsula and for ons year acted in that 
capacity, when I was sent. by the Convention to the Broadway Church of 
Bay City to smooth out some existing difficulties, ifter two months I 
was invited to become pastor of thie church, Believing that my expex~ 
ience would help diya ition me in leading the church to a 
higher standard of efficiency and enable it to meet its opporimmity in 
the commmity I accepted the call and commenced the pastorate Nov. 1st, 
1921. This pastorate was not without its peculiar difficulties on 
account of its unusual constituency elements. Novertheless, the church 
was able to achleve a position in the community that it bad never beitore 
attained, Broadway was. peculiarly a young people's church; very few 
elderly people being in its mombership. It is the best contributing 
church financlally I ever served; many of its members being tithers and 
othars giving beyond their abllity,.

My parents, WILLIAM ALLEN and CHRISTIANA ALLEN, were born in 
Cornwall, England, and later moved to South Wales where I was 
born, the last of 13 children, one of whom was a half brother 
born to my mother by a former marriage. My mother's maiden 
name was Christiana Richards, Her first husband's name was 
Thomas Nance, He waS a sea captain and was lost at sea, One 
child, John Nance, was born of this union. (Research indicates 
there was also a half-sister named Ruth Nance.). I do not know 
whether my parents lived in any other place before they came to 
Aberaman, Glamorganshire, where I was born August ih, 1862. £ 
have little kmowledge of my grandparents on either side, though 
my older brothers and sisters remember them quite well. (His 
grandfather's name was Stephen Allen, a coal miner of Cornwall, 
Eng. who died before 183. Learned from his father's wedding 
certificate), 


My remembrance of my father is slight, as he died when I was only 
7 years old.He was killed by an accident at Brown's Pit, Cymaman, 
where he was working as a Weighmaster. (Cause of death copicd 
from photostat copy of his father's death certificate: "accidental 
death by being crushed between railway waggons (coal cars) on 
Aug. 27, 1869,") My parents were Episcopalians, My father was 
a well known and prominent citizen in the town of Aberaman. For 
some years he was a contractor , and later Manager of some blast 
furnaces owned by Hon, Crawshaw Baily. Shortly before m father's 
death he lost his property, so my mother was left in straitened 
circunistances, Some time after father's death my mother moved 
to Hirwain, a few miles distance, where two of my brothers lived, 
Here, after a few years of school life, I began to work first as 
a messenger boy in the office of a coal company, later going to 
work in the mines with my brother George, 


Later we moved to a place called Porth, in the Rhondda Valley, 
where I was converted in the Baptist Tabernacle during a revival 
conducted by a colored man, a freed slave from the United States, 
Ilis name was "County", as I remember it, I was baptized into 
the fellowship of the Porth Tabernacle during the pastorate of 
Rev. Davd Thomas, who was killed shortly afterwards in a railway 
accident, I was then about 16 years of age. ( I have a booklet 
a booklet of the 50th anniversary of the Porth Tabernacle with a 
picture of the church over which father has written "The ecmwrch 
Iwas baptized in early in 1878, not long after the dedieation 
of the church edifice") 


About this time I sict a beautiful girl, ESTHER VINCENT, whom I 
later married. She was a member of the Primitive Mcthodist de- 
nomination, so I went with her to her church. I was licensod as 
a "L6cal Prescher"™ as they called them by her church. I wes 17 
years old at this timc, I was placed on "The Plan" as they 
called the schedule of appointments for Local Preachers in the 
several churches or "Chapels" on the Circuit, covering many miles 
of territory in the Rhondda, Ferndale and Ogmore Vallcys. Local 
Preachers reccived no remuncration for their services, but they 
were allowed carfare on the railroad if there was any railroad 
running trains into the scction where the appointment happened 
OVER 
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to be, or if the trains ran at a convenient hour, Many times I 
had an appointment for both services on Sunday and had to walk 
home after the evening service, a distance of 8 or. 10 miles, 

But the exuberance of youth and the joy of preaching the gospel 
made the task seem light and the distance short. I shall never 
forget the first appointment I had to preach in a town named Yst~ 
rad in the Rhondda Valley, Up to this time all the clothes I 
had ever worn had been made by my mother, who was a good tailor. 
888, but for this occasion I borrowed one of my brother's coat. 
I had prepared a sermon on the text, "What doest thou here, Bli- 
jan?" After I got in the pulpit I thought, what if I break 
down trying to preach, my own name being Elijah. So I changed 
the text to "As the Lord God of Israel liveth, before whom T 
Stand, there shall no dew nor rain fall for three years but ac- 
cording to my word." And as these were the words of God to 
Elijah at. the beginning of the famine period, and the others 
were God's word to Elijah in the cave at Horeb after the famine 
was broken, I related the historical period from beginning to 
end, and no one kmew the change of text, so I got away with it, 
I was highly complimented on my sermon and was so greatly encour- 
aged that I have kept on preaching in some fashion ever gince, 


On Dec, 31, 1881 I was married to Esther Vincent, and after three 
children were born I felt that America offered greater opportun- 
ities to an ambitious young man, Accordingly I set sail for 

the land of promise the middle of Nov. 1885 on the "S.S.Lord ¢ 
Clive" of the Red Star Line, and landed in Philadelphia on Dec. 
ist, going straight toJermyn, Pa. where I settled, sending for 
my wife and family about six monthg later. I united with the 
Baptist church of Jermyn, and identified myself with its activ- 
ities, Rev. William B, Grow being the pastor at that time, I 
was elected superintendent of the Sunday School, and a few months 
later, when the pastor went away on a trip to California, I was 
invited to supply the pulpit as acting pastor. On the pastor's 
return it was thought that I ought to go into the gospel minis-~ 
try, so a Council to consider my ordination was called March 28, 
1609, The Council voted unanimously for ordination. (I have my 
father's Ordination Certificate. A.V.A.) A few weeks later I 
was called to the pastorate of the Aldenville and Clinton Chur- 
ches in the Wayne Association, At that time we had five chil- 
dren, (I was born in Aldenville making six.) We moved into the 
parsonage at Aldenville, Pa., and I started my life as a country 
pastor by buying a horse and a cow, going into debt for the same 
with a salary of $500. and a Donation. It is needless to say 
that I never could have made a success of my work and lived on 
such a meagre yearly salary if it had not been for the tremen- 
dous sacrifice and devotion of my beloved wife wo bore the heavi- 
est part of our burdens during those early years, as well as the 
later years of our ministry. Of those experiences through the year 
years I could write a narrative that would equal the sacrifice 
and sufferings of many a home and foreign missionary. It scems 
to me now, aS I look back over those early years, that if there 
was a church anywhere that no one else would aceept, it would 
fall to my lot to take it. God blessed that first pastorate so 
that, though short, there were 23 baptisms-at Glinton and Lat 
Aldenville. 


‘@ter serving two years at Aldenville and Clinton, I was invited 
“; the Missionary Committee of the Wyoming Association to take 
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up the work at Mehoopany, with Russel Hill and Forkston churches 
as out-stations, Arrangements were made by the Mehoopany church 
to rent a house for me, but on my arrival with my household goods 
I found that a certain maiden lady, a member of the church, had 
rented the house just to keep it empty during my pastorate, because 
she did not want a minister with a large family living next door 
to her, I was compelled to live in an abandoned farm house out- 
side the village until I succeeded to raise money to buy a parson- 
ABE e After remodeling the house to make it fit to live in, doing 
much of the work with my own hands, we moved in only to find that 
the church decided I should pay rent for the house, I declindd to 
do so, and accepted a call to the East Smithfield church in the 
Bradford Association. This church held only a Sunday morning 
service, so I took on the Bently Creek or Pennyville church as an 
outstation for Sunday afternoons. After a time I accepted a call 
to the Wellsburg, N. Y. church, continuing Bently Creek as an out- 
station for several years. During the Wellsburg pastorate I 
raised money enough to pay off a long standings mortgage, then 
undertook to renovate the church building which was sadly in need 
of it, This work was successfully completed and all the money 
raised by myself to pay for the work, Here again I donned over- 
alls and worked with the worlmen until the work was done, 


During the years at Wellsburg I took University Extension Courses 
with the Boston School of Theology, and Western University of 
Chicago, receiving my B. D. degree at the latter school. 25 were 
added by baptism and 2 at Bentley Creek, 


From Wellsburg I went to Susquehanna, Pa., where I served for 3 
years, having the pleasure of holding revivals here and adding 3h 
by baptism. The church building was greatly improved by an add- 
ition on the rear, thus providing for an open baptistry and robing 
rooms, A hot air furnace took the place of the old wood stoves, 
A parsonage also was purchased during this pastorate, 


From Susquehanna I moved to Worcester, N. Y., with Westford as an 
outstation, At Westford the churdh building was thoroughly ren- 
ovated and the church strengthened and encouraged so they were 
able to call a pastor for full time service, On account of in- 
ternal difficulties cxisting before I became pastor, I was not 
able, so far as my record shows, to add any members by baptism at 
Worcester, 


My next pastorate was With the Walton, N. Y. church in the Frank- 
lin Association. Here I found considerable internal friction and 
much discouragement beaause of a heavy debt, After much hard 
labor and prayer and considerable diplomacy, the dissention was 
partly healed and the church made free from debt. During the 
effort to raise the debt I wore out my buggy driving over the hills 
and up the valleys, besides almost wrecking my own health, God, 
however, blessed my efforts and I was permitted to burn the mort- 
gage, the ashes of which I still have as a memento of the occasion. 
God greatly blessed my labors in cvangelism during this pastorate 
and 62 members were added by baptism, besides a considerable number 
by letter, Several of the young people whom I baptized are now 
the leaders in the church, During my ministry at Walton I also 
preached at Becrston every other Sunday afternoon, and the alter- 
nate Sunday afternoons at Loomis, 7 or 8 miles distant, or ata 
school house at Oxbough, a few miles up the Delaware river, where 
several of the Walton church members lived, This work continued 
for 5 years, whcn I was called to Hope Bap. Ch,, Albany, N. Y. 
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At Hope Church in Albany I found a very peculiar and difficult «. 
Situation which took three years to overcome, but I was permit- 
ted to eventually leave the church wnited and financially 
strengthened, besides adding 33 by baptism and several others by 
letter, The difficulties at Hope church were largely the re~ 
sult of one man of large means paying most of the bills, there- 


by. destroying the incentive for giving on the part of the rest 
of the membership. 


Several times during my Albany pastorate the Spruce Street church 
of Philadelphia asked me to come to them, I finally went with 
the understanding I was to open up a new church in West Phila- 
delphia, to which place they had decided to move from down town. 
The new location did not prove to be the best, and after two 
years I concluded there was no prospect for large growth, so I 
acoepted a call from First Baptist Church of Easton, Penna. be-~ 
ginning my work there Nov. 1, 1910. This, on the whole, was 
my most successful pastorate, It lasted 7 years, during which ti 
time the membership was doubled, and the church pbuilding entire- 
ly Befovated and enlarged, making it an adequate and modern 
ohurch plant, The entire cost was paid and no debt was left, 
with a surplus in the treasury at the close of my pastorate. 
Here again I was successful in leading the church in several 
revival periods, Inde&da, it might be said that one continuous 
revival was in progress all the time, as very few Sundays 
passed without decisions for Christ. The South Side church, 
which had long before gone out from the First church, merged 
again with the mother church, thereby adding considerable of 
strength, financially and otherwise to First church. During 
this pastorate the church a place in the religious life of the 
city that had not previously obtained and which has continued 

to the present time, 14. baptisms is the number of baptisms 
recorded for this pastorate, 


On October 1, 1917 I accepted the call of the First church of 
Saginaw, Michigan, It was understéod that I was to lead them 
in the building of a new church on a site near the old one, but 
but complications arose that prevented the carrying out of that 
plan. Failure to sell the old church building at an advantage 
and some difference of opinion regarding the change of site 
caused the plan to fall through, and now, at this writing, after 
12 years they are still worshipping in the old building, though 
a new lot has been secured and no doubt a new church will soon 
be started, During the three years of my pastorate in Saginaw 
the church was greatly harmonized and revived and given an impec- 
tus that has carried it on in splendid shape to the present time, 
3h baptisms is the record of this pastorate, mostly the result 
of personal evangelism on the part of the pastor. No revival 
meetings were held during the entire pastorate, and only one 
person came forward as the resuit of public invitations, though 
they wore almost always given at the close of the evening ser- 
‘vices, This Was a new experience to me, but the pastorate was 
not devoit of additions, as the record will show. 


After 3 years in Saginaw I was appointed by the Michigan Bap- 
tist State Convention as Convention Pastor for the Upper Pen- 
insula, and for ohe year acted in that capacity, when I was 

sent by the Convention to serve the Broddway church of Bay City 
to smooth out some existing difficulties. After two months I 
wo invited to become pastor of this church. Believing that my 
experience would help to load the church to a higher standard of

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efficiency and enable it to meet its opportunity in the community 
I accepted the call and commenced the pastorate Nov. 1, 1921, 

This pastorate was not without its peculiar difficulties because 
of its unusual constituency elements, Nevertheless, the church 
was able to achieve a position in the community that it had never 
before attained, Broadway was peculiarly a young people's 
church; very few elderly people being in its membership. rt is 
the best contributing church financially I ever served; many of 
its members being tithers and others giving seemingly beyond their 
ability. During this pastorate the church building was renovated 
and the record shows 57 were baptized, 29 of these souls were 
won through a personal evangelism campaign directed by the pastor, 
assisted by a group of 16 workers who gave themselves to one week 
of consecutive effort.

It was during this pastorate that the greatest sorrow of my life 
came, occasioned by the death of my beloved wife and helpmeet, 
Broken hearted and discouraged I continued the work for a time, 
but on account of failing health and a desire to return East, I 
relinquished the pastorate and took a few months rest. This was 
the only time I was out of the active pastorate covering a period 
of 37 years. Fseling much rested after this long vacation, I 
acceptad a call to the First Baptist church of Essex, Conn, and 
commenced my pastorate there Oct, 3, 1926. 


The Essex church was at a very low ebb and much discouraged, hav- 
ing been without a regular pastor for two years. For sometime the 
outlook was very discouraging to me, but the people have begun to 
rally and now the prospect for a good work here seems bright. 

When I #irst began my work in Essex we had to worship in the base- 
ment as goon as cold weather came because the heating plant was 
out of commission, Taig was remedied by installing two large 
pipeless furnaces. In July a complete renovation of the church 
building was begun and completed by December at a cost of approx~ 
imately $22,000. all of which was paid for. As a result of a 
pre-Easter campaign of personal evangelism 12 persons have 

united with the church by baptism, 


This brief review of my life's work is written for my family 
rather than for the general public which would find little of in- 
terest in it, As I look back over the many struggles and sacri- 
fices my beloved wife and I have made during these many years, a 
have decided that on the whole the JOYS expericnced have many 
times outweighed the hardships, When I think of the thrill of 
leading a soul to Christ, and recall the many occasions I have 
been able to bring comfort to bereaved and sorrowing people, help- 
ing them through their tears to see and feel the hand of their 
Heavenly Father in it all, I feel more than repaid, 


During my ministry which has lengthened now to 74 years, I have 
baptized 482 persons (four of whom did not unite with a Baptist 
church) . I have conducted 357 funerals and performed 315 wed- 
dings up to the present date of writing, July 28, 192.

6, 1933. 388 Funerals; last dated June 20, 1936. He re- 
tired from Essex, Conn, pastorate in 1936, and died June 1, ''': 
19h). While father seems to have kept a fairly accurate rec- 
ord of baptisms, funerals and weddings, it should be noted he 
kept no record of persons received into membership by transfer 
of membership by church letter, restoration, or statement of 
Christian experience. My personal conclusion is that he re- 
ceived a great many more members into the churches he served 
than the record of baptisms alone indicates. It seems strange 
during his last 3 years at Essex he conducted 21 funerals with 
no record of baptisms’ or marriages. I believe his record is 
“incomplete. The largest wedding fee father ever received was [i 
$10, and that amount only 20 times from from 329 weddings.

FATHER of Rev. Elijah R. Allen was William Allen, also of Cornwall, 

England. At age 26 or 27 he married the widow of Thomas Nance, a 

sea captian who was lost at sea, Her maiden name was Christiana 

Richards. Captain and Mrs, Nance had two children, John Nance 

and Ruth Nance. The following is copied from a photostat copy of 

the marriage certificate of William Allen and Christiana Nance: 
“Marriage solemnized by Banns in the Parish of Gwemmup in the 
county of Cornwall between William Allen of full age, a bach- 
elor of full age; profession miner. Residence Carhassack; 
Father's name Stephen Allen, a miner, deceased; and Christ- 
iana Nance of full age, a widow, profession tailoress; Res- 
idence Crofhandy; Father's name, John Richards, miner, decea- 
sed. Married in the Parish Church according to the rites 
and ceremonies of the Established Church (Episcopal) by Rev.

Comment by Arthur V. Allen: Evidently my grandmother, Christiana 
Nance was uneducated for while her husband signed his name on the 
certificate, this notation appears: "The mark X of Christiana Nance", 
Thig marriage was performed January 19, 183. 

Further comment by A. V. A. - According to the autobiographical 
sketch written by my father, dated July 28, 1928, his mother had 

13 children, of whom he was the last. However a family Bible then 
in posession of Uncle George Witheridge, who married father's sis- 
ter Mary Ann Allen, lists only 9 names. Since grandmother bore 

a child on the average of every 21 months except for a 5k year 
period between 16.9 and 1855, I am conjecturing that there may have 
been two children born who died in infancy and are unrecorded, 
Otherwise there is a discrepancy of 2 in the number of children 

The names of the following children, copied from the Bible, give 
date of birth but not place of birth. It must be assumed that 
some of the older children were born in England, for we know that 
some of the younger ones, including my father, were born after mov- 
ing to South Wales.

Cause of death as recorded 
on his death certificate: "Accidental death from being crushed be- 
tween railway waggons" (coal cars) on August 27, 1669 and his age 

is given as 53 years. This would make the year of his birth 1816, 


After the death of her second husband Christiana Allen, mother of 
Rev. Elijah R. Allen, was married a third time to Thomas Thorngate, 
a retired coal miner from Swansea, Wales. She died Oct. 2h, 1902 
at age 78 at Bridgend, County of Glamorgan, Wales. Cause of death: 
"Senile decay, Certified by H. T. Pringle, M. D." (This informat- 
ion is copied from her death certificate). 


(I am indebted for much of the foregoing information to my cousin, 
Rev. David Z. Witheridge, Executive Secretary of the Greater Minn- 
eapolis Council of Churches, and whose home address is 225 Irving 
Ave.

V. Allen). 


ELIJAH RICHARD ALLEN was born August 14, 1862 in Aberaman, South 
Wales. After his father's death in 1869 when he was only 7 years 
old, his mother moved to Hirwain, a short distance from Aberaman, 
where he attended public school. Following family tradition he 
became a messenger boy in the office of a coal company until old 
enough to work with his brother George as a cogl miner. Wext the 
family moved to Porth where he was converted in the Porth Baptist 
Tabernacle where he was baptized at age 16. Soon after he met 
Esther Vincent (of whose family I have no record) who was a member 
of the Primitive Methodist Church, which he began attending with 
her. At age 17 he was licensed to preach because of his religious 
zeal and became a local preacher of that denomination. He and 
Esther Vincent were married on December 31, 1881 at ages 19 years 

4 months and 18 years and 10 months respectively. Marriage took 
place either in Porth, residence of Esther Vincent, or in Pontypridd, 
an adjecent town, where their wedding picture was taken. Three ¢ 
chilaren were born before Blijah Allen left Wales alone to come to 
America, arriving at Philadelphis Dec. l, 1885 and going to Jermyn, 
a mining town in north-cast Pa., where he joined the Baptist Church, 
Six months later. This proved to be a turning point in his life. 
Six months after his arrival in the states, mid-summer of 1886, 
his wife with their three young sons, joined him in Jermyn. The 
pastor in Jermyn was the Rev. W. B. Grow who recognizcd the talents 
of the young miner appointed him as Sunday School Superintendent. 
Sometime later Elder Grow, as he was commonly known, Was called to 
go west for a series of evangelistic campaigns, and asked Mr. Allen 
to serve as pastor while he was away. Upon his return the reports 
of the excellent ministry of the young miner led Elder Grow to sug- 
gest his being ordained to the Baptist ministry. Therefore a coun- 
cil was called to examine his fitness for the ministry. The eouncil 
voted favorably, and on March 28, 1889 he was ordained to the gos- 
pel ministry by the Jerymn Baptist Church. Durinh his Germyn rces- 
idence another son and a daughter were borns A few weeks later he 
as called to his first pastorate with the Aldenville and Clinton 
Baptist churches. At Aldenville, Pa. a sixth child was born on 
August 7, 1890, who preparod this family history.

Note: In my father's autobiographical sketch he gives a brief his- 
tory of each pastorate to which I have added his record of the 

388 funerals conducted, over 500 baptisms, and 329 weddings per- 
formed. He kept no record of number of members received by letter 
of transfer, on statement of Christian Experience or restoration, 
which doubtless equalled the number of baptisms. Arthur V. Allen, 


ESTHER VINCENT ALLEN died Sept. 21, 192) after a long illness of 
pernicious anemia, The first memorial service was held in the 
Broadway church of Bay City, Mich where her husband was pastor, 
conducted by Dr. William P. Pearce, pastor of First Baptist Church 
of Bay City. A second Memorial service was held in Mount Carmel 
Baptist Church of Carmel, N. Y. at which one of her sons, Rev. J. 
J. Allen spoken an apprecian to "Our Mother" after which her: four 
preacher sons bore her body to near by Raymond Hill Cemetery to be 
buried in the family plot. (Note; I have foundmother's place of 
birth. It was St Blazy, Cornwall, England. Arthur V. Allen). 
Also her marriage was at Pontypridd, South Wales. 


Rev, Elijah R. Allen was married a second time to Miss Jennie L. 
Coburn of Bay City, Mich., an intimate friend of his first wife 
and a prominent leader in the First Church. She died in Charles 
Town, West Virginia following an automobile accident at near by 
Halltown. She lived only three days following the accident. 

She is buried in the Allen family plot in Raymond Hill Cemetery in 
Carmel, N. Y. She died in late September or early October 1937. 
The accident occurred enroute to Penny Farms, Florida, where they 
had resided the previous winter, 


After his wife's death father palled up with Rev. Charles Carpen- 
ter, an Episcopal clergyman of his own age and their time was 
divided between father's summer home in Kent Cliffs, N. ¥. and 
Penny Farms, Florida, except for periods when Mr. Carpenter served 
as interim Rector of Episcopal churches in Alabama and Florida and 
father went with him. This was an enjoyable experience for father 
who served as an Episcopal choir boy in his early youth. A heart 
patient for many years, father died in his sleep at home in Kent 
Cliffs , June 1, 19h. A private funeral service for the immed- 
iate family was conducted by Mr. Carpenter the evening before the 
public service in the Carmel Baptist church, conducted by his four 
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minister sons, after which they bore his body to the family plot 
in Raymond Hill Cemetery.

JOHN VINCENT ALLEN: Born Nov. 27, 1882 in Porth, South Wales. 
Came to U.S.A. with his mother and 2 brothers midsummer of 1886, 
His father had preceeded his family to America, arriving in Phila- 
delphia Dec, 1, 1885, going immediately to live and work in Jermyn, 
Pa. Educated in Walton, N. Y¥. public schools, he married Miss 
Mabel Oles of Walton Feb. 17, 1903, ceremony being performed by 
his father, then pastor of the Walton Baptist Church. John became 
an epileptic, caused by an injury from a foot ball game while in 
high school, This malady became so serious it became necessary 
for his wife to commit him for treatment at the N. Y. State Colony 
for Epileptics at Sonyea.

His bruised body was found on the Colony grounds and it was never 
discovered if there was foul play or his death resulted from an 
epileptic seizure. Date of death, Sept. 23, 1913 and his burial 
was in the Walton cemetery. Mabel and John had no children, 
Mabel remarried, becoming Mrs. ? Walley. She died in 1962 and is 
buried beside John in the Walton cemetery.

He was born April lo, 1884 at Britannia, South Wales according to 
his father's record. His daughter writes that her father"s record 
names his birthplace as Swansea. The towns are adjacent, and no 
birth certificate is available to confirm which place he was born, 
He came to the United States with his mother and an older and a 
younger brother mid-summer of 1886, and lived first in Jermyn, Pa, 
He was educated in various public schools in towns where his dad 
was pastor.On Sept, 16,1907 he was married in Albany, N. Y. by his 
father to Miss Emma Elizabeth Howland of Walton, WN. ¥Y. This was 
the birthdays of both William and Emma Elizabeth, for she was 

born April 16, 1883. William first learned the carpenter trade, 
and later became a commercial photographer and opened a studio in 
Catskill, N. Y. Feeling the call to follow in his father's foot- 
steps into the gospel ministry, he became pastor of the Port Murry, 
N. J. Baptist church where he was ordained in 1912, His other 
pastorates were Netcong and Mt. Olive, N. J.; South River, WN.

Deposit, N. ¥.; Port Jervis, N. ¥?; Sussex, N. J; Federated Church 
of Willington, Conn; Deep River, Conn. 1923-28 where he led in 
erecting a beautiful stone house of worship and educational unit;

A New Departure 
The purpose of this publication 
is to present in a new form a 
digest of facts and the program of 
our church. Instead of sending 
letters and reports to the member- 
ship of the congregation we are 
publishing this paper. Every item 
is of importance and deserves 
special attention. 
The History of Baptist Work in 
the City of Troy 
This is a thrilling story extend- 
ing over a period of a century and 
a half. From a small beginning 
the work grew until the First Par- 
ticular Baptist Church, the name 
of the parent organization, was un- 
able to minister to all those desir- 
ing to worship with the church. 
From time to time groups left the 
church for the purpose of estab- 
lishing which rapidly 
grew into strong churches in other 


five churches so established was 
the group, commonly known as the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church. This 
ureh, together with the First 
Baptist Church, ministered effec- 
ively to the central part of the 
city. For a generation the union 
of the two congregations was dis- 
eussed, not because either congre- 
gation was failing to do its work, 
ut because it was realized that 
here was much duplication in 
work, needless overhead, conse- 
quent competition and the unfor- 
tunate impression by many people 
that the two congregations located 
so near each other were not in 
ullest_ sympathy. 
On July 11, 1928, following in- 
formal discussions as to the possi- 
bilities of consolidation, each con- 
gregation took favorable action on 
a submitted plan and the union 
was consummated. While many 
members of each congregation, at 
that time, were not convinced of 
the wisdom of the move, it is gen- 
erally conceded that the union has 
proved a gteat blessing. The loss 
through death of many of the mem- 
bers who supported the work with 
great liberality, the fact that the 
city has not grown in population, 
and the unforeseen years of de- 
pression, have been overcome to a 
large measure by the union of the 
congregations. Every thoughtful 


person recognizes what might have 
hannonad ta hath

had the union not taken place. As 
it is we have a church thoroughly 
united and facing with enthusiasm 
a program which assures that Bap- 
tist work in our city will continue 
to share largely in Kingdom ad- 
vance. 


& Notable Postorate 


Within a few weeks Dr. Allen 
will begin the nineteenth year of 
his ministry in our city. There is 
not a minister in any evangelical 
church in our city who was here 
when Dr. Allen came to our city, 
The first five years he served the 
Fifth Avenue church, assuming the 
pastorate of the united congrega- 
tion by unanimous choice. These 
years have been marked by loyal- 
ty, devotion and codperation by 
pastor and people. In addition to 
holding the distinction of not hav- 
ing been absent from. the pulpit 
any Sunday except while on vaca- 
tion, Dr. Allen has rendered a largo 
service to the denomination, He 
served three terms as President of 
the Baptist Convention of New 
York State, and at present is one 
of the directors of the convention, 
For three years he was a member 
of the Board of Finance and Pro- 
motion of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Since 1925 he has 
been a trustee of Keuka College 
and of Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
School. Few ministers have been 
more in demand or rendered a 
larger civic service to their com- 
munity. Dr. Allen constantly re- 
sponds to invitations to speak for 
colleges, schools, churches, fraterni- 
ties and service clubs. A notable 
community service has been the 
Public Speaking Classes which he 
has conducted through the years, 
attended by over a thousand busi- 
ness and professional men. The 
age, location and historic ministry 
of our church results in unusual 
demands upon a ministry which is 
gladly rendered. 


A Thoroughly Organized Church 


Few churches can boast of a 
better organization of its member- 
ship for every phase of Kingdom 
work. Blessed by a great many 
members possessing qualities of 
leadership and a willingness to 
dedicate those qualities to Christ’s 
service we are able to undertake 
an organized program which makes 
the wark af aur ehureh mact effane 


tive. In other columns a brief 
deseription of the work of our or- 
ganizations is given, We wish to 
acknowledge our gratitude to every 
officer of the church and organiza- 
tions, those who have served in 
other years and those now serving, 
for the loyal and untiring efforts 
which have resulted in accomplish- 
ed goals. There can be no question 
about the future of our church as 
long as such leadership and loyalty 
continues. 


Our Missionary Vision 


Our church from its inception 
has had a missionary vision. When 
this church was organized Foreign 
Missions as understood today had 
not been thought of, However, 
Home Missions presented a chal- 
lenge to the local church. Within 
a few years after organization our 
church was reaching out.to various 
sections of the city and establish- 
ing mission schools which in turn 
became in several instances strong 
churches. Whatever projects the 
denomination fostered our church 
liberally supported. During the 
years hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were contributed to such 
work. Many consecrated workers 
went from our midst to dedicate 
their lives to missionary endeavor. 

When the Foreign Mission So- 
ciety was organized we gave not 
only financial support but also 
workers. Pioneer missionary his- 
tory records the names of a num- 
ber who began their Christian life 
in our midst. The missionary zeal 
of old still finds expression in our 
Kingdom program. Through the 
United Budget of the Northern 
Baptist Convention we give gen- 
erously to both Home and Foreign 
missionary projects. We believe 
that the greater our missionary 
vision, the greater will be our local 
success. Interest in others is the 
real test of true discipleship. 


The Fellowship Fund 


One of the greatest services ren- 
dered by our church is the ministry 
of our Fellowship Fund. This work 
is supported by the offerings taken 
at the monthly communion service 
and from the income of legacies 
left by those who desired that 
their interest. in the unfertunate 
might continue. Not infrequently 
an individual or family is faced

Immediately financial assistance is 
proffered to such people. Such 
help is extended in the spirit of 
fellowship and not as charity. All 
such assistance is of a confidential 
nature, under the supervision of 
the treasurer of the fund and the 
pastor. Many a situation has been 
met and lasting gratitude to the 
church been established through 
this brotherly ministry. 
The Endowment Fund 

Down through the years many 
of our members through legacies 
assigned to the Endowment fund 
have continued their interest in the 
work of the church, the main- 
tainance of its property, its mis- 
sionary work and the work of 
affiliated organizations. Such 
monies, when so designated by the 
donors, are placed in the Perma- 
nent Endowment Fund and ad- 
ministered by the Board of Trus- 
tees, as the legal representative of 
the congregation. We urge our 
members to perpetuate their in- 
terest in the work of the Kingdom 
through bequests to the Endow- 
ment Fund. 

Financing the Church Program 

While the church is a spiritual 
organization it has to be supported 
by the regular giving of the mem- 
bership. Great investments in 
buildings and equipment, workers 
to carry on the ministry of wor- 
ship, and the spread of the Gospel, 
make liberality a necessity on the 
part. of each member. The church, 
above all things, must be business- 
like in the conduct of its affairs. 

Our work is planned and carried 
out on the basis of voluntary giv- 
ing by the membership. Unless the 
members give the church cannot 
live. The norm of giving has been 
an honest acknowledgment of God’s 
goodness to us. “As the Lord hath 
prospered us” is the measuring 
stick. God depends on our honesty 
in terms of stewardship for His 
share of our resources. We rejoice 
to acknowledge that his confidence 
in his disciples has not been mis- 
laced. 

Regular weekly giving has 
proved itself the best plan. The 
expenses are incurred weekly and 
without a definite income we ecan- 
not meet our obligations. A church 
hat. does not honor its obligations 
with regularity soon loses its stand- 
ing in a community. We boast of 
our credit as we measure the loyal 
support given by our membership. 

A Moving Picture Machine 

A new item in our budget is the 
proposed purchase of a modern mo- 
tion picture machine for use by 
the church and its organizations. 
Visualization is a new method of 
instruction, adopted with fine re- 
sults by educational institutions. 

The church, the greatest educa- 
tional institution in the world, 
should take advantage of the best 
methods and equipment. The work 
of the church, the missionary pro-

al projects, as essential to the 
Church School as to the public 
school, can thus be provided for 
our children. We feel sure that the 
worthwhileness of this project will 
appeal to the entire membership.

The Board of Trustees 


During the past year the Board 
of Trustees has held regular month- 
ly meetings, except in the months 
of August, December and March. 
Attendance at these meetings has 
been uniformly good and careful 
attention has been given to the 
matters for which the Trustees 
have primary responsibility. 

An Investment Committee op- 
pointed by the Trustees, of which 
Mr. William C. Feathers is Chair- 
man, has also held monthly meet- 


ings with Betts and Morris, its ° 


Investment Counsel, to consider 
what changes, if any, should be 
made in invested funds of the 
church. These consist of bonds, 
preferred and common stocks, real 
estate mortgages and bank de- 
posits having a book value of 
$68.195 and a nresent marlrat 


Three 
these investments for the year was 
$3273, of which $1718 was appli- 
cable to current expenses. 

Early in the fiscal year just 
closed, the Board determined that 
it would not spend more than its 
income during the year and would, 
if possible, make some reduction 
in the church debt out of current 
income. This made necessary in- 
creased contributions for current 
expenses, in order to avoid curtail- 
ing activities of the church. Ac- 
cordingly, in September a general 
appeal was made for increased 
pledges and contributions to sup- 
plement pledges and contributions 
previously made for current ex- 
penses. This appeal met a loyal 
and generous response. The amount, 
realized was $2220.80, which was 
more than 10% in excess of the 
amount asked for. This enabled 
the church not only to balance its 
budget but also to pay out of 
current receipts for the year the 
sum of $1000 on account of the 
church debt. In addition to this, 
payments received on account of 
the Building Fund, together with 
proceeds of the sale of real estate 
received from the estate of Mrs. 
Youmans, and a gencrous special 
gift from the Women’s Church 
Society, enabled the church to 
make a further reduction in its 
debt of $4080.52, making a total 
reduction during the year of 
$5080.52. 


Budgets for the year 1941-1942 
were presented by the Board and 
adopted by the church at a meet- 
ing held April 16, 1941. The Cur- 
rent Expense Budget thus adopted 
was $12,948.55 and the Benevo- 
lence Budget $4080.00. 

An “Every Member” Canvass 
for the raising of these budgets 
was organized under the efficient 
leadership of Mr. Charles I. Day. 
The purpose of this effort was not 
only to raise the budgets so that 
no other appeal for that purpose 
would be required during the year, 
but also to promote general in- 
terest in the services and activi- 
ties of the church. The canvass 
was conducted by a large Com- 
mittee of faithful workers and met 
with gratifying success. A final 
report cannot be given at this 
time but, according to the latest 
figures available, $10,359.60 has al- 
ready been secured for the Current 
Expense Budget and $3657.00 for 
the Benevolence Budget. Approxi- 
mately $1782 was received in new 
or increased pledges toward Cur- 
rent Expenses and $375 in new or 
increased pledges toward the Bene- 
volence Budget. 

The Board wishes to express its 
appreciation for this notable 
achievement to Mr. Day and to 
every one of the large committee 
of workers whose loyalty and in- 
terest made possible this result.

In order that this report of 
Church School effort may present 
a true picture of the work, it will 
be advisable to consider our suc- 
cesses and also our shortcomings. 

Early in the year (June) Child- 
ren’s Day was observed with a 
fine attendance, including friends 
-from-the Troy.-Orphan .Home....A 
well planned program was enjoyed 
in which the two groups partici- 
pated. This event was largely 
creditable to the efforts of Mrs. 
Edward Court, Mrs. Robert Mill- 
ington and Mr. and Mrs. Marinus 
Wilcox. 

Another event in June was our 
annual Sunday Sehool picnic held 
at Lake Lauderdale. Along with 
good weather and a day filled with 
activitity this event is memorable 
for the participation of many 
church folks numbering about 160. 
Committees organized through the 
Sunday School Council carried out 
the leadership responsibility and 
details of its complete financial 
suecess, exclusive of any treasury 
expenditure.

ARTHUR VINCENT ALLEN - THIS IS 


The Reverend Arthur Vincent Allen, 
who began his Baptist ministry fifty 
years ago as the pastor of the Jobstown 
(CN. J.) Community Baptist Church, 
was honored in the same church on 
Friday evening, November 9, with a 
surprise “This Is Your Life’ program. 
Mr. Allen was a student at the Crozer 
Theological Seminary, Chester, Pa., in 
1912 when he became student-pastor 
of the Jobstown Church. 


Mr. Allen was born August 7, 1890, 
in Aldenville, Pa., the son of a Baptist 
minister. His three brothers, William, 
Frederick, and Joseph, were also minis- 
ters who served Baptist churches for 
many years. Two other members of 
the family are now Baptist ministers; 
his son, William, is pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, Burlington, N. J.; 
his nephew, Earl, is pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, Reading, Pa. 


Rev. Arthur Allen attended public 
schools in Walton and Albany, N. Y., 
where his father held pastorates. He 
was graduated from the Albany Business 
College and for a time was employed 
in an Albany bank. Later, while he was 
assistant teller in a Trust Company in 
Lansdowne, Pa., he responded to God’s 
call to the ministry. He enrolled at 
Colgate Academy, and took his first 
pastorate at the Christian-Congrega- 
tional Church, Randall, N. Y. Later, 
he studied at Temple University, and 
then at Crozer Theological Seminary, 
where he was awarded the diploma in 
1915. 

It was during Mr. Allen’s first two 
years (1912-14) at Crozer that he served 
as pastor of the Jobstown Church. He 
was pastor of the Cold Spring (N. Y.) 
Baptist Church during his last year 
in seminary. 


After being ordained on March 30, 
1915, at the First Baptist Church, 
Easton, Pa., Mr. Allen began working 
for the Vermont Baptist State Conven- 
tion as State Evangelist and later as 
Chapel Car Evangelist. While working 
as State Evangelist he met Miss 
Henrietta Laughton, the daughter of a 
missionary, and they were married. 
Later, the arrival of their son, and the 
lack of the necessary provisions for a 
baby prevented them from continuing 
in the Chapel Car. The next year Mr. 
Allen served as pastor of the Main 
Street Baptist Church in Newport, Vt. 
While at Newport their daughter was 
born, and named after the Chapel Car, 
“Evangel.” In 1920 Mr. Allen began 
two years of work as the director of

Religious Education for the Detroit 
(Mich.) Baptist Union. 

The Jefferson Avenue Baptist Church 
of Detroit was just being organized in 
1922 and Mr. Allen was called to be their 
first pastor. During the next ten years 
he received into church membership 
over 1,300 members and baptized over 
800 of them! The next two years were 
spent in Springfield, Mass., before 
going to the First Baptist Church, 
Gloversville, N. Y., where he was 
pastor for 14 years. It was during this 
pastorate that his wife died. 

In 1947 Mr. Allen began what was 
to be a very short ministry at the 
Moulton Memorial Baptist Church in 
Newburgh, N. Y. He had renewed 
acquaintance with the girl he had dated 
35 years before in Jobstown; now, he 
and Miss Mabel Letts were married in 
the Jobstown Church.

We are living in the after-glow of a wonderful spiritual exper- 
ience, FIFTY YEARS ago this week I was ordained to the Gospel Min- 
istry in the Pirst Baptist Church of Easton, Pas, where my father was 
pastor. At that time I served as student pastor at Cold Spring, N.Y. 
Last Sunday Mabel and I were privileged to worship in the Easton chur- 
ch in commemoration of my ordination there. At least a dozen people 
were present whose memory spanned the fifty years. Easton church had 
licensed me to preach 4 years earlier, in 1911. It was a deeply mov- 
ing experience to stand on the exact spot where 50 YEARS previously I 
had knelt as the hands of the ordaining ministers were laid upon my 
head as my brother Joseph offered the ordaining prayer. What a joy it 
was to testify to the goodness and mercy of God Who had honored me by 
calling me into His Ministry. And the people gave us a royal welcome, 


TWENTY FIVE years later I was pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Gloversville, N. Y, and my son William was student pastor of the 
same church in Cold Spring I had previously served when ordained, It 
was thought appropriate as part of the anniversary celebration spon- 
sored by the Gloversville church that their pastor's son, who earlier 
had been licensed to preach by them, should be ordained. On MARCH Biles 
19.0, before a congregation of a thousand people, this unique service 
of double significance was held and William was set apart to the work 
of the Ministry, It was my privilege to preach his ordination sermon 
as my father had preached mine 25 years previously. 


Last night, MARCH 31, 1965, the FIRST BAPT{ST CHURCH OF BURLING- 
TON, N. J., where William will soon commence his 18th year as pastor, 
at the EXACT HOUR of his ordination TWENTY FIVE YEARS earlier, his 
church sponsored a JOLT SILVER AND GOLDEM ORDINATION ANNIVERSARY to 
honor their pastor and his father. It was a genuine surprise to both 
Of US% Though planned on short notico, under the dynamic leadership 
of Paul Conley, consecrated lay Minister of Education and Superintend- 
ent of the Sunday, who also act@d as Master of Ccremonies, a wonderful 
program was carried out before a standing room only crowd, The spec- 
ial music was heavenly. The spiritual glow of the service was contag- 
ious. Our wives were given beautiful corsages. The two preachers 
and Richard, home from Wake Forest College who also sat with us on the 
platform, were beautified by Carnation boutonnieres. The entire ser- 
vice was recorded, Testimonial letters from individuals, church organ- 
izations, Associations, State Conventions, and officials of the Amer-~ 
ican Baptist Convention were read by different members of the Burling- 
ton church, thonfiled in a Memory Book to be completed with pictures 
taken throughout the ceremonies; duplicate books to be given us as me- 
mentocs of the historic event. During the program we were called to 
the phone to receive congratulations from Timmy, attending Ottéwa 
University in Ottawa, Kansas. Following the recognition of a del- 
egation from the Jobstown church, where I now serve as a deacon, and 
prayer by the Jobstown pastor, the people were invitcd to the Social 
Hall for the Reception and refreshments. 


The spacious dining hall was beautifully and appropriately deco- 
rated. In the center of the head table was a large elaborately de- 
Signed and decorated ANNIVERSARY CAKE, truly a work of ART and worthy 
of special description. It was in two tiers, cach ticr of three 
layers, all covered with white frosting then overlaid in beautiful and 
symbolie design by aqua frosting. On the side of the lower ticr was 
my name, Rev. Arthur V. Allen. The cake had 25 white frosting rose

buds as an edging. Those oncthe lower tier had GOLD leaves, Alter- 
nating with the rose buds were little crosses made with GOLD candy 
pellets, The lower part of the cake measured 16 inchessand four 
inehes high, 


The upper tier of the cake, representing only half as many Years, 
was 10 inches across, Inscribed around it was "Rev. William R. Allen‘ 
The leaves of his rose buds were SILVER. The cake was topped by a 
candy BIBLE, on which there was a CROSS made of SILVER candy pellets, 
The cake was delicious, every part of it edible. (Incidentally, a 
part of my portion of the cake was sent to Evangel and her family, and 
pieces taken to the eldest members of the Jacobstown and Chesterfield 
churches, and pieces given to the Jobstown people who attended the 
celebration.) 


As I was asked to cut my part of the cake, Mabel was asked to 
light the golden candles in front of her. When Bill cut his part, 
Leah lighted the silver candles on their side of the table. Both Bill 
and I were presented with beautiful gold cuff links, 


All the tables were set with silver and gold candlos.,The ladies 
served the refreshments, ico cream and delicious home made cake with 
tea or coffec, Two blessing wore offered by two of the visiting 
ministers present, On display wore pictures of our scparate but 
often overlapping ministrics; printed programs of our ordinations; 
pictures of the churches where wo were ordained, with newspaper clip- 
pings of these events. (Our wives cooperated with the committee 
planning the big surprise.) It would be difficult to think of any 
thing that would have made the occasion more impressive or complete. 
Bill's wonderful Burlington church went “all out" to pay tribute to 
their pastor ond his old Dad. I am grateful to my Heavenly Father 
for permitting me to share in this coronation service in my JUBILEE 
Year. (Incidentally, again, a, Citation recently awarded Bill by 
Eastern Baptist Seminary for his outstanding ministry, was read by Mr. 
Conlgy during the formal part of the service, and tho framed citation 
shown to the people.) 


At the conelusion of this memorable evening, from the Reeeiving 
Line many gracious and congratulatory words were spoken, i trust the 
Christian Ministry was exalted, and that the Holy Spirit may have im. 
pressed some of the young pcople present to consider using their God 
given talents as a Missionary or o Minister. From the vantage point 
of fifty years in the Christian Ministry I testify it is a rowarding 
life, a life of few regrets as the cvening shadows fall.

Dear David: Your welcome letter came a few days ago and I should 
have answered it immediately but have been busy trying to get one 
of our apartments ready for new tenants. 


We certainly will be delighted to have you make a stop over at Jobs- 
town and be privileged to meet your family. If only one of our 
apartments should be vacant we would be able to provide the hospi- 
tality we wish we could provide. However the very name of our 
domicile indicates we are not living in a luxury motel or any sen- 
blance thereto. it will be more like your visiting poor country 
cousins whom the Great Society would classify as living on the border- 
line of Poverty. However, we usually try to avoid taking to the 
over-crowded highways on Labor Day week-end so I assume we shall be 
at home and we certainly shall be glad to see you, 


The main house on our dwindling "estate" has been made over into 
three apartments which we rent to army or air-force people, for Jobs- 
town is only 5 miles from these bases, McGuire AFB and Fort Dix. 
Then I transformed what was originally a two car garage into "Shak- 
inbak" which is really a comfortable home with most of the modern 
conveniences. The rent received gives us some extra money to 
handle each month but I have my doubts that in the long pull it is 
a very profitable occupation to be a landlord. 


I believe aunt Elizabeth, my brother Will's widow, has died since 

I last wrote you, and and a couple of brother Joe's grand daughters 
(Karen and Bobby Jo Nyce of Carmel, N. Y.) have gotten married. 

You probably have seen the picture on the back page of the last 
issue of "Crusader" noting the 50th and 25th anniversary of my ordi- 

nation and Bill's. His picture and Leah's should bring no disgrace 
to our family but for the one showing my chattering teeth and hold- 
ing hands with my presumably blind wife would be just cause for 
suing the persons responsible for sending that picture to Crtisader, 


We hope your plans work out happily for the summer and shall anti- 
cipate greeting you in Jobstown. Assuming you would be coming from 
N.Y.City on the N. J. Turnpike you would leave {t at Exit 7 (Borden- 
town} and drive South on 206 to the first traffic light, where you 
should turn left.

The presider then asked for correspondence and started off by clearing his 
throat and saying, "In my long experience with this group, I have never had .any 
reason to question any such announcements but it does seem just a little odd, to 
say the least, for me to have had four separate announcements of the birth of a 
great, great grand daughter with the same identical name, Hannah Rose Amoss. I 
therefore suggest that we ask each great, great grandparent to delineate to the 
group the family history leading up to this infant, Hannah Rose Amoss, and I 
further suggest that we follow an alphabetical sequence, using first names, so 
that we will begin with Hamilton James Amoss. May I further suggest that in the 
interest of getting out of here at a reasonable hour, that these explanations 
only include factual, genealogical data as far as possible.

Of course 
our ancestry is the same but I was married to Margaret Elva Benson and secondly 
to Mary Isidora Benson by whom I had a son, David Hanway Amoss, 9/30/1905 ~ 
12/8/1949. David Hanway Amoss married Rose Famous and they had a daughter, Alva 
Mary Amoss, 8/26/1937. Alva Mary is the mother of William David Amoss who is the 
father of Hannah Rose Amoss bom 12/18/1983, so it seems that this same little 
Hannah Rose is my great, great grand daughter as well." All those present again 
nodded their heads in agreement with this lineage so the moderator called on 
Mary Ellen Watson to present her data. 

"I am Mary Ellen Watson, 3/1/1868 - 6/14/1949. My father was William Thomas 
Watson, 11/28/1838 - 10/10/1895, and my mother was Elizabeth Taylor Amos, 8/31/1838 - 
12/2/1912. The father of Elizabeth Taylor Amos was Oliver Hough Amos, 9/18/1801 - 
4/9/1864, and his father was James Amos, 1/31/1764 - 10/30/1845, and you all remem- 
ber that he was a son of William Amos II who was the founder of our Little Falls 
Meeting, and so much for my ancestors. I had two sons, Edwin Watson Harlan and 
John Maurice Harlan, 9/16/1899 - 3/20/1982. My son Maurice married Margaret 
Bennett and they had four children, one of whom, Elizabeth Bennett Harlan, 
11/18/1931, married George Nelson Breidenbaugh, 10/30/1933. They are the parents 
of four children and their daughter Mary, as mentioned by the first two speakers, 
married William David Amoss so that their daughter, Hannah Rose, is surely my 
great, great grand daughter as well."' Again all present nodded in agreement and 
some wonderment that one little girl could claim a lineage back to William Amos II 


in three separate lineages.

The author of the fourth letter was introduced to the group as William 
Amos Harlan who then presented to the group his genealogical data. 

"IT am William Amos Harlan, 9/23/1857 - 7/17/1944, and my father was John 
Lewis Harlan, 2/27/1820 - 5/30/1871, who married Elizabeth Atkinson and they 
had two other sons, Calvin S. and David A. Harlan. My grandfather was John 
Harlan, 11/20/1777 - 4/16/1821, who married Hannah Amos, 5/21/1777 - 5/5/1834. 

She was the daughter of William Amos III, 8/20/1750 - 1/11/1833, and Susannah 
Howard, 7/1/1756 - 1/28/1795. So, you see, I go back to William Amos II also 
through his son’ William Amos III. Then it just so happened that I’ married 

Mary Ellen Watson and her children, Edwin Watson and John Maurice, are also my 
children and so I become the great, great grandfather of that same little girl, 
Hannah Rose Amoss. This, it seems to me, makes her a descendant from our common 
ancestor, William Amos II, in four — and this, to say the least, is 
rather remarkable." And for the fourth time that evening, all those present 
nodded their heads in agreement. 

I would hope that the reader might recognize that the long, one story 
stone building that housed the group meeting of the Descendants of William Amos II 
Genealogical Society was a replica of the present Little Falls Meeting House and 
was located in a little corner of Heaven. Most of the aforementioned had attended 
that Meeting in their life time although, of course, some had worshipped in one of 
the two meeting houses preceding the present one built in 1843. It was surely 
fitting that such a building would again house the descendants of William Amos II 
since he was the founder of that body of the Society of Friends. 

I should add, parenthetically, that the author of the above is happy to claim 
membership in the list of descendants of William Amos II. His mother was a sister 
of the Mary Ellen Watson who was one of the four great, great grandparents listed. 
She was Annie Jean Watson who married Dr. Herbert Hoopes so that the author is a 


first cousin of John Maurice Harlan who is the great grandfather of Hannah Rose Amoss.

Cato in 9 years; Yellow Shins in 12 years; Joe in 15 years; Ned in 20 
years; and Elmina in 16 years. 

4. 1793, Dr. John Archer of Medical Hall, freed three of his Negroes 
the same year as Executor of Moses Ruth’s Estate, made provision

5. 1799, Capt. Roger Boyce of Havre de Grace, freed Negro Jack. 

6. 1800, Benjamin Rumsey of Joppa, freed Negro Santee and Mulatto 
Bridget. 

Manumission by Enlistment 

In 1863, for the first time during the Civil War, provision was made for 
the recruitment of negro troops. Both bond and free Negroes, between 
the ages of 18 and 45, were to be recruited. Free Blacks were to receive a 
bounty of $300 from the state and slaves were to get $100 for enlisting. 
The master of slaves was to receive $100 from the state, and if loyal, an 
additional bounty of $300 from the United States. The files of the 
Archives show that 43 slaves enlisted from Harford County. Most of 
these were from owners who lived in Upper Harford. The large land 
owners of Lower Harford, on whose land most slaves were concentrated, 
resisted having their slaves enroll in the Union Army because of their 
strong sympathy for the Southern cause. 


The following Negro slaves of Harford County were manumitted by 
enlisting in a Regiment of Colored Troops of the Union Army.

Dear Howard, 


| have finished your tremendous book, We Had a Dream, and | want to let you know a few of the things that have come to my 
mind. 


While you were writing this book, you had to way of knowing that you have a fourth cousin in Minneapolis who is married to a 
black Methodist minister. Her name is Lisa McNair, and she is descended from the large lowa Nemitz family that was 
founded by Ernst Nemitz, a brother of my grandfather, Wilhelm Nemitz, and of your great-great-grandmother, Johanna Nemitz 
Tomke. 


| have met Lisa only once. She and her two children attended one of the dinners during the visit of our four relatives from 
Germany last year. Her husband, the Rev. Christopher McNair, wasn't able to come, because of church responsibilities, so | 
haven't met him. There were twenty at the dinner, so | was able to have only a limited conversation with Lisa. However, | had 
learned about this interracial marriage in conversations with Lisa's mother, whom | only got to know last year. 


Like your family, the lowa Nemitzes are Missouri Synod Lutherans living in a mostly German rural area. Lisa's parents had 
moved to Minnesota, and when she went to college, she found many of her religious and social attitudes changing. | haven't 
had time to talk in depth with her mother about Lisa's experiences, but | assume she and her husband have had some 
uncomfortable times. | know her entire family will be greatly interested in your book. 


It's something of a coincidence that some of my wife Elizabeth's ancestors lived in Harford County, Maryland, in the 
eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries. In my genealogical search for family roots we made many trips to Harford County 
and were fortunately able to meet some of Elizabeth's distant relatives. One Sunday moming when we attended the Quaker 
Meeting in Fallston, one of the members said to Elizabeth, "If you're descended from the Amos family, you're related to 
almost everyone in this room." 


A story was passed down in the family that when Elizabeth's great-great-grandmother, Sarah Amos, married Harry Gilbert, her 
father gave her a slave as a wedding present. Sarah was so horrified with the idea of owning another person that she freed the 
slave. Harry and Sarah lived for a while in Baltimore, but by 1830 they had moved to Uniontown in western Pennsylvania. 


Elizabeth was fascinated by that story, and she decided to make it into a book for junior and senior high young people. It's 
called, And What of You, Josephine Charlotte? It was published by Atheneum in 1972. Of course, it's out of print now, but | 
think your children would love it, if they could get a copy on interlibrary loan from the Harford County Library in Bel Air. 


| had one experience that helps me identify a little with some of the characters and events in your book. Soon after | came to 
my position as executive director of the Greater Minneapolis Council of Churches in 1951, | was invited by a black minister— 
one of our board members-—to join the black ministers‘ group called the Interdenominational Ministerial Alliance. | was an 
active member of that group all through my years with the council. 


Then came the dark days of the sixties and seventies, when some of the younger Afro-Americans decided they wanted to do 
their thing alone, instead of in cooperation with whites. | still continued my relationship with the Ministerial Alliance, and they 
graciously accepted me right up to my retirement in 1979. But when my successor arrived, they let it be known that he and a 
couple of other white ministers who were members of the Alliance were no longer welcome. My successor did his best to 
maintain good relations with the black community and churches, but there was this new sense of alienation from many of the 
black ministers. | don't know what the situation is now, because | have been out of touch for twenty years. As your book 
points out, the black and white division just doesn't go away. 


Well, these are a few of the thoughts that come to my mind after reading We Had a Dream. | am proud to be a relative of the 


author, and | hope it results in a great deal of serious thinking on the part of all who read it. Thank you for dedicating so much 
oof your time and devotion to this successful project.

Rank As County’s Firsts

ee, native sons of Harford, when it was . 
still a part of Baltimore County, were the first 


graduates of their ceapective medical_col- 
leges: Dr lohn Archer 1810) of 
Charchville; and Dr. Corbin Amos (1784- 
4866) of Fallston. Doctor Archer received his 
medical degree from the School of Medicine 
of the College of Philadelphia (later the Uni- 
versity of Pa.) in 1768 in a class of ten, and is 
said to have been the first graduate of medi- 
cine in the United States, since diplomas 
were awarded in alphabetical order. 
received his M.D. degree 
from the.College of Medicine, University of 
Maryland in Baltimore in 1812, in a class of 
five, whose diplomas were also awarded in 
alphabetical order. ' 
Much has been written from time to time 
about the noted physician and statesman, 
Dr, John Archer, who lived and pratticed 
medicine at Medical Hall near Churchville, 
was a signer of Bush Declaration, March, 
1775; a member of Congress 1800-1804, one 
of the Founders of the Medical and Chirurgi- 
_ cal Faculty of Md. and the father of five phy-

Dear Mr Witheridge: 


Mr Querrie has asked me to answer your letter of 5 October about your 
wife's Amos ancestors, 


There are no documentary archives of the school (boys and masters), 
a quite different body from the College of Provost and Fellows whose 
archives I keep. 


Before 1791 there weren't even any printed lists, surnames only, of 
the boys in school order. The only information about Etonians before 
that date has been published by long-dead antiquaries; their compila- 
tions, from all available sources, have to annex “Doubtless in the 
gamut to "Possibly" to names when there was a christian name or date 
or something else to bite on; there are many unadorned surnames which 
neither man could do anything with - taken from old unofficial hand- 
written lists, names carved on window-shutters, what you will ... 


The only exceptions are the scholars on the foundation, becsuse they 
are by statute part of the College, [The school began with twenty-five, 
seventy within a few years, poor scholars, as an appendage to Henry VI's 
collegiate church with préest-fellows and clerks and choristers to serve 
it, and a short-lived almshouse for bedesmen, It's because the school 
was tacked on to the College proper that it hes never made or kept its 
own distinct archives, ] 


That said to try and explain the paradox, I'm sorry to disappoint you, 
But I find no Amos or varient (save one Amys or Amyce, scholar, later 
fellow of the sister college at Cambridge: King's, dated here 1560~68,)

[I am perpetually being asked about 
untraceable ancestors, by Australians particularly: it always turns out 

to be an oral family tradition, innocently started a generation or more 
ago, with no-one presuming to check from the published source, |

HISTORIC POINTS OF INTEREST 


® Davidge Hall, at the northeast comer of 
Lombard and Greene, was built in 1812, as 
designed by Robert Carey Long, Sr., who 
used the Pantheon-in Rome for his model. 
The building was the first constructed for the 
University of Maryland which began in 
Baltimore as a private medical school. 
Davidge Hall is the oldest building in the 
nation used continuously for medical 
education. 


‘® Westminster Church and graveyard, at 
ihe southeast corner of Fayette and Greene, 
is an interesting example of a mid-19th 
century, small parish, English Gothic style 
church. The church and accompanying 
Parish House were built in the 1850s. Beneath 
the sanctuary lie the catacomb graves of the 
churchyard cemetery which dates back to 
1792. Buried there are several Revolutionary 
War officers, five Mayors of Baltimore and 
prominent churchmen and merchants. Just 
inside the main entrance to the exterior 
cemetery is the grave of the most famous 
occupant, Edgar Allan Poe. 


® Pascault Row, eight rowhouses on the 
south side of the 600 block of West Lexington 
Street, was built on the southern boundary of 
the Louis Pascault estate in 1819. The houses 
represent a transifional style of blending 
elements of the Federal and Greek Revival 
periods. Pascault Row stands as Baltimore's 
only intact rowhouse group from the 
architectural period. The first resident was 
General Columbus O'Donnell, the husband 
of Mr. Pascault’s daughter, Eleanor. 
O'Donnell was president of the Baltimore Gas 
Light Company, president of the First 


Maryland, director of the B & O and 
president of the Baltimore Water Company. 


W® The Lombard Building, location of the 
campus bookstore at 511 West Lombard 
Street, is a six story, cast iron ornamented 
structure that was built in 1892 for a casket 
manufacturing company. The UMAB 
renovation of the Lombard Building received 
a Baltimore Heritage Preservation award. 


°@ Ronald McDonald House, at the 
southwest corner of Lexington and Arch and 
adjoining Pascault Row, will provide free or 
moderately priced housing and home-like 
services for families of children undergoing 
treatment for life-threatening illnesses. It is 
the first and only facility of its kind in 
Baltimore to be built, owned and operated by 
a non-profit corporation (H.O.S.S.) organized 
expressly for the purpose.

A HISTORY OF ESSEX 


Water was supplied by the Herts. and Essex Water- 
works Co. in 1912.23 There is no sewerage system.24 
Electricity was laid on in part of the village in 1950.25 
A sports ground is used by the football club.26 

High Laver has always been a rural parish devoted 
almost exclusively to agriculture. The owners of the 
capital manor never lived in the parish after the first 
decade of the 16th century.?7, The owners of Otes 
lived in the parish during most of the period 1614— 
1767.28 They were not resident from 1767 until 
shortly before 1841.29 For a few years after 1841 they 
did live in the parish but ceased to do so before 1863 
and were never resident again.3° 

In 1848 the parish consisted of 1,894 acres.3! 
William St. Quintin owned 475 acres but farmed 
none of it himself. George Starkins Wallis owned, but 
did not occupy, High Laver Farm (340 acres).3? John 
and Thomas Inkersole owned 223 acres of which 
Thomas farmed 74 acres.33 There were two other 
substantial farms in the parish: Holts Farm (118 acres) 
and Tilegate Farm (100 acres). The respective 
owners, Joseph Davies and J. M. Gilbertson, did not 
occupy them.34 ‘There were five other farms of over 
40 acres,35 

High Laver has always been a parish of mixed farm- 
ing with a heavy predominance of arable. In 1086 
there were 10} ploughs in the manor of High Laver; 
there was woodland for 200 swine and 37% acres of 
meadow.36 In 1847 there were estimated to be 1,428 
acres of arable, 368 acres of pasture, and 12 acres of 
woodland.37 

In the 17th and 18th centuries Otes manor house, 
the residence of the Mashams, was a large and well- 
known dwelling which must have employed a con- 
siderable amount of domestic Iabour. In 1691 John 
Locke the philosopher (163 2-1704) went to live there 
as a paying guest of Sir Francis Masham and his wife 
Damaris, who had been Locke’s friend for some years.38 
He paid £1 a week for himself and his manservant and 
Is. a week for his horse.39 He was given two of the 
best rooms in the house and he remained until his 
death.4° While he lived there Otes was ‘one of the 
really important addresses in the world of European 
letters’41 Locke assembled there a library of nearly 
4,000 volumes.42 He also had ‘his desk and his specially 
constructed chair,-his meteorological instruments set 
up “in the Drawing Room”, his telescope, his botanical 
specimens, and a great porous stone through which all 
the water he drank—and he drank nothing else—had 
to be carefully filtered’.3 

From 1723 Otes was occupied by Samuel, rst Baron 
Masham, and his wife Abigail who from 1707 until

1714 had been Queen Anne’s friend and one of the 
most powerful persons in the country.#4 Abigail died 
im 1734.45 
It is not possible to distinguish with certainty be- 
tween High Laver and Little Laver in 
MANORS Domesday but it is probable that before 
the Conquest Lewin held a manor in High 
Laver worth £16.46 Alwin held ‘another part of that 
manor as a manor but Ingelric added it to his own 
manor’ in another parish.47 In 1086 High Laver was 
probably held in demesne by Eustace, Count of 
Boulogne, and valued at £20.48 Eustace’s heir was his 
daughter Maud, wife of King Stephen. William, Count 
of Boulogne, son of Stephen and Mand, apparently 
granted the manor in free alms to the Benedictine 
abbey of § St. Sulpice in Brittany.49 This grant must 
have been made by 1159, when William died, but it 
was ignored until shortly after 1 234.5° After the death 
of William the honor of Boulogne passed to the king, 
who held the manor of HIGH LAVER in demesne 
until 1184 or 1185 and from that time until 1237 as 
immediate overlord of the Alchers.s! Between 1234. 
of St. Sulpice, claimed the

after which the parties came to an agreement.53 In 
1237 Richard fitz Alcher acknowledged the manor to 
be the right of St. Sulpice which was to hold it in chief 


as t fee.st The abbess, Amice, then granted the estate 
to Richard fitz Alcher and his heirs to hold of the abbey 
as } fee and at an annual rent of £10.55 In 1259 St. 
Sulpice transferred its tights in the manor to Waltham 
Abbey.56 After 1267 Henry fitz Alcher, then lord of 
the manor, refused to admit that Waltham had any 
rights in the estate.8?7 In 1275 a jury declared that he 
held the manor as tenant of the abbey.58 Afterwards, 
at the command of the king’s justices, Henry did 
homage to the abbot and paid his arrears of rent. 
Henry fitz Alcher died in 1303 holding the manor of 
Waltham abbey. It is not clear how much longer the 
abbey retained the tenancy in chief. In 1475 the 
manor was held of Anne, widow of Humphrey Stafford, 
Duke of Buckingham (d. 1460).5 In 1485 it was held 
of Jasper, Duke of Bedford ‘(d. 1495), and his wife 
Katherine, whose first husband had been Henry 
Stafford, Duke of Buckingham (d. 1483). The 
manor was still held of Jasper and his wife in 14.93.93 
By 1510 the Crown received £10 a year from the 
manor, and this rent was paid until after 1559.55 
In 1584 the manor was held of Robert, 3rd Baron 
Rich, ata rent of 8¢.a year.66

Because the Library of Congress cannot undertake to satisfy all reference 
requests, inquiries from Members of Congress receive first consideration, 
service to Government agencies comes next, and reference work for other 
inquirers is provided insofar as the Library finds it possible to do so. With 
respect to this last category of reference requests, the following general rules 
apply: 

Inquiries which presumably can be satisfied by town, county, or State 
library resources are ordinarily answered with the suggestion that these 
libraries be consulted. However, when a correspondent has utilized his 
local and regional resources and still requires aid, the Library will, 90 far 
as the pressure of public business permits, provide reference service not 
otherwise available to the inquirer, except that: 


1. Inquiries which would require the Library to withdraw from Con- 
gressional or governmental work an excessive amount of manpower are 
declined. 

2. Requests from individuals for the compilation of bibliographies, or 
for information connected with schoo] assignments, debates, graduate 
theses, other academic exercises, and contests are declined. 


8. Requests for research in heraldry or family history are declined. 


4. Inquirers requesting official publications of the U. S. Government 
are referred to the Superintendent of Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 20402. Price lists of available publi- 
cations in specific fields are sent free upon request to that office.

WILLIAM ELLIOTT AMIES was aged 22, schoolmaster of Taplow, Bucks, 
and his father was given as GEORGE AMIES, Master of Smallburgh Union. 

I did not know what this wae at the time, but later found it was the Workhouse, 
Memories of Charles Dickens came flooding in, and for a time my imagina- 
tion ran riot, What sort of Workhouse Master was he?

Dear Elizabeth and David: 


We were most happy to receive your good letter and all the good things that you 
sent along with it. It is really a thrill to get a package like that in genealogy. 
We can see that you folks do about the same as we in working and recording the 
genealogy. Ruth has many scraps of material, notes etc., but she does not type 
and she does not have them all organized. I have tried to keep things organized 

a bit but I could never do such a grand job as you folks have done with the 
referencing. We have had to use just the general reference, but I can see that 
your arrangement gives a perfect opportunity to find the exact item that you 
want. It is certainly a credit to your organizational abilities. 


We too have made a number of trips back into Maryland, and we always find something 
new. We enjoy to folks back there, especially if we can find one who will talk 
genealogy. We visited with one lady and her sister several years ago who had been 
married to an Amos. She said that she did not know anything to pass on, for when 
her husband was alive, that was all he talked about and she had heard so much of 
it that she had shut her ears to it. Now she lived in regret for she would have 
loved to have been able to pass on some items of family history. But people are 
like that!We noted that you had visited with Laura Amos Bull. We did not get to 
see her. We would like to have her address if you would be so kind, and we will 
try to establish correspondence with her, then try to see her if we can make 
another trip to Maryland. 


Thank you for the information about the book "And What of You, Josephine Charlotte”. 
I had not thought to try to get our book store here to try to order it. Guess I 
just expected you to have some copies stacked up, which authors usually seem to do. 


Thank you for the information on the quilt that has been passed on down the chain, 
It is wonderful to have something like that. I have one that my Mother had made 
about the turn of the century that was passed to us from my Grandmother. Our 
daughter has already spoken for it when it comes time for the next turn to own it. 
We were most delighted to see the silver spoons that Ruth McQuillan has, with the 
large old style “A" engraved in each flat on the handle part. She has been quite 
excited about genealogy and we have had several good visits, we are only about 
100 miles apart here. 


The answering of your good letter has been delayed somewhat, for I had to get some 
copies of materials made, and also the Christmas card preparation period had taken 
it's time. We send out quite a large number of them to our many relatives and 
friends and in return we hear from many about the things they have been doing 
during the whole year, and know how they have been faring, healthwise. That is 

our main Christmas. But this year, we wont be having our usual Christmas dinner 
with Ruth's family for they have nearly all left us. She has one brother yet 

but he is alone. Our daughter and our son are too far away to be with so we will 
take our motor home and go over to Gila Bend, AZ., to have Christmas with some 
New Hampshire White cousins who winter there to keep out of the deep snow at 

home. We will enjoy that for they have a big outdoor chicken barbeque, and there 
are usually 35 to 40 people there, some not relatives though. 


Now I will try to get to the genealogy. 


There has been for some time several questions on the early Amos family, as to 
the Wife of William/1 and the wives of James and Joshua. These have been the 
subject of some study and I think we can now say that we have a reasonable basis 
for certainty on them. In the dark material enclosed, which is copied from 
photostats of the material copied from the St. George's register, we find that 
on page marked 62, Hannah McComas, the daughter of William and Hennah McComas 
was born the 6th day of April, 1723. There has been a question as to whether 
she was the wife of William /1, but we find the age would be against that, and 
we are sure that recording her as the wife of William/2, lst wife, is correct. 
This leaves Ann Mauldin in first place as the wife of William/1, and we wish 
that we could find something to verify that also. 


Now as to the Joshua/James - Martha Bradford/Elizabeth Stileve proposition. We 
find in the lighter copy from the Maryland Hall of Records, That the name Josa 
is recorded before the name of the Amos who married Martha Bradford. Now look at 
page 202 in the dark material and you will find it had been copied as Jos. We 
are sure that this had been misread as Jas, in the St. George's register. 


Now look to page 199 in the dark material, and you will find Jno (John) Amos 

and Elizabeth Stileve were married 17Sep1749. And this presents a puzzle that 
has not yet been resolved. Theres is a John Amos who apparently has not been 
picked up as a part of this family of William/1. We have asked Maurine Schmitz 
about this, but as yet she has not given us her thoughts on it..There is a court 
record, Aug 1780 where the court appointed John Amoss guardian of Elijah Amoss, 
orphan of Benjamin. (Benjamin/2 of William/1, died in 1775, and we feel that 
this John was his brother) Anyhow, there seems to be a John that has to be 
accounted for and we have put him on the bottom of the FGS with question marks. 
The more I study these parish records, the more seems to come out of them and 
now I have the call numbers for the film and will try to get it at the local 
LDS library here after the first of the year. I want to go over it closely and 
see if I cannot find that elusive John as being born. If we can find that, we 
can easily settle }n which family he belongs. I am of the opinion that the 
abbreviation has again, in this case, been misread. Maurine says she thinks that 
these problems are all in the eye of the beholder, making out of it what they 
want it to be. I hope to be able to do better than that when I view the film. 
This will probably create as many questions as it answers. 


Now on your James/2 Amos and Hannah Clark. I have several items here for you. 5 
I think possibly that some may be items Maurine has obtained after giving you : 
information. We got the will of Robert Clarke and found that Hannah was in it. \ 
She died 1774+ for she signed a transfer of property 10Nov1774, a transfer of .. a> 


92 acres of property, Fox Hills, to Benjamin Amos, son of James Jxv James Will 
was made 3Apr1797 and probated 10Apr1805, Wills C, Liber A.J., Harford Co. 
Folio 131. And with Martha Bradford showing married to Joshua, she should be 
eliminated from this family. 


There may be some other small items, and as I strike them, I'll try to relay them 
to you with what we have. We noted some new references in your material and also 
some researchers whom we had not heard of before. We cannot promise that we will 
be able to stop next year when we make out trip to Wisconsin. It all will depend 
on how well Ruth can travel and stand the trip. We always take our genealogy 
material along, and stop with Maurine, takes a couple of days there to match up 
what we have each found since we last compared. Of course we keep in touch by 
letter too. 


We note that you folks are about in our age range also, and enjoying your retirement 
too we hope. We try to keep out of things because Ruth does not hear, has two 
hearing aids but they do not help very much. So we stick together and help eachother. 


That was most interesting about your sister and her husband, Lois and James F. 
Mark, Jx., living in our town. I looked up the address on the map and found 
their location. They live in a mobile park called Panorama Cove and I called 
there to see if I could get their telephone number, but I was told they did 
not yet have one installed. We will keep this in mind and contact them when we 
find they do have a telephone. 


This is quite a nice community, about 26,000 population and growing fast like 
everything here in Southern California. When we came up here from San Diego 

ten years ago it was at 16,000. This used to be the apricot capital and many 
tons of apricots were shipped out of here in the early days. They also had 
English Walnuts. I say had, for the apricots and the walnuts are about all gone. 
There is still some citrus grown to the east where the hills start. We are on 

a level area, like an old lake bottom and the agriculture hem had been great 
but the land is fast going to the builders. This town is number two in the nation 
for the number of banks and savings and loans per capita. Seems like there is 
one on every corner. Our weather is good here, but we do get some frosts. The 
snow stays up on the mountains, one to the east, between us and Palm Springs, 

is 10,600 feet and the one to the north is 11,800 feet in elevation. They both 
have snow caps already and they will stay until the middle of next June. We 
have had snow come down to 2500 feet which is getting close here, we are at 
1600 feet. 


As for us, we live in a mobile park too, or rather a mobile subdivision of the 
city. We have city streets and all the services. Our area contains 1474 lots 
with mobiles. We have a home owners association here and we own the four big 
club houses, with all the facilities. Everyone here owns their own lot and we 
pay taxes, just as a regular residence, except for the mobile part, which is 
at a much lower tax than a house would be. I better stop before you get the 
idea that I belong to the Chamber of Commerce. 


As you can see, we enjoy our genealogy. It is a nice clean work, and one we can 
do at home. Also we can set it down and it wont go away, but we do have to take 
a little time to renew our acquaintance with it when we do that. We can see 
that you folks enjoy it also, and we will be most happy to hear from you again 
and keep in touch on a mutual subject, the Amos family!

William/1 was not a Quaker, he belonged to the Church of England. His son 
William/2 was a Quaker and was instrumental in the erection of the Fallston 


Meeting House. 


William first purchased land in Baltimore Co. MD., on 3Marl715, from Henry 
Wright of Prince George Co. MD., for 30 pounds, money of Great Britian. On 
12Mar1728 two warrants were issued to William/1 Amos of Baltimore Co. MD., 

200 Acres of Joshua's Forest on Deep Branch which descends into Deep Creek, 
and 400 acres of Brantnor's Ridge at the head of the Branch that descends into 
Winter's Run. 


William and Ann Amos were members and attended the Church of England, and their 
recordsbf family are found in the register of St.John's and St. George's Parish, 
of Harford Co. MD. It is not known if they came directly from England or lived 
somewhere else first. William/1 Amos died in 1759 possessing more than 1300 
acres of land in Baltimore Co. His will was written 24Sep1757 and proved 
10Mar1759. 


There were 7 children records for William/1 and Ann Amos, It is possible that 
there was an eigth. We find a Johm Amos who married Elizabeth Stileve ( Stiles) 
according to the St. George Parish Register. We have not yet found his birth. 
We do not have much to go on to tie this John into this family, but we cannot 
tie him into any other family either. His age makes him appear to belong to the 
William/1 family.

HE WAS BORN in 1806 in a 
little Indian community on the 
wooded shore of Mashpee Lake 
on Cape Cod. Blind from early 
childhood, he memorized complete 
chapters from the Bible, which 
his mother read to him, and soon 
began to conduet services in 
neighboring homes.

Baptist movement gained a foot-

my role as executive coordinator of the annual Ministers Convocation durtng these 
two decades. 


My last act for the Convocation is to inform you of the thrilling plans 
for this year. if you were one of the large group who shared in the last one 
with Robert Raines, Howard Clinebell, and Gordon Roberts on the theme "Under- 
standing and Ministering to the New Mentality," you will expect still another 
great one. The committee, under the chairmanship of President Vineent Coletta, 
has worked conscientiously with the participating schools and denominational 
untts to meet that expectation.

One of the added experiences planned is a dramatic celebration of the 
theme prepared by Dean F, Thomas Trotter.

On April 21, at 9:00 a.m., The Development Advisory 
Commission will be holding a hearing on a proposed plan for the 
18 commercial acres, once a part of Mt. Soma, and directly 
adjacent to it. The developer's plan calls for 192 housing units, 3 
Story,12 housing units per block: a book Store; travel agency; 
card shop; convenience store: pharmacy; a 4 story 5000 sq. foot 
community building and a restaurant. This dense development is 
inappropriate for the following reasons. 


- It is adjacent toa county owned historic property, deeded to 
William Amos in 1715, a noted agrarian Quaker. 

¢ Mt. Soma was purchased by Harford County as a scenic 
gateway to Bel Air and a recreation area. 

- The proposed plan calls for a 25 foot setback line running 
along the boundary of Mt. Soma, with no apparent screening. 

» The new 60 foot road (Old Joppa Rd) though the development, 
ends abruptly at Mt. Soma’s borders without a cul-de-sac, 
leading one to believe that this 60 ft. road will continue through 
Mt. Soma. There is a notation on the plan which further 
indicates this possibility.

+ Route 1, at the point of intersection with the developer’s 
planned 60 foot road, is already dangerous due to poor 
visibility. The proposed density would make this intersecti ; a 
nightmare. 

¢ There are wetlands, a stream, and steep slopes all of wh’ 1 
drain into the Bel Air’s waterworks and Winter's Run. 

¢ Paving runoff for 192 housing units and commercial fa eS 
would also empty into Winter’s Run. 

« Any continuance of the developer’s 60 ft. road (Old Joppa Rd.) 
though County owned Mt. Soma, could possibly mean the loss 
of-Mt. Soma’s-buildings anda negation of the purpose for 
which it was acquired by the County.

Mt. Soma, part of an original 600 acre tract called Clarkson's Purchased 
deeded to William Amos in 1715, stands as a symbol of Harford County's successful 
Quaker agrarian origins. Today its ruins rest majestically above the rolling hills 
that form a scenic entrance to Bel Air, the county seat. The Harford County 
government, recognizing its significance, purchased the property, adding 68 acres 
to a bucolic greenway formed by Heavenly Waters and the Equestrian Center. 


Until 1918, Mt. Soma was owned by members of the Amos family, each 
contributing to the stewardship of the land and the stature of the house. William 
Amos I (1690 - 1759), enlarged his holdings in the Winters Run valley and passed 
them by will to his son William Il, who helped establish the Little Falls Friends 
Meeting in Fallston. : . aid watd 


James Amos, William’s son, married Hannah Lee, daughter of David Lee, 

Sounder of Jerusalem Mill. A succession of Amos family members continued to farm 
the property and in 1905, William Lee Amos I, born at Mt. Soma, and educated at 
Oakland School in Fallston and Burnett Business College in Baltimore, took over 
professional management of the Jarming operation. He organized Institutes of 
Agriculture in all Maryland counties and organized the 1903 Maryland Agricultural 
Exhibition for the Louisiana Purchase Exposition and, in 1904, the Maryland State 
exhibhit at the St. Louis World Fair.

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County and was the principal factor in the building of the Parkersburg High 
School stadium. Around the turn of the century he began distributing the 
Thompson Flyer, an early automobile, and later Franklin cars. In 1909 he as- 
sumed the Ford dealership in Parkersburg. He helped popularize that car and 
saw it through all its many mutations, through post-World War Il models. 
He died on July 2, 1949. His wife was Gaynell (Davis) Dils, daughter of 
HH. and Laura (Fritz) Davis. 

Sherman Dils, Jr., also attended Parkersburg High School. In addition, he 
went to Kentucky Military Institute, Marietta College and the Mountain State 
Business Gollege. He was a basketball and track man and at Marietta was 
elected to Alpha Tau Omega, the social fraternity. For a time he served as 
manager and buyers of ladies’ ready-to-wear for the H. P. Dils Wholesale 
Company, of which he was vice-president at the time of its sale in 1955.

CLAY D. AMOS, LL.B. 


A specialist in real estate, fiduciary and corporation law, Clay D. Amos has 
been in practice for nearly four decades in his native city, Fairmont. 

Born on January 22, 1891, he is the son of George E, and Fannie Lou 
(Carter) Amos. His father, also a prominent citizen of nerthern West Vir- 
ginia, was born near Fairmont on September 1° 1556. and died in 1932. 
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George E, Amos was the son of Stephen H. and Rebecca Amos. Originally a 
horse-drawn-carriage manufacturer, he was later in the hardware business.

Clay D.-Amos was graduated frorn grade school in 1903 and Fairmont High 
School in 1907, being valedictorian of his class, In 1908, he was graduated from 
Fairmont Normal School, in 1911 took the Bachelor of Arts degree at West 
Virginia University and in 1914 the Bachelor of Laws degree at Harvard Law 
School. In high school he was a basketball and football player; in normal school 
a baseball player; in college, a baseball and football player and in law school 
and for a time after that, a tennis player.

JOHN EDWARD FRAWLEY 


“From bellboy to hotel magnate” is the way one writer has summed up the 
career of John Edward Frawley, adding that it was in 1907 in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, at the age of thirteen that Mr, Frawley started “on a career that 
was to prove fabulous.” Motherless, he had run away frem home. Today, after 
a series of experiences in the hotel world that included work as a bell captain, 
room clerk and manager, Mr, Frawley is president of the companies which 
operate the Hotel Fort Shelby and the Frawley Hotel in Detroit, Michigan, 
and the McLure Hotel in Wheeling. His is an acknowledged leadership among 
hotel men, for in the half century he has spent in the business he has itro- 
duced many new ideas both to hotel management and to restaurant manage- 
ment. 

Mr, Frawley was born at Glens Falls, New York, on September 5, 1895, the 
son of John and Ellen (Noonan) Frawley. He has a sister, Lillian, also well 
known in the hotel industry. The father was a native of Perth Amboy, New 
Jersey, the mother of Glens Falls. She died when the hotel man was about a 
year old. Both she and her husband were members of families that came from 
County Cork, Ireland. 

When John Frawley ran away from home in 1907, he got his first job as 
bellboy in Milwaukee. The following year found him working as a busboy at 
the University Club of Chicago, Advancement came rapidly, and by 1910 the 
club made him its bell captain. But in the same year the Blackstone Hotel of 
Chicago grabbed him for its bell captain. Though Mr, Frawley liked this job and 
was making money at it, he could not see much future in it. When he heard 
of a job as room clerk at the Muchlebach Hotel in Kansas City, Missouri, he 
went after it and got it in 1917. “That young Frawley has a way with people,” 
his new employers said, and made him both assistant manager of the hotel 
and assistant secretary of the corporation operating it. 3 : 

In 1920, Mr. Frawley and Carl P. Gebert and two others of the Muehlebach 


Hotel organization pooled their resources and took a lease on the new Hotel- 


El Dorado, El Dorado, Kansas. It had 84 rooms, no business and a movie 
house seating 1,000 persons. “It was then Mr. Frawley found out about meet- 
jag payrolls,” says a chronicler.

This means that 
the field is composed of rows of "Tf" shaped figures, 
alternating upright and in reverse, as to position.

If the description had read “argent and gules" 
instead of "gules and argent", the erect "T's" would 
have been of silver, those reversed of red. 

The chevron is of gold. 

The wreath, on which the cap rests, is of alternate 
twists of red and silver.

No rule governs the tincture of the ribbon. It is 
usually blagoned of the orincipal metal of the shield, 
in this case "silver".

Enclosed with this letter js your check for one dollar. 
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The Bussey name has been traced back to the eleventh century. Jesse Bussey, 
the founder of the town of Bussey, and his cousin, Generel Cyrus Bussey of 
Washington, D. C., after correspondence and much research of the origin of 
the Bussey name, traced it through eleven generations down to the year 1902, 
They made a family tree chert with some 300 names on it. 


The origin of the name "Bussey" wes traced to Normandy and the time of the 
Normen Concuest, when some Busseys vho were scribes accompanged William of 
Normandy and his volunteer force collected from Normendy end the Continent, 
and met and defeated King Harold of England in the Bettle of Hastings on 

1h Oetober 1066. William vas cromed King william I of England@ on Christmas 


Day. 


The French spelling of the name was Bussy; the German spelling was Busse; 
and in England it was Bussey. 


Three Pussey brothers came from Englend to Virginia in 1636 end were the first 
of the family to set foot on American soil, 


(above from Veda Chase, Springfield Oregon, to Jodie Huffaker, Dallas, Texas, 
October 1975. 


There were as many Busseys in Massachusetts in 1700 to 1800 as in Maryland. 

The tradition I have is thet the family came from Normandy to England, and thence 
to America. I say Mr. Motley in 1881 in London when he was American Minister 

to Englend. He told me thet the Busseys in Americe were Huguenots. There 

were in the Revolution from Massachusetts: Colonel Benjamin Bussey, Captain 
David Bussey and Isaiah Bussey, Captain Lieutentnt Art. 1777. ~-Letter fron 
Cyrus Bussey tof Judge James Bussey, 4/25/1896 - excerpted, 


On Jen 26, 1899, Cyrus Bussey again wrote to Judge James Bussey, Bastrop, La. 
as follows: 


Tow or three years ago I had some correspondence with you concerning the 
Bussey family. At that time I did not know enything sbout my ancestors leter 
than my Grandfather who I knew was born in Maryland. I have at last found a 
complete record of my branch of the Pamily back to George Bussey who came to 
Virginie in 1636, and thence to Calvert County, Maryland in 1650. The land 
records show that he received several grents of land and in 165) was texed 
nearly 1,000 acres, He died in 1668, and left a will neming sons, George, 
Hezekiah and Paul. I cannot find any record of either Hezekiah or Paul's 
descendants. George II died in 1693 and left a will naming sons: George, 
Edvard, James and Henry, deughters Ann and Mary. Ann merried Hugh Ferguson, 
James died in 1701, and left his property to his sister, Aun ferguson, 
George died in 168k and left an infant son, Henry. I find no record of 
Henry, son of George II, or the other infant son, Henry, son of George 3rd, 
Edverd, son of George ii, and Martha Evans were married 10 August 1701, 

and hed a son Edward who married Mary - He was my meexk ancestor. 

He die@ in Harford County, Md. 1787, and lef a will neming sons, Jesse, 


Bennett, who vas a captain in the Revolutionary War, Thomas and Edvard 
who vas my great grandfather. He elso served in the Revolutionary Yar 

as 2nd Lieutenent in the 8th Battelion, Meryleand troops. I have no 

doubt but thet you are descended from either Hezekieh or Paul, or possibly 
fron the sor. of George nd other than Edvard ~ho married Martha FVANS,

My Grest Grandfother Edvard who died in L787 was ea Baptist » one of the 
trustees of the oldest church in Harford County. I will send you a chart 
of the family as fer as I know it which 1411 show you that nearly all of 
the family who reached maturity married. Many of them were Doctors, one 
wes @ Ceptein is the C.5.A. You are aware that the Busseys were a promi- 
nent family in England before 1600. I add the coat of arms of Bussey of 
Skesker Cheshunt. I think George Bussey mist have belonged to that family. 
There is a Bussey family no. in England, one of whom is George M. Bussey 
who wrote ¢ life of Napoleon which is a Stenderd History. I have tried to 
find a connecting link, as George no doubt, came from England. 


On Feby 7, 1899, cyrus Bussey again wrote to Judge James Bussey: 


Zi received your letter in due time and vas sorry to hear of the death of 

my old friend Coe fandidge. I send here:rith a eopy of the chart showing 
part of the family cf Udverd Bussey of Harford Co., Md. You can imagine 

whet it vould be if we hed all his descendants. You will note the very large 
number who married and the large family of some of them. 


There was s Major Hezekiah Bussey in the 27th Georgia Infantry in the Con- 
federate Army, also a Capt&éin Charles E, Bussey in the 38th Alebema. It is 
probable these were descendants of Hezekiah, son of George. If they are 
living they might know who their ancestors were, 


It is a source of good satisfaction to have found this record of my own 
branch of the family and I should like to discover theeonnecting link with 
the Southern Brandh, for I am sure that you ell descended from George. I 
believe the Massachusetts Busseys were also descendents of his. Should T 
meke other discoveries, I will advise you, but heve very little correspondence 
nov “hich will lead to anything.

Ruth Weber gave me your name @s being interested in the Amos family 
history with Elizabeth a descendent of James and Hannah (Clarke) 
Amos. I have just answered Auth's letter after a long delay, and 
while this branch is fresh in my mind decided to get a letter off 
to you. 


I have been working on the Amos family since 1940 and have about 

500 penes af typed and connected material...also a lot of other 
aroups nat yet fitted into the picture. I use my extensive file 

on 3x5 slips of everyone I find in records who wes born an Amos or 
married into the Amos name. I have all of the Amos wills of Harford 
County at least through 1850, lots of cemetery readings, land 
records, and readinns of the 1450 and 1880 censuses of “arford and 
Baltimore Counties. In addition, I have information of various 
Amoses who migrated to Hentucky, Ohia, Indiana, Illinois, and 
Missouri, Have been getting Letters of inquiry from all over the 
U.S. for years. Sometimes I can give them their entire lineage 
immediately...and sometimes it takes four or five years before 

the information turns up. Ruth Weber sent me a xerox of Laura Bull's 
1938 paper. while it had a few errors, it did help me to confirm 
other bits of identification. 


Since Ruth mentioned that you are also working the Gilbert Family, 
I presume that Elizabeth descends from Sarah Amos Gilbert? 


I am enclosing some work sheets and would greatly appreciate ab, ait 
you would check themageinst your records for corrections or additions. 
IT have anly recently (in the past year) becan carresponding with 
descendants of the James branch. My records have been expanded 

into one more binder with what IT have received or figured out. Have 
five binders of family sheets now, but the 500 paces or so that fT 
have typed up does not include much of James's clan...50 I had better 
get busy with my typing!

and son of Thomas, was Thomas dr. who married Mary Miles, Uct. 11, 1772. 


My booklet published in 1564 is somewhat ocutdated...[ have learned 
so much sincel My mother had died in 1957 and I felt an urgency to 
at least get cur family lines distrituted to my cousins, since I had 
no one in the family to count on to continue her work, Like you, 
Elizabeth, I have no siblines or children. So 1 would like to 
toss out to you some of the corrections to my paper. We know that 
William was born in England as his gravestone says SWilliam Amos, 
of tngland, died 1759". The earliest records of the family in 
St. John's Parish are in 1723. I have records showing that William 
Amos of Baltimore County purchased lend in 1715. Still don't know 
if my Thomas b.

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AMOS FAMILY 


The first of our Amos family of whom we have any auth- 
entic information is that of William Amos and his wife, 
Ann, William was born about 1690, place unknown, He 
lived in that portion of Maryland which later was taken 
from Baltimore County and was incorporated into Harford 
County in 1773, He was a member of the Church of Eng- 
land and our earliest records of the family are those 
found in the parish church records @f that neighborhood 
about 1735, All records of court were destroyed: by fire 
during the British invasion, 


There were other Amos families in Connecticut, Delaware, 
and Virginia during this period but no connection with 
our Maryland family has been proved, The supposition 

is that William was born in England but just when he 
came to America is not known, nor is it known if his 
children were in part or all born in England, 


The will of William Amos, written in September 1757, 
and probated in March 1759, shows that his family con-, 
sisted of wife Ann and six sons: Thomas (our ancestor), 
William, James, Benjamin, Joshua, and Mordecai, William, 
in this will, assigned his plantations, adding up to a- 
bout 1300 acres, to his wife and these six named sons. 
No mention is made of any daughters or other heirs, I+ 
is noted that he also willed to each son a slave, [¢ 
would seem that William either came to this country 
bringing some wealth or he was very thrifty to rear a 
family of six children and accumulate plantations of 
some more than 1300 acres and slaves, Of the four 
witnesses of William's will, two of them were “people 
called Quakers and did make their solemn affirmation," 


Of all: the: six. song,William II was probably the most 
widely known as he lived to 97 years of age and his 16 
children were yet living in 1806 when a meeting was 
called to honor him at the Friends Meeting House in 
Baltimore, Maryland. So far as is known, he was the 
only one of the six sons who embraced the Quaker faith, 
It is said he refused to take up arms against his felt 
lowman, freed his slaves, and was a founder of the 
Fallston Friends Meeting. 


Some other family histories claim that the wife of 
a 


William Amos I was Ann McComas and that William Amos 
II married first a Maldin and second, Hannah McComas, 
However, our own research and deductions are that the 
Maldin could not have been wife of William Amos II. 
It is more likely that the wife of William Amos I was 
Ann Maldin, though no documentary proof has yet been 
found.

NICHOLAS DAY AMOS, the only son of Thomas and Bliza- 
beth (Day) Amos, was born in Baltimore County, Maryland, 
September 19, 1742. He, with sixteen others of the 
Amoses in that county, took the oath of allegiance to 
the American colonies in March, 1778, He was appointed 
ensign in the Militia by the House of Delegates on April 
9, 1778, and served in the Jarrettsburg Company, much of 
the duties of the Militia being to guard the shore line 
of Chesapeake Bay, He was married in Baltimore County, 
October 28, 1761 to CHRISTIANA DITTO, daughter of ABRA ~ 
HAM DITTO (1718-1794) and his wife, NANCY (BOWLES) DITTO, 
Abraham Ditto was the son of JAMES DITTO, 


e Ditto name, being what it is, causes much confusion 
in publishing old original records and, for that reason, 
we have little on the family except that they were in 
Maryland quite early and members of the family served 
during the Revolution, Some of the Ditto family came 
to Kentucky about the same time as the Amos family and 
were presumably brothers of Christiana, Their descend- 
ants of the name are yet living there, 


Some time prior to 1790, Nicholas Day Amos, with his 
family, moved to Washington County, Maryland, where the 
census of that year gives his family as numbering twelve 
and with two slaves, The marriage dates of Nicholas! 
children are not all available but some of his older 
children were married by 1790 and therefore not account- 
ed for under his name in the census. One of the older 
sons, Mordecai, was listed with one child in that county, 
It is believed that all the children of Nicholas moved 
to Kentucky, Thomas Amos, thought to be the oldest son, 
had preceded the family to Kentucky, He lived in what 
was then Jefferson County and married there in 1788 
Catherine Devore, But when his father came to Kentucky, 
Thomas also removed to Bourbon County, near Paris, Ken- 
tucky, and northeast of Lexington, He had served in 
the military service under General George Rogers Clark 
and Colonel Benjamin Logan, and a certificate for the 
same was issued him by the first Governor of Kentucky, 
Isaac Shelley, 


When Nicholas Day Amos came with his family to Kentucky, 
he purchased on January 20, 1794, one hundred acres of 
land, costing 139 pounds, 15 shillings. This land was on 
Hinkston Creek between the early pioneer village of 


Apes 


Ruddle's Mills and Millersburg, Kentucky, His children 
all later settled in and around Ruddle's Mills, a very 
important location in that day, The tax list of 1796 
shows that Nicholas owned 100 acres of first-rate land, 
two slaves and twelve horses, He was about 53 years when 
he settled in Bourbon County, Kentucky, He had reared a 
large family and lived only four or five years after 
reaching Kentucky, His death occurred February 19, 1799 
at the age of 56, leaving the widow, Christiana, and ¢ 
thirteen children and many descendents, The sale of his 
personal property took place September 15, 1815 and fin- 
al settlement of his estate was made May 18, 1818, to 
twelve children, As far as is known, these were all of 
the children excepting the son, Mordecai, who had been 
living in Jessamine and Barren Counties, 


Where Nicholas and Christiana Amos were buried is not 
known but a visit to the Ruddle's Mills Pioneer Ceme- 
tery gives a clue, On the Nicholas Amos, Jr, lot are 

two apparently very old grave stones, They are exactly 
alike, larger and shaped differently than any others on 
the lot, and with foot stones similarly shaped, But not 
one word, letter, or figure can be deciphered, It is 
most likely that these two graves are those of Nicholas 
Day Amos, the Revolutionary Soldier, and his wife, Chris— 
tiana, She probably died about 1818, that being the year 
his estate was settled,

She was the daughter of THOMAS and LETTY NEALE, Elijah 
and Rebecca remained in Bourbon County until 1827 when 
they, with their children, moved to Rush County, Indiana. 
Some of these children were already married, but all 
came with the possible exception of Thomas and Susannah 
Amos, who had land in their name in Rush County May 28, 
1830 to October 25, 1833. It is not known if they act- 
ually lived in Rush County, 


When Elijah Amos came to Indiana he brought also their 
faithful negro servant, who had been nurse to the Amos 
children when they were young, She was by then quite 
old and at her death was buried on the family farm in 
Rush County, 


Elijah purchased first 60 acres from John Pugh on May 
23, 1835 and sold about one year later. This land was 
2 mile east and 1 mile south of the village of Richland, 
He then purchased, on April 18, 1836, 80 acres east of 
Richland on the north side of the road and opposite the 
cemetery on the south side, Here Elijah and Rebecca 
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lived until her death which occurred prior to June 23, 
1840, on which date Elijah was married to Cassander Cul- 
lison, who was born in 1793, On February 28, 1842 Bli- 
jah sold the last acquired 80 acres of land and though 
they were then living in Fayette County, there is no 
indication that they ever owned property in that county, 
By 1847 he purchased 973 acres northeast of the village 
of Middletown, which was sold in 1852, and then bought 
29 acres $ mile south of Prescott, He then secured lots 
in Middletown and presumably that is where Elijah was 
living until he died sometime after November 1856, On 
May 28, 1863 the widow, Cassander Amos, was married to 
Samuel Searight, who was born in Ireland in 1800, They 
continued to live in Middletown until her death,

At the courthouse in Philadelphia on the same day, Sept- 
ember 29, 1733, thirty-four Palatines, who, with their 
families, making in all one hundred and seventy persons, 
who were imported on the "Pink Mary”, qualified and 

took oath to the Provincial Government, Among them were 
these afore mentioned Dries men signing with their (X), 


In considering the spelling of the name it must be re— 
membered that their name was written as it sounded when 
spoken by a German, the first letter indiscernible be- 
tween a D and aT. From that time until the present, 
some branches of the family use varied spellings—-Dries, 
Dreese, Drease, Tries, Treace, Treece, Treese, Trees, 
ete, The various spellings are found on tax lists, 
census returns, land warrants, surveys, muster rolls, 
deeds and wills, 


The only other early records found of arrivals in America 

of this name are those of Jacob Triess, immigrant on the , 
"Glasgow", Walter Sterling, master, from Rotterdam ar-— 

riving in Philadelphia September 9, 1738, and Johan 

Jacob Tries who came on the ship "Neptune," with Capt. 

John Mason in command, from Rotterdam and last from 

Coews (Eng.) to Philadelphia on October 4, 1752, 
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Now we do not claim descent definitely from these men, 
but it is quite probable, as we find the Peter Dries who 
immigrated on the Pink Mary, settling in Philadelphia 
County where on March 29, 1738 a land warrant was issued 
and survey was made for 200 acres, He established him— 
self as a dealer in pelts, skins, hides and furs and 
probably included a tannery, accummulating quite a 
sizable estate. His death occurred between 1774 and 
1780, when this estate and business was continued by 
Peter and Daniel Dreis~-presumably his sons, 


Cornelius Dries (or "Treese as he igs recorded later) 
the same year as his arrival, 1733, also was issued a 
land warrant for 450 acres in Philadelphia County, 


There is an Andrew Trees on the tax list of Letterkenny 
township, Cumberland County in 1779, This being 46 

years after the first Andrew arrived in this country, 

and the first record of any Andrew, it is doubtful though 
possible for him to be the immigrant, 


The name of John Trees is next found in Berks County 
where one John Trees enlisted in the services of his 
country in 1776; and another John Trees who served in 

the Cumberland County militia from 1778 until the end 

of the Revolution and appears on the tax lists of Letter- 
kenny township, Cumberland County until about the year 
1784 or 1785, 


By the end of the Revolution there were Trees descendents 
serving from York, Northampton, Berks, Philadelphia, Lan- 
caster and Cumberland counties, 


We are concerned in the record of JOHN TREES of Cumber- 
land County, In the many years past there has been con- 
fusion in attaching the service and pension records of 
the John Trees of Berks County to our ancestor, the 
John Trees of Cumberlnad County, 


John Trees of Berks County enlisted in Kutztown, April 
15, 1776 and served until January 15, 1778 under Captain 
Henry Slade and Colonel Samuel Miles. Then living in 
Huntington County, Pennsylvania, he was pensioned Dec- 
ember 24, 1818; at that time stating that “he is in re~ 
duced circumstances and stands in need of the assist- 
ance of his country for support,” 
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On August 16, 1820 he appeared before the Court and 
swore that "since making my original declaration, I 
have not since that time by gift, sale, or in any man~ 
ner disposed of my property or any part thereof with 
an intent thereby so to diminish it as to bring myself 
with the provision of the Pension Act and I have not 
now nor have had any property or securities, contracts 
or debts due me nor have J any income other than what 
is contained in the schedule annexed:

He further states that he "is a laborer by profession, 
that his family consists of himself and his wife Bar- 
bara, age 63, and entirely blind in both eyes", and 
that "he has the 'Swaney! in his right arm by reason 
of which he is unable to do but very little toward 
‘support of himself and wife", On the same date one 
Robert Duncan swore that “being well acquainted with 
John Trees deposeth that it is his opinion that his 
estimate of his property to be worth $19,50", The 
listed debts of the Pensioner: 


Dr. Jacob Hoffman 10.00 
Dr. James Coffey 5,00 
to Samuel Steel 6.00 


Signed John Trees 


Then on August 9, 1826 one Mary Sweyers made affidavit 
that she was well acquainted with the late John Trees 
and Barbara Trees, his widow and that “the said Bar- 
bara has now become almost blind and has been so for 
nearly eight years" and that "she is very poor and 
helpless," 


On March 8, 1827 in Barbara's petition to the General 
Assembly of Pennsylvania for pension she says that 
“since his death and the consequent stoppage of his 
“pension, your petitioner is reduced to utter indigence" 
and that “in addition to the ills of age, debility and 
poverty she is afflicted with blindness," 


Barbara was yet living May 29, 1839, when she made af- 
fidavit that “there is no person now living that deponent 
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knows of who can prove the time of marriage;" that 
“owing to old age and consequent loss of memory she can~ 
not give more accurate account of her age", etc, She 
was not able to attend: the court, 


Now, to disclaim this record as belonging to the John 
Trees, our ancestor, let us notice the dates, In 1818 
when John Trees applied for pension, our ancestor John 
Trees was living in Clermont County, Ohio, and had re~ 
sided there for some 17 years, He was a prosperous 
farmer with a family of ten children, A few years pre- 
vious, in 1815, a deed in Clermont County shows that 
JOHN TREES and his wife, HANNAH, deeded a small tract 
of land to be used for school purposes, 


In 1826, after the death of John of Huntington County, 
and up until 1839, when Barbara was blind and so des— 
perately poor and making no mention of ever having 
children, the ten children of our John Trees were all 
married, prospering and living in Ohio and Indiana, 
Certainly, they never left their mother alone in such 
circumstances all those years back in Pennsylvania. 


Thus, it will be noted that descendents of John Trees 
and his wife, Hannah, in making application for D.A.R. 
membership, have erred in claiming John and Barbara as 
their ancestors, This is a frequently made mistake 
where there are two or more persons of the same name 
in service, Records in Washington, D.C. are, for the 
most part, of pension claims only. When information 
on the service of John Trees who served in Pennsylvania 
was asked for, they sent the only record on which pen~ 
sion had been applied for, Our ancestor, John, had 
never applied for pension so, therefore, had no record 
in Washington, 


The Pennsylvania census of 1790 lists the family of 

JOHN TREES as living in South Huntington township, West- 
moreland County and consisting of 1 male over 16,, 2 

males under 16, and 5 females, 


The History of Clermont County, Ohio gives the following: 

JOHN TREES, a native of Westmoreland Co., Pennsylvania, 

in 1801 came to Miller's Station but in a few years pur- 

chased a tract of land west of Point Isabel, on which 

he settled and where he died--about 80 years of age. 
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He was a Revolutionary War Soldier and his eldest son, 
John, served in the war of 1812, He (John, Jr.) lived 
on an adjoining farm and died in 1866, aged 82 years, 
He had a family of 12 children, 9 of whom yet live in 
this county. Adam, the second son of John Trees, Sr., 
and his brothers, JACOB and Peter, removed at an early 
day to Indiana. The daughters married John Jones and 
Jacob Rader of Indiana; John Hodges and Abner Hunting- 
ton of Monroe (twp.); and John Davis and Michael Pur- 
kiser of Washington ( twp.) The Purkiser family set- 
tled in this part of the township about the same time 
and descendents yet live in the southern part of the 
county, Several Purkiser sons are ministers,

JACOB TREES, third son of John and Hannah Trees, was 
born in Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania April, 1791. 
He came with his parents and family to Clermont County, 
Ohio in 1801, There he grew up on the farm of his 
father, On /July 13, 1811 he married SARAH LEMASTERS , 
daughter of RICHARD and CATHERINE (LANGSTON) LEMASTERS . 
About 1823 Jacob and Sarah moved to Rush County, Indiana. 
This was about the time that his brothers, Adam and Peter, 
and sisters, Mary Jones and Eve Rader, also came to Ind, 
After living in Rush County until 1834 Jacob purchased 
land in Noble township, Shélby County, wherethe remained 
until his death, A part of his original farm is yet own-— 
ed by his descendents, Jacob and Sarah with many of 
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their children are buried in Lewis Creek Baptist ceme-— 
tery, five miles south of Shelbyville, Indiana. Jacob 
died December 28, 1870. Sarah was born February 13, 
1794 in Kentucky and died December 28, 1870, Their 
deaths of pnuemonia were less than two hours apart,

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LEMASTERS FAMILY 


The earliest of the Lemasters family who could possibly 
have been our immigrant ancestor was Abraham Le Maistre, 
a Huguenot who was born about 1637, He came to Maryland 
in 1668, possibly by way of Barbados, and settled in 
Charles County, Maryland. In 1700 he held patents on 
various tracts of land. Lands were granted to Richard 
LeMaistre in 1720 and 1724 in Charles County and St. 
Mary's County, Maryland, 


An Abraham De LeMaistre will in Charles County dated 
1772 names a wife and sons Richard, John, and Isaac, 


In the 1790 census there were Lemasters in South Carolina, 
but none in North Carolina, There were some in Maryland, 
These appear under various spellings of the name, 


In early tax lists of Virginia are found the names of 
Isaac Lamaster and Joseph Lamaster in Hampshire County 
in 1782. Isaac had five in his family and Joseph four, 
Hampshire county later became part of West Virginia, 

A Benjamin Lemasters was born and died (1756-1837) in 
Nicholas County, Virginia, later West Virginia, 


On the 1783 tax list of Amherst County were Ralph La- 
master with a family of thirteen and Abraham Lamaster 
with three, In 1785 Ralph had fourteen and Abraham six, 
Richard Lemaster was with the Botetourt troops in 1774, 
His will written in 1774 in Amherst County, Virginia 
was presented for probate by Abraham Lamaster June 3, 
1776 and names mother Ann, and brothers Abraham and 
Ralph, So this Richard apparently died without issue, 


One Abraham Lamaster was married in Albemarle County, 
Virginia (next county north of Amherst county) September 
26, 1781 to Sarah Wood, daughter of John Wood. 


Evidently, each generation of Lemasters early in Maryland 
and in Amherst County, Virginia produced several Abrahams, 
Richards, and Isaacs, The names are found in abundance 
as the Lemasters moved into Bourbon County and Jefferson 
County, Kentucky, 


Early in Jefferson County were Eleazer LeMaster, who mar— 
ried Jemima Floyd, daughter of William Preston Floyd of 
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Amherst and Botetourt counties, Virginia, They came in 
1779, In 1784 James LeMaster received 100 acres for 
Virginia military service. John LeMaster, born 1749 in 
Amherst County, was killed at a fort near Louisville, 
He had married another Jemima Floyd in 1768, In 1784 
she received a land grant of 400 acres and on May 25, 
1784 married James Sturgis, Jr. 


The first Lemasters whom we know to be a direct ancestor 
was RICHARD LEMASTERS whose name appears as a signer on 
petitions in Bourbon County, Kentucky in 1788-1790, 

His name appears on Bourbon tax lists 1790-1791 and 
Montgomery County tax list in 1797, (Montgomery was 
taken from Clark in 1798, and Clark, previously, from 
Bourbon in 1792) Also-on these Bourbon lists are the 
names of Isaac, Conrad, and Benjamin Lemasters——prob-— 
ably close relatives, In 1799 the names of Isaac and 
Conrad appear in Hamilton County, Ohio, 


Benjamin Lemasters married Polly Langston September 21, 
1797 in Clark County, Kentucky, 


RICHARD LEMASTERS was married May 11, 1793 in Bourbon 
County by Augustine Eastin to CATHERINE LANGSTON, daughter 
of JACOB LANGSTON, and sister of Polly, Sometime after 
1797 they moved to Clermont County, Ohio, On March 31, 
1807 he bought 100 acres and he appears on the 1810 tax 
list. On October'19, 1811 the 100 acres in Washington 
township was sold for $450, the deed being signed by 
the marks (X) of Richard and Cate Lemasters, Next is 
found a record of purchase of 106 acres on waters of 
Shalers Branch of the East Fork of Miami River by Rich- 
ard Lemasters, Sr. This 106 acres was sold August 15, 
1829 for $1000, the deed signed by the mark of Richard 
Lemasters and Katherine Lemasters, 


The family moved to Rush County, Indiana, In the 1830 
census Catherine is listed as head of the family, so 
Richard had died since August 1829, probably in Cler— 
mont County, With her is listed one male between 15 and 
20 (probably Richard, Jr.) and one male between 5 and 
10. The latter was Henry Langston, born June 21, 1821, 
son of her daughter, Polly, He was reared by his grand- 
parents and took the name of Lemasters, Also in the 
1830 census of Rush County is her son, John and family, 
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On October 9, 1835 Catherine sold 80 acres for $640, 
This was in the southeast corner of Rush County, one 
mile north of the Decatur line and two miles west of 
the Franklin line, The deed was signed by Catherine, 
John and his wife, Isabell, Catherine died about 1839, 
probably in Shelby County.

There were many Langstons in Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, The first Langston whom we know to be a dir- 
ect ancestor was JACOB LANGSTON who came to Kentucky 
before 1790 from Virginia and settled on the Robert 
Clarke farm (Clark's Station) in Paris district, Bour- 
bon County, Jacob Langston is listed in the 1782 tax 
list of Monongalia County, Virginia (later West Virginia) 
with a household of six whites, As he is the only Jacob 
listed in the first census, it is prabable that he is 
ours, 


Jacob Langston, Sr., Jacob, Jr., and Isaac appear on the 
1797 tax list in Montgomery County (part of Bourbon Co. 
until 1796), Kentucky,

Probably the first immigrant of thig family was Jeremiah 
Dickinson, age 28, who came on the "Margett and John* 
in 1620, Elizabeth Dickinson, age 38, came on the *"Mar- 
gett and John* in 1623, They were living in Elizabeth 
City, Virginia in 1624, He was issued a land patent by 
the regal government June 14, 1636 for 200 acres and 
also for a 300 acres in James City County, This 300 
acres was due him for having transported six other per~ 
sons here from England, May 6, 1638 he was granted 500 
acres more, Each person who paid his own or another 
person's transportation charges from England to Virginia 
was given 50 acres of land gratis. This was called his 
“headright", The Dickersons (with various spellings) 
Spread out through Virginia and some were early settlers

MOSS FAMILY 


The early Mosses of Jessamine, Mercer, and Woodford 
Counties in Kentucky came in the 1780's from central 
Virginia, probably Powhattan, Cumberland or Goochland 
counties. The earliést Moss records in Virginia run 
back to a baptism of "Will, son of Thomas Moss, bapt, 
ye 17 of Feb, 1688/9" in New Kent County,

In old Kentucky entries and deeds we find in 1780 that 
Frederick Moss had 400 acres on Holder Creek and in 
1785 he had 1500 acres on the Kentucky River, He 
apparently died about 1795, as we find an act December 
22, 1795 to sell the land of Frederick Moss, deceased, 
From 1799-1805 William Moss of Jessamine County was 
taxed for 400 acres of first rate land in Bourbon Co, 
which was purchased from the Frederick Moss heirs, 
Frederick's widow, Sarah, appears on the Jessamine tax 
lists from 1799-1808 for 80 acres on the Lower Hichman. 
Also, in the early entries is John Moss with 7,000- 
10,000 acres in 1783 in Jessamine, 


in 1788 John and William Moss were signers on the same 
petition in Jessamine, Both were taxed on land in 
Mercer County in 1795, They were administrators of 
the estate of David Moss in January 1797 in Mercer, 
his widow being Catherine, Studying the tax lists in 
Jessamine for 1799-1813 we find the names of Sarah, 

a widow, William, Sr., William, Jr., another William : 
Ray, John, Hezekiah, Pleasant, and James,

William, John and Frederick Moss were probably brothers 
who came in the mid-seventeen-eighties to Kentucky, 
acquiring lands in Mercer, Bourbon, Jessamine, and 
Woodford counties, 


Published D.A.R, lineages and Van Meter's account of 

the Moss family list the wife of William Moss being 
Louise LeCompte, and he being the son of the Revolution 
ary Major Hugh Moss of New Kent County, Virginia who 
married Jane Ford in Goochland County, ‘But there are 
several errors in this history, It is doubtful that 
William, father of Polly Moss who married Jeremiah 
Dickerson, was a son of Hugh. None of-William's child- 
ren or grandchildren were given the name of Hugh or Louise. 
Nor are these names found elsewhere in Jessamine Moss 
families. As fond as the Mosses were of using the old 
names over and over, this is noteworthy, Hugh's will 
did not mention a son, William,

NAVE (NAEFF) FAMILY 


The Naves were Hollanders who came to Pennsylvania 
beginning in 1728, There were many immigrants through 
the next forty years bearing the name Naf, Neff, Naeff, 
Naffe, and later becoming Nave, Some of them moved in- 
to Virginia. The earliest of our line to our knowledge 
were LEONARD NAEFF and his brother, Peter, who lived in 
Jessamine County, Kentucky, In Leonard's Dutch prayer 
book the names of his family are spelled Naeff, A 
descendent said that Leonard never changed his spell- 
ing though all the rest of the family did, to Nave. 


Leonard Nave was born May 22, 1763 in Virginia or Pen- 
nsylvania and died October 1844 in Jessamine County. 
His wife was said to be Margaret (possibly Woodson), 

A descendent of Peter's says that along about 1785-90 
Peter and Leonard came with their families and kinsmen 
Tottens and Johnsons from Culpepper County, Virginia, 
via the Cumberland Gap and Wilderness Road to Danville, 
There the Naves Separated from the Totten and Johnson 
families and went to Jessamine and Garrard Counties, 
They came by oxcart, horseback, and driving their stock, 
Mary, wife of Peter, was a large woman and rode all the 
way on a young stallion, a baby in her lap and a little 
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negro behind her. Peter had been to Kentucky before 
and had staked off his claim ‘of 1600 acres and built a 
cabin, He cut a tree, hewed a canoe, paddled down the 
Kentucky River to the Ohio, stopped by Fort Washington, 
now the site of Cincinnati, and filed his land grant, 
as was the custom before Kentucky became a state, 


Leonard Nave was on the tax list of Madison County, 
Kentucky for 12 acres, in 1792, He was in Jessamine 
County for the 1810 census, He lived near Boonsboro 
and Nicholasville, He was in the War of 1812,

DANIEL KELSO was born on a farm in Venango County, Penn- 
sylvania, December 18, 1803. As a young man in Dear- 
born County, Indiana, he worked on a farm during the 
summer, doing surveying when called upon to do so, and 
tuaght the neighborhood school during the winter, He, 
himself, had only ten and a half months of schooling, 
but: would read by the firelight long after the family 
had retired and would walk miles to borrow a book, He 
studied law, After his marriage May 3, 1825 to MARGARET 
RICKETTS, daughter of Robert and Susannah Ricketts, he 
began earnestly to prepare himself for the law profess-— 
ion, Books were scarce, Since he lived midway between 
luawrenceburg and Vevay, he would, when possible, attend 
Sessions of the courts at both places to study the pro- 
seedings, He became a well known lawyer and judge, 

ever the river in Kentucky as well as in his Indiana 
circuit. Although Col. Kelso always participated large- 
ly in polities, he was not as good a politician as he 
wus a lawyer, He chafed under the restraints of party 
discipline and a desire to act independently sometimes 
took him outside of the Whig organization with which he 
was supposed to be in sympathy, He served several terms 
in the State Senate, being elected in 1834, 1842, and 
1848. In 1850 he was the representative delegate from 
Switzerland and Ohio Counties to the Indiana Constitutions 
ul Convention, 


fle was at one time prominently connected with the Free~ 
masons, serving in the Ledge of the state as Deputy Grand 
Master, Grand Master and Grand Secretary, He also was 
frominent in the Odd Fellows, 


Margaret Ricketts was born in Dearborn County, April 24, 
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1806 and died in Versailles, March 3, 1854, She and 
Daniel had ten children, After her death, Anna Law— 
less was Daniel's housekeeper and on May 13, 1855 she 
gave birth to a daughter, Mary Mollie Kelso, at Dilis— 
boro, This child was adopted into the home of Zerelda 
Kelso Dickerson, October 5, 1856. Daniel married, 
secondly, Isabella Kinnear in Jefferson County, Novem—

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Ireland and had an ear shot off in an engagement at 
Pennyburn Mill, and was exempted from taxes on account 
of his military service, At his death, his body was 
carried six miles to the cemetery at East Derry on a 
bier supported on the shoulders of four men, Thomas 
Wilson, an old companion in arms, met the procession 
took off his hat and shouted “Auld Ireland forever! 
Weel, Angus, they're na taking the lug (ear) off your 
head at Pennyburn Mill this day, mon",

JON McALLISTER, son of Angus and Margaret, came to the 
Massachusetts colony when young but he returned to North 
Iveland and married there, He and his wife made the 
crossing back to the colonies leaving four-year-old 
Archibald temporarily in Ireland, Their daughter, Mary, 
was born at sea in 1744, John brought his family dir- 
eotly to New Hampshire and settled not far from London— 
derry in the vicinity of Litchfield by 1746. His 
brother, David, wrote his will in 1750 and John was a 
witness to it, He was a founder of the village of New 
Reston and his name was on its charter in 1751. He 
owned a large, fine tract of land near Joe English 
hill; was an energetic, lively man, strongly religious. 
He took a great interest in the settlement of the area 
and the permanent establishment of a church there, In 
the French and Indian War he served in Capt. Alexander 
‘odd's company of Col. John Hart's regiment in the Crown 
Point Expedition of 1758, With his son, Archibald, he 
served in Capt, Todd's Co, under Col. John Goff on the 
Hxpedition to Canada in 1760, The tract of New Boston, 
about six miles square, was formally granted by the 
fieneral Court of the Massachusetts Bay to a par'ty of 
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soldiers belonging to the Canadian Expedition ds a re- 
ward ,in part, for their good service, John McAllister 
was on the first Board of Selectmen, When an old man, 
John removed to Francistown with his son, Archibald, 
There he died in a good old age (sometime after 1778 
and before 1790.)

THOMAS MERCER from 'Ayno-on-the~Hill" in the county of 
Northampton, with Mary, his wife, were settlers in 
esttown, where he died about 1716 and she died in 
1723, In the Chester County wills is that of Thomas 
Mercer of Thornbury township, yeoman. It was executed 
May 17, 1715 and probated September 13, 1716. In it 
fe named his wife, Mary Messar (sic), eldest son, Thomas, 
yrandson Daniel, son of Thomas, son JOSEPH, daughters 
Margaret, Elizabeth and Ann, and sons-in-law, Thomas 
and Mary were Quakers, members at the Concord Monthly 
Meeting.

the sect for taking part in the Revolution and for marry—

Ne served in the Cumberland County Militia as a private

He was taxed in Cumberland County in 1779 and 1780, In 
the 1790 census they were in Mifflin County, north of 
the Juniata River with three sons and two daughters, 
Cumberland was formed in 1750 from a part of Chester,

RICKETTS FAMILY 


John Ricketts lived in Cecil County, Maryland. His 
will was written in June 1698 and was proved October 

4, 1698. It names wife, Penelope and children Jeremiah, 
Nathaniel, Phillip, John, and Hester. 


William Ricketts, an Englishman who came from Jamaica, 
had land in Maryland in 1655, He married Mary Walton 
of New York City, Family burial was in New York City. 


Thomas Ricketts transported himself to America and is 
on the rent roll in Maryland in 1667, 


Much material has been found on the Ricketts families 
in Maryland--mostly in Kent and Cecil Counties, ‘The 
missing links of our line have not been found. 


The Ricketts of Dearborn County, Indiana were born in 
Wrederick County, Maryland in the 1760"s, but were in 
Redford County, Pennsylvania by the time of the Revolu- 
tion, At that time Bedford County included what became 
Huntingdon County in 1787. It is in this area that the 
Ricketts lived during and after the Revolution, 


Yhe first tax list showing the name was in Cumberland 
County, Dublin township, where in 1769 Zachariah Ricketts 
had 100 acres called "Little Hell." In 1771 Bdward 
Ricketts had 300 acres, 10 acres cleared, here, He 

lived at one time on Standing Stone Creek. Hezekiah 
Ricketts was one of the pioneers of Hill Valley, Shirley 
hownship, 


Kkdward and Thomas Ricketts were Captains in 1779 in the 
fighting at Frankstown and the lead mines, Robert and 
4uchariah Ricketts were Cumberland County Rangers, 
4achariah, a private with the Cumberland County Militia, 
made a tour of duty in Kishocoquillas Valley in 1782, 
Hobert, who came to Indiana, was living in that Valley 
in 1782, according to his pension record. Hezekiah, 
Nathan, Edward, Thomas and Robert Ricketts were rangers 
un the frontier with “the Bedford County Militia 1778- 
783. 


Edward Ricketts owned a tract of land in Franklin town- 
ship, at the conjunction of Warriex's Mark Run and Spruce 
ATs 


Creek (Coleraine Forge) which had been improved in 1781. 
First tax was on 400 acres here for Edward and on 80 
acres for Richard Ricketts, In the Barree and Miller 
township lists of 1788 are the names of Chainey, Edward, 
Jeremiah, John Reason, Also, in 1788, Nathan was taxed 
in Huntington County, Huntington Township, and Robert 
and Edward were taxed in Frankstown township, Edward 
being non-resident at that time, Edward Ricketts had 
100 acres in West township in 1798, 


In Jones’ History of Juniata Valley is found "The first 
white settlers in Warrior's Mark were the Ricketts fam- 
ily. They were all wild, roving fellows, who loved the 
woods better than civilization; and their whole occupa- 
tion over and above tilling a very small patch of land, 
appeared to be hunting for wild game. When the Indian 
troubles commenced, the house of Ricketts was converted 
into a fortress and the men turned their attention to 
the protecting of the frontier. One of them--Capt, 
Elijah Ricketts--became quite an active and prominant 
man,..Capt. Logan, an Indian Chief (Mingo) lived here 
during the Revolution not altogether inactive, for 

his sympathies were on the side of liberty. He formed 
a strong attachment to Capt. Ricketts of Warrior's 
Mark and they became fast friends, It was to Ricketts 
that Capt, Logan disclosed the plot of the Tories un— 
der John Weston," 


On the Huntingdon County 1790 census are listed Nathan, 
Hezekiah, Reason, two Edwards, Chainey, and Richard, 
Robert had left by then to go to Kentucky, 


Earliest Ricketts men found in Dearborn County, Indiana 
are Nathan, Robert, and William. There was another 
William early in Switzerland County, With each genera— 
tion supplying more of each name, it is difficult to 
identify each, but dates of birth in the 1820 and 1830 
Indiana censuses and names given in the 1850 census, 
along with birthplaces, help, 


Nathan, born 1760, and Robert, born 1765, both in Mary- 
land, certainly were brothers and came from Huntingdon 
County, Pennsylvania to Kentucky and then to Randolph 
- township, Dearborn County, Indiana, They were Revolu- 
tionary soldiers, Also, William, born 1766, married in 
Mason County, Kentucky in 1797 Lucinda Nash, and came to 
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the same Randolph township. He was a private in the 
Virginia Militie; was in the Indian wars of 1791 and 
was severely injured in fighting at Mingo Bottom, 


Ohio County was formed from Dearborn County in 1844, 

When the final county line was established between Ohio 
and Switzerland counties, it passed through the Ricketts 
land, so the families were nearer Rising Sun, Ohio County 
than Vevay, Switzerland County, Nathan and Robert are 
baried at Mt, Carmel cemetery on Highway 56. The county 
line passes through the cemetery lot where they are 
buried, leaving Nathan in Switzerland County and Robert 
in Ohio County, 


ROBERT RICKETTS was born January 15, 1765 near Hagers- 
town, Frederick County, Maryland, According to his 
pension claim ($17047) he served for six months and 
seven days in 1780 in a company of Pennsylvania Militia 
commanded by Capt. James Johnson under Col, Piper, A- 
gain in 1782 he was in the company of Capt, Robert Sam— 
uels of the Cumberland County Militia, serving three 
months and seven days, He was in Cumberland County, 
lenusylvania when he entered service, In 1782 his home 
was in Kishocoquillas Valley, Pennsylvania, He lived 
in Pennsylvania for about ten years after the Revolution 
and then went to Kentucky, where his name appears .on 
the tax list in 1790 of Mason County, which at that 
time included much of the eastern end of the state, 


"wv had 158 acres surveyed in Dearborn County, Indiana, 
November 28, 1804, The same area (at 160 acres) was 
surveyed for him November 22, 1813, His brother, Nathan 
eume about the same time and testified on his pension 
application that he had known Robert since birth, 
Kobert was inscribed on the Indiana rolls for $20.77 
per annum; certificate issued August 28, 1833, In 
the history of Randolph township it is noted that 
ftobert had a cabin on section 16 and was one of the 
tvunted rangers, His pension record states that he 
lied February 14, 1853 and his widow on February 20 

| the same year, There were eleven living children 
at that time, 


According to deeds his wife was SUSANAH and the 1850 
census informs us that Susan was born 1767 in Maryland, 
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Names of children are not given. History mentions 
Phoebe and deeds of 1819 and 1822 in Dearborn County 
names his sons Robert and John and their wives. Mar- 
garet Ricketts Kelso was a daughter of Robert accord— 
ing to her granddaughter, Mollie Dickerson Amos, In 
1850 Elenor Conover, 13, was living with Robert and 
Susanah, She might have been a grandchild,

(It is more likely that the wife of 
William! was Ann Mauldin, though no documentary procf has yot 
been found.)

William and Ann Amos were members of the Church of enaland and 
Our earliest records of their Family are found in the Renister 
of St. John's and St. Georne's Parishes of Harford County, 
Maryland, where births of their childr'n are listed (pp.55, 
62-3, or 37-H, 42-R).* Whether they came directly tn this 
Parish From England or lived elsewhere First, is unknown, 
(There were Amos Families in Virginia much earlier and others 


also just as early in Maryland. ) 


William Amos died in 1759 Dossessing more than 1300 acres in 
Baltimore County. His will was written September 24, 1757 and 


was proven March 10, 1759.

1, William Amos Sen=, of Baltimore 
County in the Province of Maryland, being in perfect mind and 
memory dnd knowing that it is appointed for all men once to 
diey. de for the better Settling of my temporal affairs, make, 
ordain, constitute, and appoint this my last will and testa- 
ment, in manner and form Following - that is to say chiefly 
and First of all - 7{ humbly recommend my soul into the hands 
of its merciful Redeemer and my body to the earth from whence 
it came, wholly trusting in the mercies of my blessed Redeemer 
For a joyful Resurrection at the last Day. And as for my 
worldly Estate wherewith it hath pl-ased God to bless me with- 
all, I give, Dequeath, devise and dispose of in manner and Form 
Following -- 

"Imprimis, I give and bequeath unto my dear and well bee 
loved wife Ann Amas the use of my Swelling #lantation during 
her natural life with the land thereunto belonging and also one 
negro oirl nareg Feeby, to her and hor heirs and the use of all 
my Negroes during her widowhood but in case she marry, then 
my Will is that my Said wife have the one third Part of my

assigns forever and likewise one negro Soy naved Aranaco to his 
heirs and assigns forevir, 

"Item. L£ give and bequeath unto my Son William Amos, after 
the Decease of his mother Ann Amos, the Dwelling lantation 
whereon I now live, being Fart of a tract of land called Clark- 
son's Purchase, containing two hundred acres of land.

William Amos (not Amoss) died in 1759, not 1775, according 

to his gravestone. He was in Baltimore County by 1715 
according to land records, here is no proof of Ann's Family 
name being Mclomas, William* Amoss (1718-1814) married (1) 
Hannah McComas and (2) Martha (Wiley) Bull. There is no 
record of him marrying a Malden, 


Thomas Amos, son of William and Ann, was born November 23, 1713 
(Register of St. John's B.55, 37-R). It is not known whether he 
was born in Maryland or was brought as an infant from England. 
His parents were in Baltimore County by March of 1715 and Thomas 
was registered in St. John's at the same time as a sister and 
two brothers, the latest of their births being 1721, Nodate of 
death or a will has been Found for him and he was never mentioned 
in bends for settlement of estates of his brothers (Harford Co. 
Bonds. 1774-1791), So we presume that he was the first oF his 
generation to die, probably before 1774, No land records are 
Found for him after 1763. Perhaps he disposed of his property 
before death, 


Thomas Amos was married on December 25, 1735 in Baltimore County, 
Maryland, to Elizabeth Day (Register of St. John's p.67, 46-R).

Un June 8, 1739 the will and bond of “illiam Cook was made by 
Hannah Cook with Daniel Scott and Thomas Amos of Baltimore County. 
(Balt. Co. Testamentary Proc. Lib, Sly Pols33) Relationship, if 
any, is not known, 

The widowed -mother-in-law, Elizabeth (Cox) Day married (2) 
Robert Bishop on September 22, 1742, Thomas Amos apparently 
became deeply in debt and mortgaged much of his Property to his 
step-father-in-law and his brother-in-law, Josias Slade, The 


mortgage is dated June 9, 1746: 


"Indenture between Thomas Anas, Carpenter, and ‘‘obert Bishop 
and Josias Slade of the Saic county, Inn holders, whereas, 
Robert Bishop and Josias Slad2 becare security to sundry per- 
sons for leroe sums of money, the amount whereof is uncertain, 
ETC. - to indemnify then, therefore, the said Thom-s Amos, for 
himself and his heirs, assign, bargain, etc. and innke over to 
Robert Bishop and Josias Slade, all the lands, tenaments and 
household qoods and appurtenances hereafter Menti:ned., Viz: -

acres), Amos Desire (49 acres), Amos Delioht (92 acres), and 
Stewarts Neglect (40 acres), all lying in what tie Lord Balti- 
more reserved in this county as rents and leases; at 10 shillings

Nicholas Day Amos, the son of Thomas and Elizabeth (Day), was 
born in daltimore County, Maryland, September 13, 1742 (St, 
John's Parish Register 5.119-R, 147), He, with sixteen other 
Amoses in thet county, took the oath of aliegiance to the Ameri- 
Can colonies in March, 1778, He was appointed ensian in the 
Militia by the House of Delegates on April 3, 1778, and served 
in the Jarrettsburg Company, much of the duties of the Militia 
being to guard the share line of Chesapeake Bay. He was married 
in Baltimore County, October 29, 1761 to “hristiana Ditto (Rag. 
p.222), daughter of Abraham end Mary (Bowles) Ditto. (Gee 

Apx. 3, DITTO FAMILY NOTES) 


Some time prior to 1720, Nicholas Day Amos, with his Family, 
moved to Washington County, Maryland, where the census of that 
year gives his Family as numbering twelve and with two slaves, 
The marriage dates of Nicholas! children are not all available 
but some of his elder children were married by 1790 and there- 
fore not accounted for under his name in the census. It is 
believed that all the children of Nicholas moved to Kentucky. 
Thomas Amos, thought to be the oldest son, had preceded the 
Pamily to Kentucky. He lived in what was then Jefferson County 
and married Catherine Devore there in 1785, But when Nicholas 
came to Kentucky, Thomas also removed ta doursen County, near 
Paris and northeast of Lexington, Nicholas and son Thomas 
purchased land adjoining where "the smyth Run empties intu the 
Hinkston", 


On January 20, 1795 Nicholas Day Amos purchased frrm Abrahan 
Byrd a farm of 100 acres, costing 139 pounds 15 shillinos, 

The deed describes the tract "from 2 maples & sycamore trees 
at mouth of Smythe run 135 poles t95 blue ash, Scaly hickory 


and buckeye in Quens' old line, 65° west 54 poles to hackberry 


& sugar tree, 68° west 22 poles tc buckeye by the side of a 
branch, down said branch, north 65° west 62 poles, 65° west 
54 poles to 2 black ashes 2 white ash on the bank of the 


Hinkston & at mouth of said branch, thence up Hinketon nerth 


5° west 15 poles, north a5? east 158 poles to the beginning". 
This land was on Hinkston Creek between the early pioneer 
village of Ruddle's Mills and Millersburg, Kentucky. His 
children all later settled in and around Ruddle's Mills, a 
very important location in that day. The tax list of 1796 
shows that Nicholes owned 100 acres of First-rate land, two 
Slaves and twelve horses, The census of 1810 of Sourbon 
County lists Nicholas D, Amos, over 4&5, with two slaves 

(no wife). For many years we have erroneously accepted the 
death date of Nicholas D. Amos as being February 13, 1795, 

as given by Lilleston's "Amos Family" but the census information 
of 1810 plus an original document of November 11, 1616 filed 
in the Circuit Court Clerk's office, file box 375, show that 
this date is wrong. This document, to be quoted later, 
mentions that "Nicholas Day Amos died about the month of 
August in the year 1815" and was Piled by most-of his heirs 
against his son, Nicholas, as administrator of the estate, 
Christiana is not mentioned in this document or in the final 
settlement or the census of 1610. So she apparently preceded 
him in death. The sale of his personal property September 135 
1815 amounted to $271.51. 


Where Nicholas and Christiana Amos were buried is not known 
but a visit to the Ruddle's Mills pioneer cemetery "Stonermouth 
Graveyard" gives a clue. On the Nicholas Amos, Jr. lot are 
two apparently very old gravestones. They are exactly alike, 
larger and shaped differently than any others on the lot, and 
with foot stones Similarly shaped. But not one word, letter, 
or figure can be deciphered. The row of stones are in the 
Following order: Kitty Amos d.1863 Cdau.of Nicholas, Jr,j; 
Ann, wife of Nicholes, Jr, 4.1843; Nicholes Jr. d.1847; 

next is one of the large stones; John C. Dimmit d.1863 Cson- 
in-law of Nicholas, Jr.j; Rebecca (Amos) Dimmit d.184- Cdau- 
ghter of Nicholas, dr.J; next is the other large stone; 
Benjamin F. Howard d.1857 Chusband of Minerva Dimmit, ogrand- 


daughter of Nicholas, Jr.j

For as much therefore as your orators and oratrixes are 
Temediless in obtaining distribution of said slaves by the 
Tules of lew and can anly be relieved in a Court of Equity, 
They pray that said administrator to Nicholas Amas may be made 
defendent to tais bill and thet cn his corporal oath he may be 
compelled to answer allegations of this bill as if herein 
again repeated and investigatcd and that on a Pinal hearing of 
the cause your Honor may order and decree a sale of said slaves 


according to law; and they prey for such other and further 
relief as the equity belongs and your orators and ...etc." 


Quoted from Scott Papers, p.121: 

"The answer of Nicholes Amos, son and heir and administrator 
of Nicholas 0, Amos deceased to a bill in Chancery exhibited 
against him by the remaining heirs of said Nicholas D, Amos 
deseased in the Sourbon Circuit Court: 

This defendent Swearing etc. for answer to so much of said 
bill as he is advised to be - to answ:r unto says = th=t the 
Said Nicholas 0. Amos did die intestate possessed of some 
personal estate and the slaves in the bill set forth - that 
this defendant did edminister on his estate - that the 
complainents are with this defendant and the heirs of said 
decedant, and as are entitled to distribution in the order 
and proportion alledged in this bill and he does not know any 
obsticale to distribution except as to the Said slaves, which 
this defendent cennot distribute owing to the numbers of the 
slaves and said nenroes not agreeing - nor does he think him- 
self authorized to sell them there being no debts requiring, 
unless directed by Court of Chencery so to do to an order he 
is willing to conform, and consents to an immediate threat to 
the cause without waiting the ordinary form of law and he is 
willing to sell if ordered to do so at any time after Christmas 
next.

wWilliam@ amos, son of William? and Ann, was born March 2, L718 
in Saltimore County, Maryland (Register of St. John's p.55,37-R), 
He died February 26, 1814 and is buried in the Quaker churchyard 
at Fallston, Maryland, His gravestone reads: "William Amos 

3rd month 3rd day 1718 - 2nd month 26th day 1614. Founder of 
Little Falls Meeting." 


In 1739 he married Hannah McComas, She was born April. 6, 1723, 
the daughter of William and Hannah McComas ( Register p.42-R), 
The will of william tcComas was written September 21, 1747 and 
was filed January 30, 1748 (Balt. Wills. Lib.25, Fol.488). It 
names wife Hannah, sons Daniel, Solomon, Moses, Aaron, William 
and John, daughter Elizabeth Tredwey, daughter Eleanor Miles, 
and daughter Hannah, wife of William Amos.

This family must be accepted as that of William’, son of 
William and Ann, as this date of 1754 with these small children 
could not fit anyone but William?, Note that the first girl 
evidently was named for his mother, Ann Amos, and the second 
For his wife Hannah and her mother, Hannah McComas, Thus they 
indicated the distinction of the two names Ann and Hannah, 


Some researchers have used these two names synonymously,. 


Mauldin Amos, born December 25, 1747 (Md. Genealogical Bul, 


V.3,0.29), claimed to be a son of this William, is still not 

a solved problem, If Hannah, daughter of William? was born in 
October ar December 27, 1747, one or the other birthdate is in 
error if both are children of William, Note that Mauldin is 
not listed as a son' he above record of 1754, 


Several earlier publications have greatly confused the names, 
dates, and families of William! and William, We hope to 
correct some of these errors and sincerely hope that we do not 
add to them, 


There are many sources of information about William*amos and 
his connections with the Pounding of Little Falls Meeting of

The will of william amos” was written November 18, 1801 and 
proved March 8, 1814, It is recorded at the Hall of Records 
and the Following is transcribed from a photostat of that 
record (Harford Co. Wills. Lib, AJ#C, Fol.316-7): 


WILLIAM AMOSS 


This Eighteenth day of Eleventh Month Eighteen Hundred and 
Une. I, “illiam Amoss of Harford County in the State of Mary-

The information on the Amoss family was written by my good friend, 
Alva Mary Amoss. She is the grandaughter of Lemuel Amoss, Her hus- 
band, William Hamilton Amoss is the grandson of Hamilton Amoss. It 
goes without saying that she has a valid interest in the Amoss family. 
Alva Mary has and is doing quite a lot of research on genealogy at the Hall 
of Records in Annapolis. Bill is in the Maryland House of Delegates so 
she has an opportunity to go there quite often (when she is not teaching). 
In her work there she found a reference to the family Bible in the possession 
of William T. Watson of Fallston. We suppose that this referred to my

Obituary 
William Amos 1717 - 1814 


Departed thie life in Harford County in Maryland on the 26th day of the 2nd 
month, 1814 in the 97th year of his age, William Amos, a much revered member 
of the Society of Friends, and seventy-six (76) years a minister thereof, It was 
in the early part of his life, while exercising the function of an officer in the 
militia, that it wag revealed to him that the Kingdom of Christ wae a "peaceful 
Kingdom." Therefore conferring not with flesh and blood, he was obedient to 
the Heavenly vision, resigned his commission and united himeelf in religious 
fellowship with the Socicty of Friends, hath ever since continued hia exertions, 
Succesafully we believe both by precepts and example to turn men to righteous - 
ness. His own life wag indeed an exemplication of meekness, piety, resignation, 
benevolence and charity, He was a great promoter of peace and justice, and 
was frequently called on by his fellow citizens to perform the Christian cuty of 
mediator, and he had the Satisfaction to find that his exertions to restore har- 
mony were very generally crowned with success, Inthe year 1806 as many of 
his descendants as could be conveniently notified, were convened at his particu- 
lar request, in Friends Meeting House on Lombard Street in Baltimore, to the 
number of about one hundred and fifty, when he very pathetically and affectionately, 
addressed them on the subject of their everlasting welfare, One of his great-great- 
grandchildren wae present on this occasion. This venerable patriarch was the 
father of a numerous Progeny, amounting it ia believed to nearly 300, The 
following is a correct return of them so far as hath been ascertained: children 16; 
grand-children 92; §reat-grand-children 8, Total 250,

DARCY 


Edward Darcy and his wife Anne came from England to Virginia about 1636. In 
1649 with his family he settled on the banks of the Severn River in Anne Arundel 
County, Maryland. He, with others, was drowned in a boating accident on the 
Chesapeake Bay off Kent Island in the summer of 1659, His three sons Joshua, 
Colonel Edward, and Captain John, wrote their name Dorsey and were quite prom- 
inent in Maryland colonial history. His daughter Sarah married Matthew Howard, 
son of Matthew and Ann Howard. 


(Ancestral line now follows the Howard family) 
HOWARD 


1, MATTHEW HOWARD of England and his wife Anne emigrated to Virginia 
shortly after the year 1630 and settled in Norfolk County, where in 1638 he was 
granted 150 acres of land by King Charles 1. In 1650 he also received a grant 
from Maryland authorities on the banks of the Severn River in Anne Arundel 
County. He died intestate prior to 1659, He had eight children: Samuel, John, 
Cornelius, Matthew, Elizabeth, Anne, Philip, and Mary. Several of his sons 
were prominent in the early history of Maryland. 

2. MATTHEW HOWARD was born in Norfolk County, Virginia, about the year 
16 and prior to 1667 had removed with his wife Sarah Dorsey, daughter of 
Edward Darcy, to the banks of the Severn River in Anne Arundel County, Maryland, 
Here he became a large land holder and quite prominent. In his will probated in 
Anne Arundel County Jan. 12, 1692, he mentions his sons John, and Matthew, 
and daughter Sarah Worthington. He is also said to have had a son Samuel, who 
probably died in early life.

It's been many years since I've written to you, and I hope you are in 
good health and have been making some progress in your McComas genealogy. 
I hadn't done much with it for many years until we decided to take a trip 
to Britain last year. 


I tried to contact Samuel McComas to see if we could see him, but 
through a roundabout process we finally discovered he had moved to Cumber- 
nauld.j Fortunately he was able to see us a few hours one evening when we 
were staying at a hotel in Coatbridge. In fact, he drove over and picked 
uS up and took us back at the end of the evening. We had a good chat, 
and he showed us his computer containing his McComas records, which we 
hope will eventually be of great help to all of us, He didn't have any- 
thing further on the place of origin of our Daniel, but he did convince me 
that the McComas family is part of the MacThomas Clan, and I have recently 
written to the U. S. Secretary of the MacThomas Clan Society. Have you 
had any correspondence with Samuel, and does he have your McComas infor- 
mation for inclusion in his computer? 


What I am really writing about is something I discovered in going over 
my NicComas records recently, We have a large McComas chart (24" x 30") 
showing mainly some of the descendants of Alexander-3 (Alexander-2, Daniel-1). 
We received this chart back in 1982 from Reatha McComas (unmarried) in Har- 
ford County. It shows spouses and children where known, but not many dates. 
Tt was drawn by Katherine Childress Little and is based on information 
then in the hands of Cardiff McComas, Charles H. McComas, Sr., and Ellen 
Shillinger, but I don't have the current addresses of any of these people, 
if they are still living. If you don't have this dhart and would like to 
have a copy, I'll have one made and send it to you. I hope to write to 
one or more of these people or their descendants some day. Are you already 
in touch with any of them? 

The first thing on this chart that caught my eye was the name of 
Susan Amoss as the wife of Alexander-3 (Alexander-2, Daniel-1). 1 had 
never seen that before, and I cannot tie her into any of my Amos records. 
According to my estimates, she would have been born about 1724, which would 
have put her at the age of the children of the first William Amos, But 
her baptism doesn't seem to appear among the others. So if she really was 
the wife of this Alexander McComas, whose daughter was she? Do you know 
anything about her? 


The second unusual thing I noticed on this chart was that they list 
the férst wife of Alexander McComas-2 (Daniel-1) as Elizabeth Preston, 
rather than Blizabeth Day, as you gave it to me many years age, 


The third item of discrepancy is the wife of Alexander-4 (Alexander-3, 
Alexander-2, Daniel-1). I had her name as Susannah -------- from Samuel 
McComas, but on this chart it is given as Mary Streett, 


If you can give me any information on these matters, I'll] be very 
grateful.

we're not sure, We'll try to get one for you through the oublisher. 


Just over a year ago, through a second cousin here in Minnesota, we 
received an old quilt that was made nearly 200 years ago by the "Mistress 
Alizabeth" of the book and was oassed on generation after generation to the 
oldest daughter of the family. It is the "Grandmother's Flower Garden! aat- 
tern and is very beautiful. It is in amazingly good condition, although it 
did require some repair work, and now it rests on our bed every day as a 
bedspread. 


Now, about Slizabeth's line back to "William Amos of ingland." As you 
See, we are sending copies of the family group sheets for the full line, but 
here it is in summary:

Elizabeth wes a kindefgarten teacher before our marriaze, and more 
recently, of course, has been the author of seven books, the most recent 
being Dead End Bluff, And what of You, Josephine Charlotte? and Just One 
Indian Boy. David started as a heating and ventilating engineer, but then 
becane a Baptist minister. For 29 years before he retired at the end of 
1979 he was the executive director of the Greater Minneanolis Council of 
Churches, “e have two sons: Jim is unmarried and lives in Minneanolis. 
Tom lives in Chicago and is married, but he and his wife haven't srovided 
us with any. grandchildren yet!

Dear Elizabeth and David: 


We are very happy to hear from you folks again and to get your comments on some 
of the material we had on the Amos clan. We hope that the weather back there is 
starting to think of springtime, and let up a little on all you folks who have 
been taking the Weatherman's left jabs all winter long. Our problem out here is 
too much sunshine and not enough rain. None since Christmas Day when 2 inches 

came down to drench the area. Some of the grain is already showing the light tan 
burned spots, and the crop will be short this year if we don't get some, and soon, 


Just now it seems that the genealogy correspondence has slowed a little. And that is 
just vight for us, we are busy with other things right now. But it seems that we do 
get a number of requests for information that take some study to answer. We don't 
mind that at all, for we love to be of help to some one. You mentioned that putting 
your system of reference into use for material already in files is taking time. We 
know how that goes. We should have carded everything when we first started working 
but did not do that, and now it seems an almost impossible job. Have some of our 
Drake line on cards, but have not started on the Amos except for our family, and 
back about three generations. 


Thank you for the Address of Mrs. Bull. T was just looking through our Amos material 
and I ran into a copy of the Amos Genealogy material she prepared in 1938. I had 
better not mention that to her when I write, but I would like to know about what her 
age was when she started gathering Amos material. Glad that you found some items to 
clear up the Joshua and John Amos marriages. I still have not been able to get up 

to the LDS library and order the film for the parishes as yet. But I'll get to it 
soon. I have had to work on settling an estate and help a widow lady with her taxes.

You mentioned the John Amos as being doubtful for the Wm/l Amos family. I still 
have him in the doubtful colum also, but I am wondering when it appears the other 
Amos families were in Anne Arundel Co. and St Mary's Counties, that this fellow 
appears in the St.John's and St. George's Parish. Maurine Schmitz says that she 
does not accept him as a part of the Wm/1 family until someone finds a birth entry 
for him showing such. That is a pretty solid basis alright, but I am trying to find 
the direction to look, and I think it will have to be with the Harford Co. group. 

I think that would be a gad one to pose to Mrs. Bull. 


I note the three that you list as other Amos families. With that in mind I made a copy 
of the IGE ( LDS Church Iternational Genealogical Index) which shows the Amos for 
Maryland that they have in microfiche. The Ludigate in mentioned alright, and so 

is Sarah, but with a different birth date. Hope you find something in this that 
might be useful. Sorry that the copy did not come out better, but the type of paper 
that the microfiche is reproduced on is not the best. The colums B,E, and 5. are 
for noting their Temple Work, and the Batch and Serial are numbers that can be used 
to pet a film with those entries on. I have done that previously when I wanted to 
see something in the line and who submitted the material. By the way, we are not 
Mormons, we belong to the Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod, but we are not above 
using their material as long as they provide it for free. 


As for the will of Robert Clarke, copies are enclosed. A lady who lives in Camp 
Springs, MD., and used to be a librarian at the Library of Congress helped us get these 
by getting the references, and even ordering one. You will note that one of the 

Robert Clark's does not seem to fit, that is the one from Bush River Upper Hundred. 
But when ordering, we did not know which was which. Salina Clark of course is ours. 


We are happy to know that you folks are planning a trip east. We hope that you will 
get to work a little genealogy while back that way. We would suggest too that you 
try to drop in on Alva Mary Amos. She was the one who told us of the Book about 
Josephine Charlotte and she was enthusiastic about it. She teaches school and her 
husband is an actioneer, and had been, and may still be, the delegate from the Sth 
District. She said that she sometimes accompanied him to Annapolis and did some 
research while he attended to state business. There are two other Amos' who live 
just across the road from her, her uncle and a cousin. So if you do go there you 
would be right among the Amos Clan and who knows, you just might meet one of them 
if you opened up the right closet! We wish that we could make a trip back there 

and spend a little time working the family genealogy. But we are having to be 

very careful now, for Ruth does not seemto Set her strength back as she should. 

We are hoping that we will be able to make the trip into Wisconsin alright and 
will have to take time for plenty of rest for her. We changed the time to Jun/July 
for we do not want to miss the election out here in June. We always vote and we had 
one sad experience trying to get absentee ballots forwarded to uS, SO we want to 
make the vote personnaly this time. We wont promise that we will make it over your 
way, but we will keep you in mind and let you know the trip progresses. And we may 
be able to come by for a short stop. We will be driving our motor home, not a real 
1 ong one, only 22 feet, and of course that makes a problem parking, but it looks 
like you are on a community street somewhat out from the center of town, and we might 
have no problem there. Of course we live in it when we are on the road, and thus 
have our bed and board with us at all times, plus that little room that one misses 
so when traveling by car! 


We have had contact with you sister. She was good enough to give us a call one 

day and we had a good short visit. She sounded like she was happy to be out here 
where there is sunshine instead of snow. They live about seven miles from us to 

the west. We don't get out much for visiting, mainly because it is so hard for Ruth 
to hear. She has nerve loss in both ears and we have just had to get two new hearing 
aids for her. She can hear somewhat better now but still cannot make out the sermon 
at church. We get along together quite well for she is used to me, but even then 
there are times when I talk too loud even though I try to exercise seven times the 
patience of Job! We are getting along quite well really, our 5lst anniversary went 
by the 28th of last December and we look forward to many more.

The site of Dundridge ia very much older than the house, The nresent house 
must have been altered an@ added to by everyowner since the 12th Century, 
The main part of the house as seen today wis completed by about 1750, 
Dundridge was originally an early mediaeval hell, at this time individual 
bedrooms were excertional and the servants slept in the great hall .There 
were ob serarate rooms, the house being a great barnlike structure, These 
houses must have resembled some of the barns remaining today.As time went 
on, better accamodation was provided and the "Solar or ereat chamber was 
made, this is a private bed-sitting room fof the owner and hi: family 
built above stairs.From the french (soal beam) .This tem is mentioned many 
times in the Baldwin wills of Dundridge.In the days when long timbers 
were not-easily obtainable, oak being used exclusively and eetuxmertx pine 
not yet imported - except as boards for wainscotting fram the 3% th Century 
stwards, the problem of roofing a wide building was solved by the erection 
of an &isled hali,In this, the span was subdivided by two lines of posts 
or arcades. It was a very old method Gating from Saxon times & earlier, 
These arcades were then Floored ané invidkal rooms built on.

A HISTORY OF 


BRACHE MANOR undoubtedly belonged at one 
time to the royal manor of Luton, for whilst the lat- 
ter was in the possession of William Marshal earl of 
Pembroke (who held Luton between 1214 and 1231) 
he granted a yearly rent of 20s. from his mill at Brache 
to St. Paul’s Cathedral for prayers for the soul of his 
late wife Alice de Bethune. By 1282 it had be- 
come the property of the Kendales, who held it of the 
heirs of Joan de Mohun,™ for in that year Jordan 
de Kendale granted to Andrew de Ia Brache lands 
in Brache for his life. After the acquisition 
of Woodcroft manor by Robert de Kendale in 
1310 it followed the same descent as that manor (q.v.) 
until the sixteenth century. It is called a manor in 
1531 when it was held by William Markham in 
right of his wife Frances, daughter of William 
Cockayne.

St. Albans cer- 
tainly appears to have tried to 
enforce some claim on Farley, 
which lay adjacent to its own 
manor of Dallow, for in 1505 
George Rotherham (whose son 
is found later as lessee of the 
manor) wrote to Pierre Caurel, 
master of the hospital of Sant- 
ingfeld, warning him that the 
‘abbot of St. Albans had en- 
tered upon his lands at Farley 
and dispossessed the tenants. 
The master in reply desired 
Rotherham to sue the abbot, 
as the place had belonged to Santingfeld from time 
immemorial.” 

George Rotherham, as appears in a manuscript 
of 1554, had the manors on a gz years’ lease 
from the crown, dating from 1522, but before it 
expired his son George received a grant in fee of 
Farley and Whiperley from 
Queen Elizabeth in 1554." 
George Rotherham held these 
manors at his death in 1594, 
when his son George succeeded 
him,™ being followed on his 
death in 1632 by his son 
George. In 1698 and also 
in 1707 Thomas Rotherham, 
probably a grandson of the Jast~ 
named George, still held this 
estate," which by 1783 had 
passed to John Sharpe Palmer.” E 
He transferred it to the marquess of Bute, who held 
it in 1815.8 Lord Bute sold it some time previous 
to 1855 to Mr. Crawley, whose family holds it at the 
present day.” 

The manor of FENNELS GROVE, which derives

GREATHAMPSTEAD, later khown as FAL-

Rotherham doth now inhabit together with the ap- 
purtenances known as New, Woodfield, Ponds Close, 
Stockwood Close, Woodyard Close, Slipp, and High- 
wood,’ 3 

Luke Norton held the property until 1658, but 
between that date and 1707 it had passed to Richard 
Crawley, whose representative, Mr. Francis Crawley, 
holds it at the present day.” 

The house built by John Crawley about 1740 is 
a rectangular brick building with stone dressings, of 
two stories and an attic, with a balustraded parapet 
and hipped roof. The principal entrance is on the 
north-east, under a pillared portico, and the central 
bays of the east and south fronts are set forward 
slightly from the general wall-face. The house has a 
central hall with a stair on the west side, and to the 
west, or more accurately, north-west, lie the offices 
and stables, The garden is on the south and west, 
and running due northwards from a point in front of 
the house is a fine avenue. The ground is high, 
nearly the whole of the park being 500 ft. or more 
above sea-level. 

The parish of Luton also contained twelve other 
manors, or so-called manors. BAJLIFF’S MANOR, 
which was probably never organized on a true 
manorial basis, does not appear until the sixteenth 
century, when it was held of Luton Hoo (q.v.) with 
the exception of the gate-house, an orchard, and one 
acre of land, which were said to be held of Brache 


* manor (q.v.).7% 


The known descent of this manor is as follows :— 
In 1542 Henry Bradshaw and Joan his wife trans-. 
ferred it to Thomas Field, who died in 1556—7,™ 
and whose son, James Field, died in possession of the 
manor, leaving a son George,** and between this date 
and 1638 it passed to Sir Robert Napier, and so be- 
came one of the members of Luton manor (q.v.).** It 
is mentioned by name in a Recovery Roll of 1815, 
but at the present day its identity is lost.*” 

No reference at all has been found to an overlord-

ship in BENNET’S MANOR, and the estate itself 
does not appear until 1504, when ‘Thomas Rother- 
ham died seised of it.** The Rotherhams retained 
it until 1573, when it was transferred by George 
Rotherham to John Franklin,™ who was succeeded 
by Richard Franklin, whose son, Sir John Franklin, 
held the manor in 1622.7” 
After this date there is a gap 
of 150 years, and the manor 
reappears in 1797 in a con- 
veyance from Edward South- 
ouse to John Sowerby,” and 
Mr. Sowerby of Putteridge 
Park at the present day owns 
property in Stopsley which re- 
presents this manor. 5 

The origin of BISCOTT 
MANOR, later held of Dallow 
manor (g.v.), may be sought 
with some show of reason in 
the land of 5 ‘manentes’ or 
tenants in Luton, which jit is recorded were granted 
by Offa, king of Mercia, in 792 a.p, to St. Albans 
Abbey, which he had founded in the previous year.” 

Between 792 and the date of the Domesday Survey 
Biscott was alienated from the abbey, for at the latter 
date it is given among the king’s lands, and was 
assessed at 5 hides. It was held by Edwin, a man of 
Asgar the staller, and was declared to have been sepa- 
rated by Ralph Taillebois from the hundred in which 
it was formerly assessed, and added to Luton on 
account of the additional payment. 

It remained crown property until 1115, when, on 
the occasion of the dedication of the restored abbey 
charch of St. Albans, Henry I gave to Abkot Richard 
the manor of Biscott.** The abbey, however, did 
not Jong retain the manor, for during the abbacy of 
John de Cella, and in the reign of John, i.e. between 
1199~1214, a grant was made to Robert Fitz Walter 
of 10 librates of land, chiefly in Biscott.2*

authenticity of Offa’s charter, which is to 
be found in the Auctarium Additamento- 
tium (Chron, et Mem. No. 57, vii, 5) is 
not above suspicion, The following 
reasons may be given for identifying the 
5 manses of Offa's charter with the later 
Domesday Manor of Biscott :—(i) There 
are two documents, formerly belonging to 
St. Albans, containing enumerations of 
Offa's grant to the abbey, and in both of 
these where the name Luton (Lygetun) 
might have been expected it is absent, 
but in both cases the mention of a par- 
ticular property Bisshopescote occurs. Of 
these two documents, one is to be found 
in the Gesta Abbas, i, 507, and the other 
is a list of benefactions compiled by 
Thomas Walsingham (1377-1422) (Cott. 
MSS. Nero, D. vii, fol. 4). _ (ii) Biscott, 
though king’s land, is given in Domesday 
as a separate manor with a distinctive 
name. This implies that it could not 
long have been crown property, or it would 
have become absorbed in the royal manor 
which surrounded it.

A dispute had arisen between 
the abbot and Fitz Walter about a wood 
at Northaw, and the latter had induced 
William Pygun,.‘a traitorous monk’ of 
the abbey, by stealth to seal a false charter, 
proving Fitz Walter's claim, with the 
abbey seal, The perfidy of Pygun, who 
had a personal grudge against the abbot, 
was discovered, and he was sent to the 
cell at Tynemouth, where his horrible 
death while in a state of drunkenness is 
described. Meanwhile Fitz Walter became 
conscience stricken, the forged charter 
was burnt, and a reconciliation took place 
between him and the abbot, who made 
him the above-mentioned grant in Biscott 


(Gesta Abbat. [Rolls Ser.], i, 220), 
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it continued to be held of them as of their manor 
of Dallow in Luton ; it is mentioned as so held in 
1327 and again in 1531.27 Subsequent to the dis- 
solution of the abbey it continued to be held of 
Dallow, the last mention of the overlordship occurring 
in 1644.78 

Robert Fitz Walter, to whom Biscott manor thus 
passed, was one of the twenty-five barons appointed 
to enforce the fulfilment of Magna Charta. He was 
outlawed and temporarily deprived of his Possessions 
On to occasions—in 1212 and again in 12162” 
Whether, after these alienations, Biscott was ever 
restored to him does not appear, and no record has 
been found of the manor until 1289, when Hugh 
de Philibert granted to William de Bereford £9 16s. 
rent in Biscott, together with all services of those 
holding in the manor” 

In 1327 William de Bereford, probably the original 
grantee, died seised of £9 gs. 4d. rent in Biscott, 
received from eleven free tenants, leaving a son 
Edmund as heir The manor was held in 1386 
by his son Baldwin de Bereford,*” who in 1401 made 
a settlement of the manor, in the event of his dying 
without heirs, on the heirs of Joan, Agnes, and Alice, 
sisters of his father Edmund? 

Biscott was held by Elizabeth, widow of Baldwin 
de Bereford, during her lifetime, but by 1419 the 
reversion had passed to Ralph 
Bush (in right of his wife 
Eleanor), who in that year 
conveyed it by fine to William 
Acworth. 

John Acworth was holding 
the manor in 1500,%8 and was 
followed by a son George, who, 
dying in 1531, left as heir a 
son, also George Acworth2% 
He sold the manor in 1 548~9 
to John Dormer, citizen and 
mercer of London,” who in 
the following year transferred 
it to William Harper, citizen 
and merchant tailor of London, by whom it was sold 
in 1555 to John Alley2° His son Francis conveyed 
Biscott manor to Edward Wingate ‘in 1593 by way 
of mortgage,*" which was foreclosed in 1595, when 
the manor became the property of Edward Wingate. 
At his death in 1598 it passed to his son George?

an alienation, for in 1513 John Sylam died in pos- 
session of the manor, leaving four daughters as co- 
heirs, Elizabeth Mattock, Agnes Croswayte, Joan 
Snow, and Mary Locks” It passed eventually to the 
Jast-named, subsequently married to Robert Cheyne, 
who in 1546 conveyed the manor into the hands of 
trustees on the occasion of the marriage of his son 
Thomas with Elizabeth Rotherham.

In 1504 Thomas Rotherham died seised-of two 


~-estates in Luton called EAST HYDE and WEST 
HYDE MANORS** His son Thomas held the 


same property at his death in 1565,"°and as no further 
mention has been found, the presumption is that 
they became absorbed in the larger estate which the 
Rotherhams owned in Luton. 

The property which later became known as LAL~ 
LEFORD MANOR first appears in 1425 as the 
possession of Joan Waleys, and is then described as 
Jands and tenements called Lalleford, of whom held it 
was not known,™” and in 1447 as 40s. rent called 
Lalleford fee. It followed the same descent as 
Brache manor, and subsequent to its transfer to Sir 
Robert Napier in 1602 is described as a manor.” It 
is mentioned by name in a Recovery Roll of 1815 as 
part of the Luton estate, but has since become ab- 
sorbed in the larger manor, and no trace of it exists 
at the present day.¥° 

The history of LANGLEYS MANOR is exactly 
identical with that of Picks (q.v.) until the beginning 
of the seventeenth century. It is mentioned in 1600 
with that manor as the property of George Rother- 
ham, but does not appear in the conveyance of 
Picks and other manors by Sir John Rotherham to 
Sir Robert Napier. Davis, in his history of Luton, 
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says this property was sold by John Rotherham in 
1721 to Lady Elizabeth Napier for £2,000, which 
would imply that the Rotherhams continued to hold 
it long after they had parted with their other Luton 
property.3” 

The manor of LEWSEY belonged to the prioress 
of Markyate during the thirteenth century. The 
record of the original grant has not been found, but 
it seems probable that it was bestowed on Markyate 
by St. Albans, which owned extensive lands in 
Luton, and whose Abbot Geoffrey was instrumental 
in founding the priory in 114528 At the time of 
the Taxatio of 1291 Markyate owned lands and rent 
worth £3 os. 144. in ¢ Levesey,’ ** which by 1535 had 
increased to £4.* Itremained crown property until 
1545, when it was granted to George Acworth, 
who owned Biscott manor (q.v.), and till 1718 fol- 
lowed the same descent as that manor, like it passing 
to the Wingate family. In pursuance of a settlement 
made by John Wingate in 1643 the reversion of 
Lewsey manor passed to his second son George, who 
must have been considerably under age at the time of 
his father’s death,” whose two daughters (Elizabeth 
married to John Pomfret'in 1692 and Mary married 
to George Snagge in 1700) acquired joint possession 
of the manor in 1679.¥8 George Snagge retained 
his wife’s moiety in the manor until 1741 when he 
transferred it to John Miller John Pomfrete and 
his wife held their half of the manor certainly as late 
as 1747, but in 1771 Henry Wagstaffe and John 
Peck alienated it to John Miller, son of the above ° 
John, who thus acquired the whole of the manor, 
and from him it was acquired in 1782 by the trus- 
tees of the duke of Bedford.®*- 

It remained as part of the ducal estates until the 
middle of the nineteenth century, when it was pur- 
chased by Mr. Anstey, whose son at present owns this 
property. 

A property called NORWOOD MANOR washeld 
by Thomas Rotherham in 1504,!* and by his son 
Thomas in 1565.5 In 1573 Thomas Catesby alien- 
ated Stopsley manor, together with Norwood, to Sir 
George Norton,** but no further reference has been 
found to the property. 

It seems probable that in PLENTIJES MANOR is 
to be found the most ancient seat of the Crawleys. 
The first mention that occurs of it is in 1519, when 
the will of John Crawley of Luton contzins the

Manor at that date he retained Greathampstead 
Someries, which he sold to his son-in-law Sir Francis 
Crawley in 1629," whose family retained it, according 
to Nichols, until 1724, when it was purchased from 
them by Sir John Napier, and thus became attached 
to Luton manor.s* 

When the latter was sold in 1763 Someries was 
called a capital messuage or farm,* and a farm of this 
name exists at the present day, but the manor is 
completely absorbed in Luton?

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PULLOXHILL 


Polochessele (xi cent.) ; Pullokeshull (xii, 
cents.). 

The parish of Pulloxhill, which contains the village 
of the same name and part of the hamlet of Green- 
field, has an area of 1,627 acres, of which 510} 
consist of arable land, 953 of permanent grass, and 
14 of woods and plantations.'! The soil, which is of 
strong clay with a subsoil of clay, produces wheat, 
barley, beans and peas; the country is divided into 
fields of moderate size, the hedgerows often including 
rows of fine elms, 

The village, which is surrounded by small orchards 
and gardens, is grouped round the main street which 
follows the line of a broad ridge of land running in 
a south-westerly direction to a point about 342 ft. 
above sea-level, on which the church is placed. 
Several roads diverge from the village, connecting it 
with Greenfield in the west, Higham Bury in the 
south, and Kitchen End Farm in the east. The highest 
part of the parish is Higham Bury where it reaches 
362 ft. above the ordnance datum, the lowest part 
being near Kitchen End which lies 187 ft, above the 
same datum. The village js placed on a slight 
elevation, with lower lying ground surrounding it, 
with a fall to the north where Upbury Moat is 
situated—the site of the former manor of Beeches and 
Upbury. At Greenfield is a mill, the successor 
probably of that held by Woburn Abbey of Dunstable. 
At present the village is lighted by electricity generated 
by a dynamo attached to the steam engine of the mill. 

The inhabitants of Pulloxhill made complaint in 
1636 that several assessments for ship-money had 
lately been laid upon them by the then late and present 
sheriffs of the county, and that it grieved them. all 
the more sorely because they had paid their con- 
tribution with so much loyalty. The Privy Council, 
to whom the complaint was made, sent it to the 
sheriffs of Bedfordshire for redress, 

In 1680 gold quartz was discovered at Pulloxhill,

Flitton (q.v.). In 1552 mention is first made of the 
manor of Upbury in connexion with that of Beeches.3 
Its origin is not known, but it is invariably mentioned 
afterwards in conjunction with Beeches manor. 

Thomas Morgan, who acquired the manors of 
Bilkemore, Beeches, and Blandells in Silsoe (q.v.), 
settled the manors of Beeches and Upbury on George 
Fitz, alias Wharton, in 1 567,” on the occasion of the 
latter’s marriage with Ann, the eldest daughter of 
Peter Duckett. George Fitz died in 1608," but 
before his death he made a settlement of the manors 
to his own use for life, and after his death to the use 
of his niece Ann Briers, wife of Sir William Briers, 
and her heirs, and then to the use of George Whar- 
ton. ‘The manors then followed the same descent as 
the manors of Pulloxhill and Greenfield (q-v.). The 
last mention of them occurs in 1700, when John 
Coppin was lord. They were probably sold by him 
to the duke of Kent at the same time that the latter 
acquired the manors of Pulloxhill and Greenfield 
and the adyowson of Pulloxhill Church, and as no 
Separate mention of them again occurs they were 
probably merged in the larger manors of Pulloxhill 
and Greenfield. The name of Upbury, however, 
still survives in Upbury Moat, which marks the site 
where the manor-house formerly stood. 

Another estate in Pulloxhill, which towards the end 
of the thirteenth century became known as the manor 
of KITCHEN, originated in the land held in 1284 
by Richard Wiscard of the abbot of St, Albans,* At 
the Dissolution the overlordship passed to the crown, 
and was afterwards attached to the manor of the 
Rectory, of which the manor of Kitchen was held in 
1608," 

In 1284, Richard Wiscard held 1 hide of the 
abbot, and this estate, which was of the same extent 
in 1362 and 1486, was known in 1295 as the manor 
of Kitchen. In that year it was alienated by Richard 
Wiscard to Master John de Lacy, from whom it 
passed to Robert de Hakeneye and Katherine his wife, 
who in 1329 conveyed it to Robert de Bilkemore and 
Anastasia his wife,° the manor subsequently being 
known by the name of Bilkemore or Kitchens, In 
1348 Robert and Anastasia conveyed the manor to 
David son of Bartholomew de Flitwick to their own 
use for life, with remainder after their deaths to Sir 
John de Lylebone, Sibyl his wife, and their heirs.‘? 
Robert de Bilkemore was dead by 1361,8 and the 
manor passed to Sir John de Lylebone, who settled 
it on Henry Pyres and his heirs in 1383. 

The claim of the Bilkemore family was renewed

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Elizabeth the matter was again the cause of a quarrel. 
Zt was then said that Edward VI had granted the 
manor to Robert Brocas of Horton, and that Thomas 
Kent had conveyed his interest to John Robbins, the 
father of John Robbins now pleading. John Robbins 
was to purchase the reversion in fee of the lease of 
the manor from Robert Brocas for £260, which was 
paid, whereupon Bernard Brocas, son and heir of 
Robert, refissed to assure the reversion to John 
Robbins. 

The manor is next found in the hands of Richard 
Page, who conveyed it to William Briers in 1623; 
a moiety passed to Briers Crofts, heiress of Sir William 
Briers, on the death of the latter in 1653,° while the 
other moiety was retained by Arabella, widow of 
Sir William, as her dower. ‘The manor then followed 
2 descent identical with that of the manors of Pulloxhill 
and Greenfield, and was probably sold to the duke of 
Kent between 1710 and 1716 by John Coppin. 
The manorial rights are vested at the present day in 
Lord Lucas and Dingwall, a descendant of the duke 
of Kent. 

In the thirteenth century William de Faldho held 
land in Pulloxhill under the lordship of Aimery of 
St. Amand, to whom the barony of Cainhoe had 
passed by intermarriage with the de Albinis. This 
holding is described as 1 hide when it is first men- 
tioned in 1286," and the same property was probably 
included in the knight’s fee held by him jointly with 
William Pyrot ¢. 1240." Matilda, one of the heirs 
of Faldho, married Walter de Ja Haye, who held the 
property until his death in 1295, when, in the absence 
of any claim on the part of his heirs, some unnamed 
heirs of William de Faldho entered into the property & 
and held it in 1302. William son of William de 
Keynes of Faldho died seised ‘of it in 1336, when it 
passed to his aunts, ‘Christina, Emma, Margery, and 
Alice. Robert de Wodemancote, the husband of 
Emma, and Simon Drye held in 1346 the hide which 
the heirs of William de Faldho formerly held.” After 
this date there is no further mention of the holding, 
which was probably absorbed in one of the manors in 
Pulloxhill. 

‘The prior of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem 
also held Jand in Pulloxhill of Aimery of St. Amand. 
In 1284 William de Bray, Richard Wiscard, and 
Robert son of Sampson were holding 1 hide from the 
prior,” and in 1286 the prior claimed view of frank- 
pledge over his nine tenants in Pulloxhill." In 1302 
and in 1346 the prior and his tenants were still hold- 
ing 1 hide.* In 1540, when Sir Richard Longe was 
granted the lordship of Shyngay, he was also given the 
possession of the Knights Hospitallers in many places, 
and acquired their Jand in Pulloxhill 3° after which 
no further trace of the holding can be found, 

There wasa capital messuage and farm in Pulloxhill 
which in the reign of Elizabeth was the subject of a 
dispute between Reginald Callopp and Henry Steven 
and Thomas Kinge.* The former claimed the capital 
messuage and farm called Pulloxhill in Flitton and 
Pulloxhill by royal grant ; probably he gained his 
cause, as on his death in 1590 he left lands in Pullox-

Richard in 1623 con- 
veyed a messuage, dovecote, garden, and orchard, &c., 
to William Beamont 3” and John Page, the father, 
died the next year seised of the capital messuage and 
farm in Pulloxhill in which Robert Beamont lately 
lived. There is no farther trace of this capital 
Messuage and farm. 
The church of ST. FAMES has a 
CHURCH chancel 30 ft. by. 18 ft. 3in., a nave 
55ft. by 25 ft. gin. with a western 
gallery, and a western tower which is used asa porch. 
Tt is recorded that the church was dedicated in 1219 
by Robert of Lismore, but as the greater part of the 
old building, after falling into a ruinous condition, was 
taken down in 1846 and rebuilt, it only remains to 
us to deplore the loss of what might have been a 
valuable dated example of thirteenth-century work, 
Previous to the rebuilding, the nave had entirely 
disappeared, the chancel and a ruined west tower 
alone remaining. The whole of the present nave is 
therefore modern, up to and including the chancel 
arch, and the same may be said of the tower, which 
was rebuilt at the same time, partly with the old 
materials ; the old chancel also lost some ten feet of 
its west end at the time. As it stands to-day,’ the 
chancel has a three-light east window with tracery, of 
mid-fourteenth-century detail, flanked by two plain 
niches which have been partly filled up and appear to 
have been included in the ‘restoration? In the 
north wall is a fifteenth-century window of two 
trefoiled lights under a four-centred head, and in the 
south wall are two similar windows of three lights. 
The second of these has had its two western lights 
blocked by the shortening of the chancel, and from 
the inside appears as a single-light window. 

There are also traces in the external masonry on both 
sides of the chancel of windows of an earlier date. 
The chancel arch is modern, of two chamfered orders 
with fourteenth-century detail. On either side of the 
nave are three two-light windows with flowing tracery 
of fourteenth-century style, and there are also two 
small square-headed single-light windows, one to the 
gallery and one to the vestry beneath, which appear 
to be sixteenth-century work re-used. 

The tower is of three stages with an embattled 
Parapet and angle buttresses, and has in the ground 
stage a circular west window of fourteenth-century 
detail, and below it a west doorway which is the 
main entrance to the church. 

Against the north wall of the chancel is a monu- 
ment to Sir William Briers, 1653, and his two wives 
Anne (Duckett) and Arabella (Crofts), set up by the 
last named; there is alsoa brass to Dame Anne 
Briers, 1631. On the south wall of the chancel is 
another brass to George Fitzroy, 1608, and Anne 
his wife. Partly covered by the organ is a third 
brass with the kneeling figure of an armed man of 
seventeenth-century style, the rest of the plate and

side of the nave, is modern. 

There is one bell cast by William Mears in 1800, 

The church plate consists of a communion cupand 
paten and chalice of 1700, a small salver of 1808, and 
a modern plated flagon. 

The first book of the registers contains the baptisms 
from 1553, and marriages and burials from 1558, all 
entries running to 1653, from which date they are 
continued in the second book to 1685. The third 
book begins in 1706, and the fourth is the printed 
marriage register from 1754. 

Dunstable Priory held the advow- 

ADVOWSON son and rectory of Pulloxhill until 
the Dissolution, but shortly after that 

date the rectory became divided, part following a 
descent analagous to that of the advowson, while the 
other part had a different history, and finally lapsed 
among the many alienations of tithes which took 
place in the seventeenth century. Pulloxhill Church 
appears to have been given to Dunstable Priory in 
the twelfth century together with Harlington Church 
by John and William Pyrot,” from which date it 
continued in the possession of the priory, although its 
tenure was marked by a series of disputes, in all of 
which the priory was successful. The first of these 
took place in the twelfth century between the priory 
and Elstow Abbey, and it was settled by the bishop of 
Ely by the mandate of Alexander III." In 1210 
a moiety of the church was disputed with Henry 
Buniun.'" In 1204 a vicarage was ordained in 
Pulloxhill Church by William bishop of Lincoln,” 
and the church was dedicated in honour of 
St. James in 1220 by Robert, bishop of Lismore. 
The priory was not left long in undisturbed possession, 
for, in 1262, William Pyrot contested the claim of 
the abbot to the advowson. Ralf Pyrot had presented 
Henry de Borham to the church against the will of 
the priory, and William maintained that the abbey 
had no claim to the presentation except by. the gift of 
John Pyrot his grandfather, who claimed it by right 
of his wife ; he was unable however to despoil the 
priory. In 1291, the church of Palloxhill was 
assessed at £5 65. 87.," andin 1535 the vicarage was 
assessed at £9 ros. At the Dissolution the church 
and rectory, which was then worth fat Ge 82 
were taken into the hand of the king, and were 
granted first to Thomas Wye, and afterwards, in 1549, 
to James Rogers and Richard Veale." In the fol. 
lowing year, 1550, a dispute between Thomas Kent 
and John Robbins, in which Thomas Kent declared 
that the parsonage had been leased. to his father by 
Dunstable Priory,! was settled in favour of John 
Robbins, who was owner of the advowson in 1554" 
About this date also the rectory was involved in a 
dispute between John Robbins, Christian Barber, 
and the master and fellows of Trinity Hall, Cam- 
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bridge, the latter alleging that John|Robbins had sold 
them the rectory and tithes, while Christian declared 
that they had been sold by John Robbins in 1553 to 
her Jate husband William Barber for fifteen years, and 
that the term had not then- as The matter 
was evidently settled by a compromise, for Christiag 
obtained a moiety of the rectory, which remained in 
the Barber family for many years, following a descent 
distinct fom that of theadvowson. The other moiety, 
instead of remaining in the possession of Trinity Hall, 
passed by some means, together with the adyowson, 
into the hands of John Page, who was holding them 
in 1605.™? Richard Page, evidently his son, in 
1612 made a settlement of the aivoren and the 
moiety of the rectory," and in 16 3 conveyed the 
reversions to William, afterwards Sir William Briers," 
who entered into possession on tht death of John 
Page in the following year."5 The advowson and 
this moiety of the rectory then followed the same 
descent as the manors of Pulloxhill and Greenfield 
(q-v-), passing from Sir John Nortox to his relations, 
the Coppins of Markyate, Hertfor shire, who held 
them from 1686 to 1710;"* between 1710 and 
1716 they were probably sold by John Coppin'to the 
duke of Kent, who was patron at the latter date.!7 
They have since been vested in the family of the 
de Greys, the Hon. Philip Yorke, who married the 
duke’s daughter, being patron in 1742 and 1786 "9 
in 1792 Lady Grey presented to th church, and in 
1799 Lady Amabel Grey, Baroress Lucas, her 
daughter"? The advowson has = then de- 
scended to Lord Lucas and Dingwall, the present 
patron,! 

The other moiety of the rectory which was obtained 
by Christian Barber about the middlelof the sixteenth 
century remained in the possession| of the Barber 
family for over a hundred years.'" [In 1665 it was 
alienated to Thomas Neale by Thomas Barber and 
his wife Anne,” and was held by the former and his 
wife Elizabeth, with the other moi » until 1673. 
At this date a part of the moiety was alienated to 
Nicholas Crouch, and another part to Edward 
Pennefather, the latter ‘afterwards conveying his 
rights to Nicholas Crouch," wHo thus came 
into possession of one moiety, whidh in 1687 he 
sold to Thomas Halfpenny. The |rectorial tithes 
were leased in the eighteenth century to various 
people,"* and nothing further is |heard of this 
moiety. 

In the reign of Elizabeth there ae 
tween George Rotherhamand Annand Idaac Rotherham, 
the former claiming by descent lands given for the 
maintenance of lights in sundry churches in the parish 
of Pulloxhill, granted by Queen Mey, to George 
Rotherham, the plaintiff’s grandfather."* John Rother- 
ham, evidently an ancestor of George, above men-

STREATLEY WITH SHARPENHOE 


Straillei, Stratlei (xi cent.) ; Stredlegh (xiii cent.) ; 
Shappenho (xiv cent.) ; Sharpenhoo (xv, xvi cents.), 

Streatley is a village and parish with an area of 2,500 
acres, of which 1,885 are arable land, 2974 perma- 
nent grass, and 33 woods and plantations.! The soil 
is composed of chalk and clay, and is principally arable. 
There is no station in the parish, the nearest is Lea- 
grave on the main line of the Midland Railway, 4 
miles north-east of Streatley. The slope of the land 


“~is from south to north, the greatest height attained is 


524 ft., the lowest 222 ft. above the ordnance datum. 

The small village of Streatley lies a short distance 
south of the summit of the Barton Hills anda quarter 
of a mile west of the point where the Bedford and 
Luton road crosses the hills by a deep cutting in the 
chalk. Though at a height of nearly 450 ft. the 
position is disappointing, for to the north the view is 
limited by the summit of the ridge, and to the south 
and south-west the land falls slowly towards Luton in 
wide but uninteresting stretches of country. 

To the east and west of the village are lines of trees 
and small plantations marking the broad summit of 
the ridge which continues irregularly, with steep grass 
and bush-covered spurs on the north side, running 
down into the tilled fields around Barton in the Clay. 
The parish is long and narrow, stretching from north 
to south, and includes the village of Sharpenhoe 
prominently situated on a spur of the hills one mile 
north of the upper village. 

The chief group of buildings consists of the church, 
with the red brick .manor-house, and several cottages 
on the east boundary of the churchyard, a small inn at 
the north-east angle, the ‘ Chequers,’ being probably the 
successor of the mediaeval church-house. A little to 
the north is a farm-house, and the rest of the village 
lies to the south-east, some ten or a dozen houses in 
all, with a green and a pond. 

The following place-names have been found in this 
parish—Berry Close in the sixteenth century ;? Hart- 


honge, Aggotts, Maggotts, Mowses, Awberry, Abbots 
lands, Chappellpightell (reminiscent of James de Cauz’s 
thirteenth-century chapel in Sharpenhoe), in the 
seventeenth @ntury, and Rangley’s Spinney, Jeremiah’s 
Tree, George Wood, and Sharpenhoe Clappers in the 
twentieth century.‘ 
The manor of STREATLEY WITH 
MANORS SHARPENHOE belonged at the time 
of the Domesday Survey to Hugh de 
Beauchamp, and had been held by Aschil a thegn of 
King Edward. This manor continued to belong to 
the barony of Bedford which Hugh de Beauchamp 
held,® and the latest reference that has been found to 
the overlordship is in 134.2, when Ralph Butler held 
it of John Picot as part of the barony.” 

In 1086 William de Locels held 4 hides 1 virgate 
of Hugh de Beauchamp as one manor, which by 
1158 had passed to Richard de Gobion, who at 
that date held two knights’ fees in Bedfordshire.® In 
1231 Katherine, widow of Richard Gobion, son of © 
the above Richard, successfully claimed from Hugh 
Gobion, probably another son, one-third of 13 
carucates of land in Streatley as the dower settled 
on her by her father-in-law Richard Gobion. In 
1274 Hugh de Gobion died seised of Streatley 
manor, leaving as heir his son Richard," who rendered 
feudal service in Streatley ten years later.!" He died in 
1300, leaving two daughters, Hadwisa, wife of Ralph 
Butler, and Elizabeth as co-heirs.!? Streatley manor 
passed to the former, and was held by Ralph Butler 
in right of his wife until his death in 1342, when he 
left their grandson Ralph as his heir.’ Hadwisa, 
however, retained the manor until her death, which 
took place in 1360, when, her grandson Ralph having 
predeceased her in 1348, Sir Edward Butler, his 
brother, inherited Streatley with Sharpenhoe manor." 
Sir Edward died without an heir in 1412, and Philip, 
his second cousin, inherited his estates. Sir Philip 
Builer died in 1420, when his widow, who after-

the Nodes it passed by inheritance to the Goldsmiths. 
William Goldsmith, who held the manor in 1790, 
appears to have alienated it very shortly after to Mr.

In 1087 Pirot held land in Streatley, of which one 
hide and one-third (the marriage portion of his wife) 
belonged to the fee of Nigel de Albini.“® This hold- 
ing, which became part of the barony of Cainhoe, 
and was situated in the hamlet of Sharpenhoe, re- 
appears later, thongh it never attained the status of 
a manor. Testa de Nevill. states that John Fitz 
Hugh held a fee here of this barony, and in 
1264 William de Albini died seised of a fee in 
Sharpenhoe.* In 1302 William de Norton and 
Isabella his wife held of this barony in Sharpenhoe,” 
and in 1346 their land had passed into the hands of 
Peter de St. Croix. No further mention, however, 
has been found subsequent to the fourteenth century. 

- The abbot of Woburn owned land and meadows 
in this parish which he obtained by the gift of William 
de Locels, probably the son of the William de Locels 
who owned Streatley manor at the time of the Sur- 
vey.* In 1291 the value of these meadows was 
Li 135.,%and in 1302 the extent was 2 virgates, for 
which the abbot rendered service of one-eighth of a 
knight’s fee,“ and in 1337 the value remained un- 

» altered. These lands are probably the same as_ those 
termed ‘ Abbots’ Lands,’ which belonged in 1630 to 
Luke Norton, lord of Sharpenhoe manor. 

At the time of the Survey the bailiff of the hun- 
dred of Flitt held two-thirds of a virgate which had 
formerly been in Streatley, but which Bondi the 
Staller had annexed to the king’s manor of Luton, 
where it is henceforward to be found.” 

In 1266 Robert son of John Thorpe was granted a 
charter of free warren in his manor of Sharpenhoe,’ and 
George Thorpe received a similar charter in 1316. 

The church of ST. MARGARET has 
CHURCH a nave 53 ft. Gin. by 18 ft. with north 
and south aisles, a chancel 17 ft. 6 in. by 
17 ft. 3in., the axis of which is deflected southwards, 
and a west tower 12 ft. square within the walls. 
The whole church is plastered or rough-cast outside 
and thickly yellow-washed within, and, beyond the 
arcades of the nave, has few architectural attractions ; 
these arcades are of four bays, ¢. 1340, with arches of 
two chamfered orders and octagonal shafts with moulded 
capitals. The north and south doorways of the nave 
are of the same date, with continuous mouldings, 
butall the windows are of the fifteenth century, of two 
cinquefoiled lights with tracery in the head. The east 
window of the chancel is modern, of three lights with 
intersecting mullions, and at the south-east of the 
chancel is a modern trefoiled piscina. The chancel 
arch is of two chamfered orders, the inner springing 
from plain corbels. . The tower isof the fifteenth cen- 
tury, with a stair at the south-west, of four stages 
with an embattled parapet and belfry windows and 
wooden tracery. In the ground stage is a west win- 
dow of three lights with tracery over, and the eastern 
"arch is of two moulded orders with half-round shafts 
to the inner. i

The roofs of the nave and aisles are of low 
pitch and plain detail, apparently fifteenth-century 
work, and there are a good many sixteenth-century 
benches with linen pattern panels, whilst others are 
plain. 

The front row of pews in the nave is pretty work 
of c. 1630, the heads of the alternate panels being 
Pierced with open tracery. The pulpit is made up . 
of old material of various dates, having linen pattern 
panels in its hexagonal body and an eighteenth-cen- 
tury tester. 

There are image brackets in the north aisle to the 
south of the east window, in the south aisle to the 
north of the east window, and in the nave to the north 
of the chancel arch. The font in the west bay of the 
south arcades is a very fine example of mid-thirteenth- 
century detail, having an octagonal bowl with panels 
of foliage or tracery on each face, and a moulded base 
to the bowl carried by four engaged shafts with 
moulded capitals and bases and vertical lines of dog- 
tooth between the shafts. 

There is one bell by Mears, 1832, and a small bell 
withont inscription. 

The plate consists of a communion cup of 1685 and 
a paten of 1879. 

The first book of the registers contains baptisms and 
burials from 1768 to 1811, and the second is the 
printed marriage book from 1754 to 1778. The 
vestry book from 1794 is preserved. 

The Lincoln Episcopal Registers 

ADVOWSON prove that the advowson, vicarage, 
and rectory of Streatley belonged to 

Markyate Priory from its foundation in 1145.° The 
church was confirmed to Markyate in 1402," and re- 
mained in its possession till the Dissolution, at which 
time the rectory was valued at £15. In 1544 the 
rectory, church, and advowson of the vicarage were 
granted by the crown to Thomas Norton,” whose 
descendants, Richard, William, and Walter Norton, 
conveyed the rectory and vicarage in 1606 to George 
and Richard Barbour afas Grigge,* who, in 1624, 
transferred their rights to Richard Meade. Ten 
years later the rectory and vicarage passed from him 
to Thomas Harris,* in whose family it remained till 
1688, when Francis Harris alienated the rectory and 
vicarage to Hugh Smythe,” who at that time owned 
Sharpenhoe manor. In 1771 James Smythe made a 
settlement of both rectory and vicarage on William 
Hale,* and_ from this point their history diverges. 
The rectory appears to have remained with the 


. Smythe family, who were impropriators in 1836, and 


at the present day the great tithes are shared by 
G. T. Benison, the trustees of the late Mr. Hugh 
Smythe, and Mr. F. A. Page-Turner. In 1781 
James Buchanan Riddell, lord of Sundon manor, had 
acquired the right of presentation to Streatley vicar- 
age,” and it appears to have since followed the same 
descent as the advowson of Sundon (q.v.), with which

it 1s now consolidated,” the Present patron being 
Mr. Page-Turner. Between 1652 and 1704 the 
lords of Streatley manor claimed the advowson of the 
church of Streatley,?? 

In the thirteenth century Sharpenhoe contained 
a chapel of St. Giles, which was erected by James de 
Cauz, who in 1234 founded a chantry there,” at 
which Bishop Repingdon (1405-20) granted the in- 
habitants of Sharpenhoe licence to worship. In the 

¥ summer of 1775, an ancient stone font was dis- 
covered in the moat of Sharpenhoe Bury, the old 
manor-house, anda farm known as the Chantry Farm 
still exists,”

Sundon is a parish with an area of 2,150 acres, of 
which 1,4.56% acres are arable land, 517% acres per- 
manent grass, and 56 acres woods and plantations. 
The parish is situated on high land, sloping from 
north to south ; the highest point reached is 533 ft, 
the lowest 438 ft. above the ordnance datum. Tt ig 
wooded in the north-east 3 in the north are old chalk 
pits, and in the west cement and lime works. The 
village, consisting of Sundon and the hamlet of Upper 
Sundon, is in the centre of the parish. Main roads 
from Bedford and Luton run through the parish from 
north to south, and from east to south-west, 

The church of St, Mary is at some distance to the 
west of the vicarage, and between them lies a farm 
with a picturesque red-brick pigeon-house, rectangular 
in plan, and a large pond round which the road makes 
a slight curve, south of the village. : 

The Midland Railway passes through Sundon, the 
nearest station being Limbury, 24 miles to the south. 

The following place-names have been found in this 
parish :—Borewellehull, Saleworthemed, Schepecoc- 
wyk, in the fourteenth century ;* Westbyes in the

From William Eu this manor |passed with his 
other Bedfordshire Property" into the Possession of 
the Earl Marshal, and formed part f the marriage 
portion of Isabel, daughter of Willia Marshal earl 
of Pembroke, who on the death of her first husband 
Gilbert de Clare in 1230, married Richard, brother 
of Henry III, and king of Germany. |The latter held 
it in right of his wife for upwards of forty years,” 
during which time the men of Sundan paid toll to 
Dunstable Priory, but on his death in 1270 the manor 
passed to Isabel’s son by her first marriage, Richard de 
Clare, earl of Gloucester, and from that time the prior 
complained that, owing to his own wehkness and the 
strength of the earl, the men of Sundon withdrew 
from paying toll.

granted by the king in the same year| to his “niece 
Eleanor wife:of Hugh le Despenser,'* Bartholomew 
de Badlesmere, however, obtained a gqneral pardon 
in 1327 witha restoration of his lands,4 and Sundon 
manor in consequence reverted to his possession, and 
was held by him at his death in 1328.8

Herlingdone (xi cent.) ; Herlyngdon (xiv cent.), 

The parish of Harlington covers an area of 1,904 
acres, and has an average height of 300 ft. The 
ground rises gradually from the outskirts to the village 
in the centre of the parish, where it reaches 365 ft. 

The soil is mixed, and the subsoil is partly clay and 
partly chalk. ‘The principal crops raised are wheat, 
barley, beans and green crops. There are 7843 acres 
of arable land, 1,059% of permanent grass, and only 
17% of woods and plantations, 

The village of Harlington consists of three parts, 
the main portion being clustered near the church, 
not far from the station on the Midland Railway. 
Goswell End is situated about a quarter of a mile to 
the north of this portion, and East End about the 
same distance to the north-east. In the main village is 
the manor-house, a 17th-century building with later 
additions. Charles II is said to have slept in a room 
still pointed out here. It was here, too, that Bunyan 
Was examined before being removed to Bedford gaol. 
The eastern, which is also the Principal, front is 
stuccoed and rusticated, with large two-light windows 
with mullions and transoms of wood, The drawing- 
room is panelled in oak, and on a door architrave 
upstairs is a date 1633, the genuineness of which is 
doubtful. The Rising Sun Inn, in the south of the 
village, is a half-timber building, remodelled and 
new-fronted in brick, while on the eastern outskirts 
is the cemetery. At Goswell End is a picturesque 
brick and half-timber cottage with tiled roof, and to 
the north of the road connecting it with Upper East 
End are traces of a moat, probably the site of one of 
the manors. 

At Upper East End, where the Wingates resided 
in the 18th century, is Horsehill Farm, in a field 
belonging to which a hollow oak is shown, from which 
Bunyan is said to have preached. From here a foot- 
path runs north-east to Harlington Mill, which is still 
working, though no flour is now ground here. It is 
employed for gristing or grinding barley for pig-food. 
On the opposite side of the road is Harlington Grange 
Farm, in Streatley parish, an old building with 
modern additions. Before the Dissolution the grange 
and mill were the property of Woburn Abbey. About 
half a mile to the south of the village is Dyers’ Hall 
Farm. Here is a fine timber barn in good preserva- 
tion. On one of the uprights of this barn is cut 
the date 1769, probably by the occupier of the 
property at that time, 

The ancient seat of the Astrey family, from 1494 
to the beginning of the 19th century, was at Harling- 
ton Woodend, a detached portion of the parish to the 
west of the village. Their house was burnt down 
many years ago, and a farm-house, in which a portion 
of the old building was incorporated, has since been 
erected on the site.

The following place-names occur in documents 
relating to Harlington :—Spannes, Hoshills, Stocks, 
Lincolns (xvii cent.). 

HARLINGTON MANOR at the 
MANORS | time of the Domesday Survey comprised 
5 hides of land, and was held by Nigel 
de Albini,? to whose descendants the overlordship 
belonged, as pertaining to their barony of Cainhoe.‘ 
Ralph Pyrot or his ancestors apparently obtained the 
manor of Harlington by subinfeudation from the 
Albinis before the early part of the 13th century,* and 
held it from them by the services of one knight’s fee. 
A Ralph Pyrot is returned as lord of the manor in 
1276,° and in 1302 as owner of the vill, part of which 
was held by the Abbot of Woburn in frank almoigne.’ 
In 1301 Ralph settled the manor on his son Reginald,® 
who held Harlington after the death of his father, 
which occurred circa 1315, in which year Reginald 
obtained seisin of the manor. 
In 1317 and again 
in 1320-1" he was sum- 
moned to answer a plea of 
debt, which in default of pay- 
ment was to be satisfied by a 
levy on his Bedfordshire 
estates. This was evidently 
the cause of the levying of a 
fine on his Harlington pro- 
perty in 1321 in favour of 
Nicholas de Boweles,'* though 
the manor did not pass away 
from the Pyrot family till 
some years later. 

Some time previous to 1330, in consequence of the 
death of Reginald Pyrot and the minority of his heir, 
John St. Amand, his overlord, assumed the wardship 
and took the issues of the lands, enjoying the same 
until his own death, when they were seised by the 
escheator as the right of the king, but were restored 
on proof being made that the manor was not held of 
the king in chief° and on attaining his majority 
Ralph, the heir of Reginald Pyrot, entered into posses- 
sion. 

In 1336 he alienated the manor to his overlord, 
Almaric St. Amand," who held this knight’s fee in 
Harlington in 1346," and by a feoffment of 136 
settled Harlington Manor on trustees to hold for 
himself and his issue."® The following year he was 
compelled to pay a fine of £20 for the alienation 
made without royal licence." 

Almaric died in 1381, and Harlington Manor, then 
valued at £10 per annum, passed to his son, another 
Almaric.” He was twice married, and by his first 
wife had a daughter Eleanor, who married Sir Gerard

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Braybrooke, and died in her father’s lifetime, 1 387, 
leaving a son Gerard,18 By his second wife Eleanor, 
who survived him and held a third part of Harlington 
as dower until her death in 1426, he had a daughter 
Ida, who married Thomas West.21 

The younger Almaric, who died in 1402, left as 
heirs to his estates the above-mentioned grandson 
Gerard and daughter Ida,” and the former inherited 
the share of the latter on her death without issue in 
1416.°3 

In 1422 Gerard St. Amand settled his two-thirds 
of the manor and the reversion of the remaining 
one-third held in dower by his grandmother on 
trustees, who on his death shortly afterwards 2 
obtained by a fine of 40 marks licence to acquire 
the manor for his daughters and co-heirs Elizabeth, 
Maud and Eleanor, then minors.25 Elizabeth, the 
sole survivor and eventual heir, married Sir William 
Beauchamp in 1443, and he was later summoned to 
Parliament as Baron St, Amand, ‘jure uxoris, until 
his death in 1457.28

Richard Beauchamp, their son and heir, succeeded 
his father in the barony, and in 14.83 was attainted. 
He was restored to his honours by Henry VII,” and 
on the death of his mother in T491 inherited her 
estates. Between 1491 and 1517 there was an 
alienation of Harlington Manor in moieties, of which 
one passed to John Broughton, lord of Toddington, 
and the other to Cecily Marchioness of Dorset. 

Henry, son and heir of Cecily, held a moiety of 
the manor in 1542,30 but the following year he 
exchanged his Harlington estate and that of Marston 
(co. Sussex) with the king for the manor and adyowson 
of Beaumanor (co. Leicester).31

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In 1548 Harlington was granted to Sir] Thomas 
Palmer,*? who was attainted in 1553 for hjs adher- 
ence to the cause of Lady Jane Grey,88|and the 
following y-2r Queen Mary granted this moiety to 
Sir Thomas Cheyney, who also held the other half 
of the manor, with that of Toddington, by \marriage 
with one of the daughters and heirs of John|Brough- 
ton.*° From this date Harlington Manor follows the 
descent of Toddington Manor 3 (q.v.). 

A portion of Harlington held by the Abbot of 
Woburn in 130227 was part of the lands granted to 
that monastery by Ralph Pyrot in the eign of 
Henry I1,88 and formed part of the estate Hf bee 
known as Pulloxhill a/as Greenfield a/jas Harlington 
Grange, whose history has been traced under} Pullox- 
hill (q.v.). It included, besides the grange, 2 water- 
mill,5® which also shares the same descent and still 
exists within the parish. 

Members of the family of Harding were tenants of 
the manor of Harlington in the r5th and 16th 
centuries,4° A property consisting of a capital messuage 
called HARDINGS PLACE, with epporenkce in 
Woodend in Harlington, was acquired by William 
Harding on a twenty-one years’ lease from the lords 
of the manor in 1530, and in 1938 the l¢ase was 
extended thirty-one years from that date. In 1548 
William Harding sold the remainder of ca ae to 
Ralph Astrey, also of Woodend in Harlington,*! who 
appears to have purchased the reversion in fee of an 
estate in Woodend from Sir Thomas Cheney] shortly 
afterwards.#? On the death of Ralph this Woodend 
estate passed to his son and heir Henry,*8 jyho in 
1612 married Mary daughter of William sf John 
of Bletsoe4 In the inquisition taken on th death 
of Henry in 1630 his lands are described as a capital 
messuage in Harlington, and lands formerly Hardings, 
with other tenements, late parcel of Harlington 
Manor.*5 

The Astrey family held the manor of bos aes in 
the neighbouring parish of Toddington, unde which 
the family is traced; but Harlington Woodend 
continued to be their place of residence until the 
close of the 18th century.4¢

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It probably formed part of the customary lands of 
Harlington Manor, which he purchased of Sir Thomas 
Cheney a little later, and was included in his estate 
afterwards known as Harlington Woodend. 

The remaining moiety of Blundells ‘ Manor’ may 
be identical with Blundells Farm, which in 1624. was 
in the hands of Jonas Hatton, and in the same year 
was settled by him on his daughter Anne wife of 
John Laurence.*? No later history can be assigned 
to this holding. 

Another family which settled in Harlington in the 
17th century,°° and afterwards obtained considerable 
property there, was the Win- 
gates, the first of whom record 
is found in connexion with 
this parish being John Win- 
gate, He died in 1643, 
leaving a messuage with dove- 
house and other lands, known 
as Gosling End Green 51 and 
Springs, to a son and heir 
Francis,” who in 1651 com- 
plained that his Harlington 
property had been wrongfully Wixoate.

Manor.* Edmund Wingate the mathematician, and 
tutor of Henrietta Maria in Paris, resided here during 
the Protectorate. In the Magna Britannia of 1720 
two seats in this parish are ascribed to the Wingate 
family—one to Arthur Wingaté and the other to 
Lady Wingate, residing at Harlington East End. 

At the beginning of the rgth century the Wingate 
estate belonged to their representative Mr. John 
Wingate Jennings,®> but since that date the family 
has left the neighbourhood. 

A deer park formed part of the demesne of Har- 
lington Manor in 1292, when Ralph Pyrot com- 
plained that certain persons ‘stretched nets and other 
engines there, and took deer.’ 5° It was included in 
the division of the manor between the Broughtons 
and the Marquess of Dorset in the early 16th century, 
and in r542 the proceeds of the annual sale of the 
wood and underwood of one moiety amounted to 
£8 $s. 1134.57 In 1639 Harlington Wood, with an 
extent of 200 acres, was worth £33 6s. 87.58 
annually, and was leased by the Earl of Cleveland to 
Sir Christopher Wray forninety-nine years.59 Mention 
occurs of the park in documents as late as 1791, but 
since that date the timber must have been cut down, 
asat the present day there is no park and only 17 acres 
of woodland in the whole parish. 

The church of ST. MARY THE 

CHURCH VIRGIN isa well-proportioned building 
having a chancel 32 ft. by 16 ft. 10 in., 

with a north vestry, nave 55 ft. 8 in. by 18 ft. with 
aisles 7 ft. wide and a south porch, and a west tower 
g ft. 4 in. by 11 ft. 7 in. The nave and aisles 
are fine early 14th-century work, and the chancel 
probably a little later. There seems to have been no 
tower to this design, and the present tower was added

buttresses of the nave. Externally the church is a 
very interesting, being largely plastered over, and th 
interior is somewhat disigured by dust and white 
wash ; but the nave arcades are fine examples of thei 
kind, tall and slender, with simple and effectiy 
details—very like the work at Houghton Conques 
Church. The aisles have unfortunately lost all thei 
original windows but one in the east wall of th 
north aisle, and the remains of a similar west window 
now blocked ; the rest have been replaced by dul 
uncusped 16th-century windows, of four lights in the 
east bays of the aisles, and elsewhere of three. I, 
the 15th century the aisle walls were heightened and 
flat-pitched roofs put over nave and aisles, the lines o 
the high 14th-century nave roof still showing on the 
west tower, 

The chancel has a three-light east window with 
flowing tracery of original date, c. 1350, flanked b 
fine contemporary gabled and pinnacled niches, that 
on the north being richer than the other ; in the| 
north wall are two two-light windows equally spaced, 
with a 15th-century vestry door between them, and 
on the south two similar windows set close together at| 
the east end of the wall, with a south door further! 
to the west, and at the south-west a small square- 
headed low side window, all of original date and all 
having moulded rear arches of the same section. 
There are a piscina with tracery in the head, a plain 
seat below the south-east window, and a locker in the 
north wall, which are also original work. The jambs 
of the chancel arch have towards the nave clustered 
half-responds of the same build and detail as the nave 
arcades, but towards the chancel are rough blocks of| 
masonry, perhaps the remains of the side walls of an 
older and narrower chancel, against which the 14th- 
century work was built. The upper stones of the 
outer order of the arch on the chancel side appear 
below the chancel ceiling, which hides the rest of the 
order ; they are worked with a deeply-cut 13th- 
century section, quite unlike the simple work on the 
west side, and, unless they are older work re-used, 
their position is difficult to understand. 

The nave has 14th-century north and south door- 
ways of simple moulded detail, the latter under a 
restored 15th-century porch, and in the tower is a 
third doorway in the west wall. 

The tower opens to the nave by a fine moulded 
arch of two orders with shafted jambs, and has a 
two-light west window. The staircase is at the south- 
west angle. 

The chancel roof is modern, but the 15th-century 
roofs of the nave and aisles have simply-moulded 
timbers with bosses at the intersections, and wall 
posts, originally resting on stone corbels, of which 
only four out of ten remain; on one of them isa 
man leading a dragon by a rope round its neck, and 
attacked by another dragon—perhaps St. Armiel is 
meant. 

At the west of the nave are several rows of late 
Gothic benches with buttressed ends and fronts and 
moulded rails; but otherwise the woodwork of the

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church is modern, except for a 17th-century chest in 
the vestry and a chair dated 1601. 

The font, at the west end of the nave, is good 
early 14th-century work, with a stem of eight small 


_ shafts and an octagonal bowl, each face set back from 


a moulding above and a curious stepped cresting 
below, and having shields on which are incised simple 
heraldic charges, cheverons, bars, bends, &c., but 
these seem to be of modern date. 

There are no monuments except a small marble 
tablet on the south wall of the chancel to Katherine 


-Amold, 1681, with the verse : 


“Short was thy life 
Yet livest thou ever 
Death hath his due 
Yet diest thou never.’ 


But in the north aisle is a flat arched recess, apparently 
of early 17th-century date, which must once have 
held a monument. 

There are five bells : the first is inscribed *‘Coom 
Coom and Praie,’ with stamp of a floreated cross ; the 
second is of 1715, recast in 1900 by Taylor; the 
third bears ‘Chandler made me 1697 ’ ; the fourth is 
inscribed ‘In multis annis resonet campana Johannis’ 
in black letter, with a stamp of a floreated cross ; 
the fifth by William Watts (no date). 

The plate consists of a communion cup, the gift of 
Mrs. Susanna Astry 1743, the date letter 1742 ; 
a paten 1802, maker G. W. B. ; and a pewter flagon 
with no marks. 

The registers previous to 1813 are in five 
books: (1) all entries 1647 to 17173 (2) the 
same, 1719 to 1777, marriages only till 1754 ; 
(3) marriages 1754 to 1792; (4) baptisms and 
burials 1777 to 1812; (5) marriages (printed) 
1793 to 1812, 

The church of Harlington was 
ADVOWSON granted to the priory of Dunstable 
by Ralph Pyrot before he himself 

took the monastic habit at Woburn. 

In 1223 there was a dispute between Richard, 
grandson of Ralph, and the prior as to the right of 
presentation, the former maintaining that the grant 
was made by Ralph after taking the habit and giving 
up his right to the lands, and was therefore void, 
while the prior claimed that Ralph gave the church 
to his priory ten years before he became a monk.” 
The latter was successful in his suit, although the dis- 
pute was revived in the 13th century by Richard’s 
heirs. 

In 1291 the church was valued at £10, and in 
1306 the canons of Dunstable obtained licence by

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fine of 30 marks to appropriate the revenues for the 
support and repair of their priory,® the ordination 
of the vicarage at Harlington being recorded jn the 
Episcopal Registers of 1310. 

At the time of the Dissolution the rectory was 
held from Dunstable Priory by William Belfi¢ld on 
lease at a yearly rent of £12, out of which the vicar 
received £4 as stipend.” The lease to William 
Belfield was not renewed,® and the Crown retained 
both rectory and advowson ® until 1578, when they 
were granted to Edward Earl of Lincoln.” Inj1595 
they were acquired by Lady Jane Cheney,” since 
which date the rectory and advowson have descended 
with Harlington Manor” (q.v.). In the midille of 
the 17th century the rectorial tithes were leafed at 
various times,” and in 1631 the rectory house was 
mortgaged to one Diana Bowles, who complained of 
its sequestration with the Earl of Cleveland’s jestate 
in 1644 and in 1651.” 

At the time of the dissolution of chantriks by 
Edward VI the annual rent of certain lands in 
Harlington, amounting to 12s. 4d. after payment of 
634. to the king, 2s. to the poor of the parish, and 
19d. to the lord of Harlington Manor, was applied 
for the support of a light in the church, and the 
stock of eleven cows, valued at 106s., for the sypport 
of divers obits.’

tion under a commission of charitable uses, and by a 
decree dated 26 June, 36 Charles IT (1685), 4 lease 
to the said Sir Francis Wingate for 1,000 yearp was 
authorized, subject to a fixed payment of £5|9s. a 
year for the poor, reduced apparently by land tax to 
£4 7s. a year. The annuity was redeemed in |1870 
by the transfer to the official trustees of {145 65. 
consols, now producing £3 125. 8d. a year, which in 
1908 was divided among fifty-five families. 

The White Bread Land consists of 1a. 2|r. of 
meadow land, let at £2 10s. a year, awarded on 
the inclosure in or about 1808 in lieu of| land 
in the open fields supposed to have been| pur- 
chased with a benefaction of {10 received in |1684 
as a bequest from Sir William Brian, kt. In |1908 
342 halfquartern loaves were distributed to/ filty- 
seven persons. 

Mrs. Dorothy Astrey in or about 1723 gave the 
rent of I a. I r., known as Cranfield Mead at 
Tingrith, for poor widows. In 1907 the sdm of 
£2 18s. 6d. was distributed among nine widows in 
sums of 65. 6d, each.

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HOUGHTON REGIS 


Houstone, Houton. 

The parish of Houghton Regis, to the north of 
Dunstable, contains about 4,390 acres, of which 
some 3,162} are arable land and 843% Permanent 
grass! The soil is loam and chalk, and the subsoil 
chalk with clay in parts. The principal crops are 
wheat, barley, beans and peas. 

Houghton, owing to the fact of its being Crown 
property, early became known as ‘saelig Houghton’? 
or ‘fortunate Houghton,’ and later as Houghton 
Regis or King’s Houghton, to distinguish it from the 
parish of Houghton Conquest in Redbornestoke

late 17th-century architecture, standing in extensive 
and beautiful grounds. The staircase hall is a good 
specimen of the type of work prevalent at that 
period. ‘The principal rooms are wainscoted. Some 
tapestry panels are still in size. The joinery throughout 
is in excellent preservation, The exterior has been 
robbed of its original appearance by alterations made 
about fifty years ago. On the north side of the green 
is the site of the old manor-house, where there is a 
stone dovecote in a ruinous condition, about 26 ft. by 
17 ft. outside measurement, standing about 15 ft. high. 

The church, with the vicarage, lies away from the

Hundred. At the time of the Domesday Survey 
a great part of what is now Dunstable was included 
in Houghton parish. At the present day the northern 
part of Dunstable extends into Houghton parish and 
is known as Upper Houghton Regis, and includes 
the two railway stations, as well as a Wesleyan chapel 
of the Watling Street and a mission church in Union 
Street served from Dunstable parish church. 

The village of Houghton Regis is in the mam 
uninteresting, though a few old timbered cottages and 
barns are still standing among the modern red brick 
houses. : At the east end there is a large green, on 
the south side of which is Houghton Hall, the seat 
of the Brandreth family since the 17th century. It 
is a low red brick building and a fine example of

green on the outskirts of the village, at the junction of 
the roads from Dunstable and Streatley. In Houghton 
village are also Baptist, Wesleyan and Primitive 
Methodist chapels. At the west end of the straight 
village street a path leads across a field to the rising 
ground on which the mill, still in use, is placed. The 
path continues to the hamlet of Puddlehill, on Watling 
Street. Its ancient name was Pudele? or Podele.! 
Tt is also known as Chalk Hill. Here is a small 
Wesleyan chapel. From here a road leads south-west 
to Sewell, another hamlet, which is the subject of a 
separate entry in Domesday Book.’ Jt now consists 
of five or six farms near the Dunstable branch of the 
London and North-Western railway, and is very 
picturesque.

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pointed head with tracery. In the eastern bay are 
two square-headed windows of three cinquefoiled 
lights, and in the interior is a 14th-century trefoiled 
piscina with the points of the cusps chamfered off, 
The western bay of this aisle serves as the organ 
chamber, divided from the aisle by an arch like those 
of the nave arcades and lighted from the west by a 
modern round cusped opening. 

The tower arch dates from the 15th century, but 
has been repaired; it is in two moulded orders, 
separated by a casement, with a label on the nave 
side. The tower dates from the 15th céntury and 
is of three stages, with an embattled Parapet and 
pairs of two-light belfry windows. In the north 
wall of the second story is a narrow single light and 
another in the west wall. Over the west door is a 
window of three cinquefoiled lights, of which only 
the outer order of the arch is old. On each side of 
this window is a cinquefoiled canopied niche, much 
decayed. At the south-west angle is a staircase 
turret with an embattled Parapet and a modern door 
at the base. On the east side of the tower the 
weather mould of the 14th-century nave roof remains, 
with a doorway to the space over its ceiling. 

The nave roof is of the 15th century, but has 
been largely restored; it is of low pitch, with 
moulded timbers in five bays, having angels bearing 
shields on the intermediates, and in the eastern bay 
four ribbed panels forming a ceiling over the rood. 
The aisle roofs are also of this date, but plain, and 
the chancel roof is modern. At the chancel arch 
is a 15th-century wooden screen, with four bays on 
each side of a wide central opening, 

The font belongs to a late Tath-century type, of 
which there are several examples in Buckinghamshire, 
as at Aylesbury and Weston Turville ; the bowl is 
circular and the base square, taking the form of a 
large inverted scalloped capital. 

In the chancel floor is a brass, the upper part of a 
Priest, and a matrix for another figure, with an 
inscription to John Waleys, once vicar, and to William 
Waleys, his relative. The date of the brass is about 
the end of the rsth century. There is also another 
brass of a priest, with an inscription to Sir William 
Walley, vicar, 1506. 

In the chancel floor are many monuments to the 
Brandreth family of the 18th and Igth centuries, 
with two or three belonging to the end of the 
previous century. 

In the sonth wall of the south aisle is a r5th- 
century recessed tomb beneath an ogee canopy, the 
tomb being panelled with quatrefoiled circles and 
shields charged with a cheveron between three butter- 
flies. Above is a horizontal embattled cornice and 
traceried cusping to the spandrels. On the tomb is 
an effigy, said to be that of Sir John Sewell, in 
hawberk and jupon, on which his arms are blazoned, 
and a bascinet with a camail.

The church of Houghton Regis 
ADVOWSON was held in 1086 by William] the 
Chamberlain," as was also Lhton 
Church (q.v.). The early history of these two churches 
is very similar, but Cobbe in his History of Luton 
Church suggests that Houghton was given to Earl 
Robert of Gloucester by Henry 1, whilst Liton 
was not given him until 1136! Earl William, |son 
of Earl Robert, granted Houghton Church in 1 53 
to St. Albans Abbey. ‘The monks assigned it with 
other property to the cellarer of the abbey, that he 
might out of the profits attend to the repairing of|the 
building, commissariat and duties of hospitality.'° 
Henry II early in his reign seized the cares but 
gave it back to the monastery almost immediately," 
and it was confirmed to them by Richard 1,5 Joh,” 
Henry III,” and Edward I" The advowson 
remained in the hands of the abbey until the bis, 
solution. Elizabeth granted it for a term of years to 
Edward Wingate,” while James I made a grant of it 
to Thomas Marbury and Richard Cartwright."3 From 
them it passed to Thomas Lord Brackley ; the octa- 
sion is unknown, but possibly the fact of Richard 
Cartwright being a relative of Lord Brackley’s wife 
and a protégé of Lord Brackley himself may have 
some bearing on the point. Lord Brackley died 
seised of it in 1617,"5 and was succeeded by his son 
John first Earl of Bridgewater, who alienated te 
advowson to Henry Brandreth in 1653.15 Hende- 
forward the descent of the advowson is the same las 
that of the manor of Houghton (q.v.).

There is 2 water-mill in the town of Leighton 
Buzzard at the present day, used for grinding corn, 
which may represent the two mills under one roof 
mentioned in the reign of Henry III. 

One of the original mills on the Crown estate in 
1086 was given before 1159 to Woburn Abbey, and 
was then worth 32s." Its value remained stationary 
during the 13th and 14th centuries," and during 
this period the abbey received an additional rent of 
6s. from a dairy.% Camden, writing in the early 
part of the 17th century, speaks of a cell to Woburn 
Abbey which was in this parish, but, although 
Woburn owned the estate above-mentioned, no proof 
of a cell is found. In 1566 a William Wright 
obtained livery of a grange or tenement called the 
Hermitage next Pannells Grove in Leighton Buzzard, 
late of George his father, but there is no evidence 
that this refers to the cell mentioned by Camden.” 

There was a windmill appurtenant to the 
manor of Stanbridge mentioned first in 1291, when 
John de Gatesden died seised of two parts of it 
worth 16s." yearly. It passed with the manor to 
the Chamberlains and Iremongers,"” and William 
Iremonger by his will in 1662 left it to the use of his 
brothers and sisters, but when the manor was sold 
by them in 1678 the mill is not specified, although 
the sale included ‘all that Pasture in Stanbridge upon 
which a windmill lately stood, containing about 
3 half-acres.’*" An old windmill stands north of 
Stanbridge at the present day near the vicarage, at a 
height of more than 400 ft, above the ordnance 
datum. 

In 1086 there was a mil 
the manor of Gladley,* with which it passed to the 
Lucys. On the death of Geoffrey de Lucy in 1346 
it is called a water-mill,”* and, although no further 
trace of it is found in the documents relating to this 
manor, there is a water-mill at the present day 
known as the Grange Mill a short distance south of 
Nares Gladley Farm, which may stand on the same 
site as the original of the Domesday Survey. 

The church of ALL SAINTS con- 
sists of a chancel 60 ft. by 23 ft. 6in., 
with a north vestry, central tower 
19 ft. square, north and south transepts 23 ft. 6 in, 
by 30 ft. 6 in, nave 63 ft. by 23 ft. 6 in., with north 
and south aisles rr ft. wide, and north porch. The 
church was built in the second half of the 13th 
century, and the only alterations of importance have 
been the renewal of the windows and heightening of 
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LEIGHTON BUZZARD 
HUNDRED (with its Hamterts) 
the walls in the r5th century, a clearstory being 
added to the nave and flat-pitched roofs substituted 
for the higher original roofs. In modern times a 
good deal of restoration has been done, 

The walls are built of rubble, and all have em- 
battled parapets except in the south transept, where 
the parapets are plain, 

The chancel windows are all 15th-century 
insertions, the east window being of five cinguefoiled 
lights, divided into two heights by an embattled 
transom, and in each side wall are three three-light 
windows. 

The double piscina and tri 
of five trefoiled arches with Purbeck marble shafts, 
and west of them is a plain south doorway. On the 
north side of the chancel is a T5th-century vestry 
with two stories over ; there is a doorway from the 
chancel and another on the east side of the ground 
story with a square head, which was formerly that of 
a window of two trefoiled lights. In the second story 
are two small lights, one rectangular and one with a 
trefoiled head, and in the north wall is a square- 
headed window of three trefoiled lights in two 
chamfered orders, with two trefoils over the head of 
each light. Over this window is a square-headed 
window of two trefoiled lights lighting the third 
story. Between this vestry and the north transept is 
a modern quire vestry. 

The walling of the north transept resembles that 
of the chancel. The east side is divided by buttresses 
into two bays, in each of which is a 15th-century 
window of three cinquefoiled lights. In the internal 
jambs of that in the north bay are square-headed 
niches, one of which is cinquefoiled. Between the 
two windows in the east wall is a trefoiled piscina 
that has been restored. The north window is modern 
and consists of five Cinquefoiled lights. The west 
side is plain except for a doorway having a four- 
centred head with a square label over, 

The east side of the south transept is also divided 
into two bays by square buttresses, in each of which 
is a window of three cinquefoiled lights. In this 
wall are an early 14th-century trefoiled niche, a locker, 
and a piscina. The south window of the transept is 
like those in the east wall, but has four lights instead 
of three. At each angle are two Square buttresses, 
on each of which is a sundial with these inscriptions : 
(1) ‘Dum (spectas ?) fugit’ ; (2) ‘Vigila oraque, tempus 
fugit’ ; (3) ‘Vita fugax’ ; (4) ‘Deus adest laborantibus,’ 
The transepts open to the aisles by chamfered arches 
with moulded capitals. The central tower is carried 
by four arches in three chamfered orders, springing 
from responds with moulded capitals. In the south- 
east respond arch are remains of the rood stair, the 
tower stair being in the north-east pier. 

The weathering of the original steep-pitched roofs 
remains on the tower walls, with narrow arched 
openings below them formerly leading to the roof 
spaces. The tower rises one stage above the roofs, 
each face having an arcade of three bays, the middle 
bay being pierced, and from this stage rises a tall 
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stone octagonal spire with angle pinnacles and three 
tiers of spire lights, which on the north side towards 
the town have cusped lights and quatrefoils, but on 
the other three sides are plain. 

The nave arcades are of four bays in two chamfered 
orders, with octagonal shafts and moulded capitals and 
bases, like those of the tower arches, The clearstory 
has four pairs of ‘three-light windows on each side, 


with embattled transoms and tracery under four- 
centred heads, 
The north and south aisles are alike, lighted by

three three-light windows of 15th-century date. The 
north doorway has been restored, and, in fact, is 
almost entirely new ; it is in two wave-moulded orders 
with a pointed head, and over it are three 15th- 
century niches with traces of coloured decoration. 
The north porch has been restored and has a new 
embattled parapet ; the outer doorway is in two 
chamfered orders with a pointed head. 

The south doorway is like the north and has also 
been restored, and the south porch has been rebuilt, 
The west windows of the aisles are like the rest, and 
that of the nave is also of 15th-century date, with 
five cinquefoiled lights. Beneath it is the west door- 
way, of the same detail as the north and south doors, 
The door itself is modern, but is ornamented with

beautiful wrought-iron 13th-century hinges ; over it 
is a modern porch. 

At the west end of the nave is a 13th-century font 
with a round bowl on a central and four-angle shaft. 

On the tower piers are a number of rough cratched 
designs, and two figures with traces of co} louring on 
them on the south-west pier ; on the south-east pier 
a design for a window of four trefoiled ights with 
geometrical tracery in a pointed head, two or three 
birds, a rose window, two shields, &c. 

The church roof dates from the 1sth century ; 

those of the chancel, trai epts and 
aisles are of a low pitch, but that of the 
nave is steeper, and is in four bays 
with moulded timbers and figures of 
angels at the wall plates, a very fine 
piece of mediaeval carpent y. The 
aisle roofs are of similar chatacter and 
date, though the pitch is lower, and 
have carved leaf bosses at th intersec- 
tions of the timbers. The roofs of the 
chancel and transepts are f plainer 
work, and resemble one slother in 
style and ornamentation. he vestry 
has a plain 15th-century ceiling, and 
the tower has a flat ceiling divided into 
nine panels. 

There is a fine 15th-cent ty screen 
at the entrance to the Pee of two 
wide bays with cinquefoiled \heads on 
cither side of the middle opening, 
which has an arched hehd with 
feathered cusps ending in gr. tesquely 
carved animals ; the base of t ¢ screen 
is solid, with trefoiled panelling. 

In the chancel are 1sth-ce: tury oak 
stalls, fourteen on either si e, with 
traceried panelling and carve poppy 
heads. The misericordes ar carved 
with heads and leaves or flo vers, or 
in some instances with heraldic shields : 
(i) On a fesse three roundels andl in chief 
three rings with a fleur de |i in the 
middle ring ; (ii) checky a cheveron; 
(iii) a cheveron between three leopards’ 
heads (this shield occurs twice in one 
case with a molet on the cheberon) ; 
(iv) a fesse between six crossldts ; (v) 
a saltire ; (vi) a cheveron Hetween 
three birds ; (vii) two Gast 

The altar rails are beantifully 
carved, of t7th-century workmpnship. 

The pulpit is a finely carved and 


panelled hexagonal example of 17th-century} work 
in cedar-wood. Near the north door is a|17th- 
century oak table, and the eagle lectern is h fine 


specimen, and retains part of the chain by \which 
the Bible was attached to it. 

In the north-east corner of the chancel is a|mural 
monument in alabaster, partly coloured and gilt, with 
kneeling effigies of Robert Wyngate, son and Heir of 
George Wyngate of Harlington, and his wife Anne 
daughter of Roger Warre and his wife, who was the 
daughter of Sir John Popham: He died in Aa, 
Above is a shield in a broken pediment, quarterly 
(1) and (4) Sable a bend ermine cotised or between 
six martlets or, (2) and (3) Azure a fesse between 
three scallops or. 
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WILDEN 


Wildene (xi-xiv cent.). 

Wilden is a parish of 2,265 acres, of which 1,0262 
are arable land, 1,111 permanent grass and 42 woods 
and plantations! The slope of the ground is irre- 
gular, and varies from 246 ft., the highest point above 
ordnance datum, in the north to 127 ft. in the east 
of the village, where the land lies low. The soil is 
clay and loam variously distributed, the subsoil Oxford 
clay. The principal crops produced ate wheat, oats 
and barley. 

The parish is watered by South Brook, a tributary 
of the Ouse, which flows in a north-westerly direction 
through the parish to Bolnhurst. 

“Wilden village, which is somewhat straggling, is 
situated in a hollow mainly in the centre of the 
parish, having the parish church of St. Nicholas, 
standing in a graveyard surrounded by trees, as a 
nucleus. In the 15th century, and probably a great 
deal earlier, it would appear that there were the same 
outlying residential districts as at the present day. 
Thus reference has been found in a Court Roll of 1499 
to ditches left unscoured by the inhabitants of ¢ Sey- 
wick’ or ‘Sewyk End,’ known at the present day as 
Sewick End, and including a farm-house and a few 
scattered houses, Smartwick,a small settlement, now 
consisting of a farm-house, cottages and public-house 
in the north of the parish, is also mentioned at the 
same date.? East End, lying about 1 mile east of 
Wilden and south of the main road from Roxton, was 
also a hamlet, certainly as early as the 15th century. 
Wilden village proper appears as ‘le Church End,’ a 
name which survives in Church End Farm. Outlying 
districts which have now disappeared are Overwyk in 
the 13th century,’ Hudwyk, Lemerestwik and Rud- 
doks (probably Redwick) Green, which appear in the 
15th century. It is interesting to note, in explana- 
tion of the unusual number of hamlets found in this 
comparatively small parish, that in the time of the 
Confessor Wilden was owned by twenty-four soke- 
men, these various districts possibly marking their 
“wics’ or dwelling-places. 

At the present day Wilden lies north and south of 
the road from Roxton. The cottages are of brick 
and are of varying date; the older ones haye tiled 
and thatched roofs, the more modern have slate. 
South Brook runs almost parallel with the road, and 


is crossed at intervals by foot-bridges. One such is ~ 


mentioned in 1499, and was known as ‘le Parsons 
Bryg.’ The rector was summoned by the lord of the 
manor at this date because it was in an exceedingly 
ruinous condition and a source of common danger. 
He was ordered, under a severe penalty, to repair it

the present day near the rectory grounds, which pro- 
bably marks the site of this ancient one. Approaching 
the village from the east Brook Farm stands gn. the 


north of the road. Some little distance further west 
is the parish church of St. Nicholas, with the Manor 
Farm, a 17th-century brick building with a tiled roof, 


on the opposite side. The rectory is pleasantly situated 
in its own grounds opposite the church. The distance 
between the stream and the road here widens, and 
the houses stand some little distance off the| main 
road.

Lands in Wootton Pilling, which afterwards became 
known as the manor of PILLING ROWSBERRY, 
attached to the Mowbrays’ portion of Wootton 
Manor, are mentioned for the first time in 1248 in 
the possession of Geoffrey le Rous, and remained in 
his descendants for several generations.®8 William 
le Rous, who settled the estate on himself and his 
wife Joan in 1305,8° died in 1310, leaving a son 
Simon, aged nine,® who in 1347 settled £10 annual 
rent in Pilling on John Oyldeboef of Colmworth in 
marriage with his daughter Laura.” Simon died 
some time before 1368, when his widow Joan 
recovered the manor against John de Bracebridge and 
others, but for the next 120 years there is no trace 
of the manor. In 1497 it was held by William 
Church and his wife Katherine, who conveyed it in 
that year to John Mordaunt, king’s serjeant.%3 ‘The 
latter’s great-grandson Lewis alienated it in 1588 to 
Thomas Terle,* by whom closes called * Bowes,’ 
‘Garnérg’ and ‘the Greate Hayes,’ parcel of the 
manor, were sold to Thomas Spicer a/ias Helder in 
1596, and the rest of the manor was mortgaged to 
Anthony Jenkinson.

After his death in 
1661 his executors, Richard ‘Marsh and Thomas

Samuel and his heirs male on the occasion of his 


marriage with Mary Buller, but as they had numerous 
issue Samuel broke the entail in 1681 in order to 
raise portions for his younger children. The estate 
was mortgaged at first to Edward Strode in 1694 and 
afterwards in 1700 to Joshua Lomax, and, as the 
Thompsons were unable to redeem the mortgage, it 
passed into the possession of the Lomax family. The 
ninety-nine years’ lease of the manors expired some 
time in the first quarter of the 18th century, and was 
not renewed by Sidney-Sussex College, but the 
capital messuage and other lands were left by Joshua 
Lomax at his death in 1724 to his widow Ruth, who 
in 1720 sold them to their son Caleb for £7,000. 
The latter died shortly after, and the premises were 
conveyed by his trustees in 1734 to Thomas Inwen 
of Southwark, who in 1740 obtained licence by 
Private Act of Parliament to exchange lands in 
Wootton with Sidney-Sussex College. The capital 
Messuage and premises were inherited by Sarah 
widow of Henry Earl of Suffolk and daughter and 


heir of Thomas Inwen, who married as her second 


husband Lucius Charles Viscount Falkland. By her 
will dated 25 May 1776 she vested her estate in 
trustees to the use of her husband after her death, and 
left as her residuary legatee Francis Mottey Austen, 
who obtained possession in 1785." Austen sold the

SHINGAY, was held by the Knights Hospitallers and 
attached to their preceptory of Shingay.

After the Dissolution the preceptory and its possessions 
in Wootton were bestowed in 1540 on Sir Richard 
Longe,! and descended, as in Clifton (q.v.), to Eliza- 
beth wife of William Lord Russell. Elizabeth died 
seised of the manor in 1617, leaving a son Francis,195 
by whom Pilling Shingay was doubtless alienated to 
Sir Francis Clerke, lord of Pilling Rowsberry, who in 
1627 bestowed both manors on Sidney-Sussex College, 
Cambridge,!® since which date their history has been 
identical. 

At the Survey of 1086 Albert of Lorraine held a 
manor of 3 hides in Shelton, a member of Wootton.107

It appears to have been obtained by the priory of 
Caldwell, who as early as 1276 received land in 
Wootton of the gift of William son of Ralph le 
Carter.18 In 1291 the priory’s possessions in Shel- 


.ton, Kempston and Biddenham were assessed at 


£6 10s. 44d., and in 1387 additional land in this 
parish was acquired from Adam, vicar of Oakley.00 
In 1535 the priory’s temporalities in Shelton were 
said to amount to £9 tos. 3¢.,!! but in 1536 a total 
value of £9 145. 2d. was recorded, of which £5 16s. 
was received as rent of the manor of WOOTTON 
SHELTON alias UPPER SHELTON, leased in 1532 
to William Wheeler for a term of twenty years, and 
the rent was obtained from lands in Wootton.” This 


manor was taken into royal custody at the Dissolution, - 


and William Wheeler’s lease was renewed for a period 
of twenty-one years by Edward VI in 1550, while in 
1560 the reversion was bestowed on Richard Cham- 
pion, John Thompson and their heirs.1!8 Wootton 
Shelton was afterwards obtained by John Matthew, 
who was lord of the manor in 1595,!!4 and whose 
relative William Matthew and Sarah his wife alienated 
it in 1625 to Roger Pemberton. The latter, who 
died in 1627, by a codicil dated 7 November 1627 
to his will of 13 November 1624, left legacies of £40 
a year each to his grandsons Robert and Ralph Pember- 
ton, and six widows, ‘in my almshouses to be erected’ 
at St. Albans, were to receive {£5 a year each.6 He 


was succeeded by his son John, on whose death in. 


1645 the manor passed to his son, another John, who 
was lord in 1665.17 Wootton Shelton remained in 
the Pemberton family for the next 120 years, and is 
last mentioned in their possession in 1784, when John 
Pemberton was the owner. During the 19th 
century the history of this manor is obscure. Mr. 
Dimmock, who was lord of the manor at the close 
of the century, mortgaged the property, which mort- 
gage has recently been foreclosed. 

The hamlet of Upper Sheltdh is now in the parish 
of Marston Moretaine, about a quarter of a mile 
south of Wootton boundary. 

Land in this parish was held by the Prior of 
Harrold, who in t225 was granted custom and ser- 
vices by Hugh St. Edward, lord of Studleys Manor.1!9 
In 1392 the priory obtained licence to acquire a toft, 
56 acres land, 1 acre of pasture, and 40s. 11d, rent in 
Wootton from Gerard Braybrook,!”° and in 1545 their 
estate was assessed at 335. 7d.!71 After the Dissolution 
it was sold in 1557, when the yearly rental was 
£2 75. gd., the estate comprising Penneclose and 
Trawles Close. There is no subsequent mention 
of their property, which was doubtless acquired in 
small parcels by many purchasers. 

The church of ST. MARY consists of 

CHURCH a chancel 35 ft.

The church dates from the early part of the 14th” 
century, the south porch being a slightly later jaddi- 
tion, and the upper part of the tower being] early 
15th-century work. Fifteenth-century tracery has 
been inserted in several windows, and the ie part 
of the tower has been largely rebuilt. ‘The horth 
and south walls of the chancel have been refaced, and 
its tiled roof is modern, as are the low-pitched| roof 
of the nave and aisles; these latter have embattled 
parapets, while the chancel: has plain eaves. | The 
east window of the chancel is, good early j4th- 
century work of three trefoiled lights with quatrefoiled 
net tracery. The north vestry is rebuilt, and has 
nothing old but part of its two-light east widow, 
and west of it in the north wall is a restored }4th- 
century window of two lights ; the two south windows 
and south doorway are modern, but the trefoiled 
piscina is old. On the outer face of the north wall 
of the chancel is a blocked trefoiled recess. | The: 
chancel arch is in two chamfered orders with allabel 
and spririgs from responds of three rounds |with 
moulded capitals and bases; on the gable over|it is 
a sanctus bell-turret. The nave arcades are in three 
bays, very tall and slender, on quatrefoiled colmns 
with moulded capitals of c. 1310, and there |s no 
clearstory. The north aisle has a much-restored east 
window and two 15th-century north windows of three 
and four lights respectively ; between them is a t4th- 
century doorway under a modern wooden porch. 
The south aisle has a modern east window and| two 
restored four-light 15th-century south windows) and. 
a three-light window over the south door. The door- 
way is 14th-century work recut, and opens to allater 
14th-century stone porch, which has a two-light east 
window and a single light on the west. The cto 


bays of both aisles are of poor early rgth-century 
Gothic, with plaster-vaulted ceilings. Their western 
gables are alike, with a pointed doorway in each and 
over it a circular traceried window. In the south| aisle 
is a wide trefoiled recess for a piscina, 

The western tower is three stages, with an em-= 


battled parapet with gargbyles at the angles, that on 
the north-east angle representing a man with a shield 
lying at full length. ‘The tower is surmounted by 
a small octagonal leaded spire. The west window is 
of three cinquefoiled lights with tracery in the head, 
and in the second stagé is a two-light window on the 
south, and a door with a modern head on theleast. 
The belfry windows are pairs of cinquefoiled lights 
with a quatrefoil over. The tower arch is in three 
chamfered orders, and its responds have been ri 
on old bases, which they do not fit; the capitals 
are moulded like those of the north arcade,| but 
the responds have small rolls between the main 
shafts, showing their date to be a little later 
than that of the nave arcades. The tower has a° 
modern plaster-vaulted ceiling, like the west lends 
of the aisles. : 

Near the south door is the modern font, There 
is a good 15th-century rood-screen, in five bays, with 
tracery ; it has a coved vault, which is modern.| In 
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the chancel are two 17th-century oak arm-chairs and 
a Jacobean table in the vestry. 

In the chancel are many monuments to the 
Monoux family, the floor being almost entirely payed 
with memorial slabs, the oldest of which is that of 
Sir Humphrey Monoux, 1675, with his arms: impaling 
azure a bend or between three roses argent, with 
five drops gules on the bend, On the north wall is a 
marble monument, with Corinthian pillars, to Sir 
Humphrey Monoux, 1680, and a similar one to his 
son’Philip, 1707, on the wall opposite. In the south 
aisle is the worn matrix of a very large 15th-century 
brass. 

There are six bells: the treble by Emmerton of 
Wootton, 1779 ; the second and fourth by Taylor of 
Loughborough, 1874; the third by ‘Thomas and 
William Russell, 1736 ; the fifth by Keene, inscribed 
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‘God save our King 1641. J. H.’; and the tenor 
by Taylor, 1904. There is also a small bell in the 
turret on the apex of the nave roof, dated 174.8. 

The communion plate consists of a flagon of 1684, 
the gift of Dame Alice Mononx, 1685, with the 
Monoux arms impaling a spread cagle. 

The registers previous to 1813 are in six books : 
(1) all entries 1562 to 1652; (2) the same from 
1653, the baptisms to 1665, the Marriages to 1705, 
and the burials to 1667; (3) burials only 1668 to 
1705 ; (4) baptisms 1683 to 1704 (5) all entries 
1723 to 1812, marriages till 1754 ; (6) marriages 
(printed), 1754. to 1812. 

The church is to the south of the village, and the

The rectory and other premises in Wootton had 
heen granted by Newnham Priory’ in 1525 to 
William Borne for a term of forty-six years at £20 
rent, and in 1537 William Clarke received a grant 
for si ars at £26 rent to date from the termination 
Borne’s lease” Queen Elizabeth in 1587 
granted ¢o James Batten on the same terms a lease of 
the rectory for twenty-one years at the end of the term 
of William Clarke,’ and on the strength of this grant 
Richard Batten laid claim to the rectory in 1605," 
and appayently obtained the ownership in fee, for his 
daughter and heir Elizabeth carried it in Marriage to 
Riimand Wingate. From this date till the begin- 
ning ol the 19th century it was held jointly with the 
advowson, but was retained by Sir Philip Monoux, 
hart., when he alienated the latter, and was inherited 
on his death in 1809 by his elder daughter Mary,

mediaeval stone rood Screen, its two doors now blocked, 
and the space over it built up in masonry to the 
roof, The north door is wider than the other, and 
between them stood the Principal nave altar, with two 
niches above it, the southern of the two being the 
larger and haying held a figure of our Lady, Between 
these nichés were found in 1891, when the screen 
was cleared of the plaster which then covered it, the 
remains of a Majesty with angels, nothing of which 
seems to have survived the ‘restoration.’ The work 
is all of late 14th-century date, and on the east side 
of the screen between the doorways is a blocked 
recess, which probably contained a seat where, as at 
Durham, people might sit in’ the retroquire—the 
space between the rood screen and pulpitum—and 
hear the quire services, 

Before 1891 a large picture of the Last Supper by 
Thornhill hung on the screen over the altar, flanked 
by wooden painted figures of Moses and Aaron.

The masonry above the screen, dating doubtless 
from after the Suppression, was taken down and 
rebuilt, several 13th-century capitals being found in 
it. The larger of the two niches contained the M.R.

traces of colour which were then revealed still exist. 

Till 1908 the old wooden doors in the west door- 
way of the tower showed many bullet-holes which

The earliest monuments are some inscribed cross- 
slabs now built into the footings of the south-west 
buttress of the west front ; on one is the name of 
Alice Durant, wife of John Durant: she died in 
1289, as the Annals of Dunstable record.

The inclusion of a name in thig list does 
not imply a recommendation by the County Record Office, which cannot pac ge res- 
ponsibility for difficulties arising from research or other work carried out by 
an agent. The onus is on the client to be fully aware of the agent's terms and 
conditions before commissioning any work. In particular, it is sensible to check 
on availability, as some agents work on a part-time basis and may not be able to 
handle urgent searches. In general, it is advisable for all research commissions 
to be as specific as possible (e.g. stating records to be searched and information 
to be extracted), and it is always sensible to provide an agent with plenty of 
background information and details of work already done.
